(Council  No.  1108) 

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Robert  Realty, 
Inc.  and  Isidore  Landes  for  the  establishment, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  an  open  area  for  the 
parking  of  motor  vehicles,  on  the  property  on  the 
northeast  side  of  Mary  Avenue,  southeast  of  Har- 
ford Rd.,  as  outlined  in  red  on  the  four  plats  ac- 
companying this  ordinance,  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  17  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Zoning",  as  said  Ar- 
ticle was  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved 
May  21,  1953. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  Robert  Realty,  Inc.,  and 
Isidore  Landes  for  the  establishment,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  an  open  area  for  the  parking  of 
motor  vehicles,  on  the  property  on  the  northeast  side 
of  Mary  Avenue,  southeast  of  Harford  Road,  as  out- 
lined in  red  on  the  four  plats  accompanying  this 
ordinance,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of 
Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Zoning",  as  said  Article  was  revised  by 
Ordinance  No.  711,  approved  May  21,  1953. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
parking  area  shall  be  maintained  with  a  hard  or 
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semi-hard  dustless  surface  on  which  motor  vehicles 
are  to  be  parked;  a  six-foot  landscaped  strip  to  be 
provided  and  maintained  along  the  Mary  Avenue 
frontage,  and  a  six-foot  landscaped  strip  along  the 
Richards  Avenue  frontage  for  a  distance  of  100  feet 
to  be  provided  and  maintained.  No  repair  facilities 
and  no  sale  of  gasoline  or  inflammable  liquids  shall 
be  permitted  thereon  and  no  commercial  activities 
of  any  kind  shall  be  conducted  thereon.  The  entrances 
and  exits  on  said  area  shall  be  at  such  location  or 
locations  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Commisioner  of 
Transit  and  Traffic.  The  illumination  of  said  parking 
area,  if  any,  shall  be  by  lights  dimmed  or  focused  so 
as  to  prevent  them  from  being  an  annoyance  to  near- 
by residents.  The  location  and  type  of  such  lights,  if 
any,  shall  be  subject  to  the.  approval  of  the  Building 
Inspection  Engineer.  All  construction  work  and  in- 
stallations shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
and  ordinances  applicable  in  Baltimore  City. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

(Council  No.  1133) 

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  close  all  streets  and 
alleys  lying  within  the  area  bounded  by  (1)  Fre- 
mont Avenue,  George  Street,  Myrtle  Avenue  and 
Franklin  Street  and  (2)  Myrtle  Avenue,  Hoffman 
Street,  Argyle  Avenue,  Biddle  Street  and  George 
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Street,  in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof  num- 
bered 247-A-31,  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys, and  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of 
Assessments  on  the  Twentieth  (20th)  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1960,  and  now  on  file  in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Department  of  As- 
sessments be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  condemn  and  close  all  streets  and  alleys 
lying  within  the  area  bounded  by  (1)  Fremont  Ave- 
nue, George  Street,  Myrtle  Avenue  and  Franklin 
Street  and  (2)  Myrtle  Avenue,  Hoffman  Street,  Ar- 
gyle  Avenue,  Biddle  Street  and  George  Street  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  plat  thereof  numbered  247-A-31, 
prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and  filed  in  the 
Office  of  the  Department  of  Assessments,  on  the 
Twentieth  (20th)  day  of  September,  1960,  and  now 
on  file  in  said  office;  said  Streets  and  Alleys  are 
numbered  from  one  to  fifty-two  and  particularly  de- 
scribed as  follows:

ment of  Assessments  on  the  Twentieth  (20th)  day 
of  September,  in  the  year  1960,  and  is  now  on  file  in 
the  said  office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  after 
said  highways  shall  have  been  closed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance,  all  subsurface  structures 
and  appurtenances  now  owned  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  and  continue  to 
be  the  property  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  in  fee  simple,  until  the  use  thereof  shall 
be  abandoned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  in  the  event  that  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  desire  to  remove,  alter  or  in- 
terfere therewith,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  first  obtain  permission  and  permits  therefor 
from  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and 
shall  in  the  application  for  such  permission  and  per- 
mits agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges  of  every  kind 
and  nature  made  necessary  by  such  removal,  altera- 
tion or  interference. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  build- 
ings or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed 
or  erected  in  said  portion  of  said  highways  after 
the  same  shall  have  been  closed  until  the  subsurface 
cfvn^ures  and  appurtenances  evPf*'1  Ky  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  over  which  said  build- 
ings or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  constructed  or 
erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  shall  have  been 
removed  and  relaid  in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  under  the  direction  of  the  Highways  En- 
gineer of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
person  or  persons  or  body  corporate  desiring  to  erect 
such  buildings  or  structures.  Railroad  tracks  shall 
be  taken  to  be  "structures"  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section. 
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Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and 
after  the  closing  of  said  highways,  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its 
duly  authorized  representatives,  shall,  at  all  times, 
have  access  to  said  property  and  to  all  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  used  by  it  therein,  for 
the  purposes  of  inspection,  maintenance,  repair, 
alteration,  relocation  and/or  replacement  of  any  or 
all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances,  and  this 
without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with 
reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said 
Streets  and  Alleys  and  the  proceedings  and  rights 
of  all  parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be 
regulated  by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and  all 
applicable  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  the  Charter  of  Balti- 
more City  (1949  Edition)  and  any  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all  ordi- 
nances of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
and  any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect  which 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Director  of  Assessments 
and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative  Refer- 
ence.

(Council  No.  1176) 

An  ordinance  approving  a  Renewal  Plan  for  Project 
II  of  the  Mount  Royal-Fremont  Urban  Renewal 
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Area;  authorizing  the  acquisition  by  purchase  or 
by  condemnation  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  for  Urban  Renewal  purposes,  of  the 
fee  simple  interest  in  and  to  certain  pieces  or 
parcels  of  land,  together  with  the  improvements 
thereupon,  situate  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland, 
within  said  Project  II,  said  Renewal  Project  lying 
within  the  area  bounded  by  George  Street  on  the 
south,  Brune  Street  on  the  west,  Harlem  Avenue 
on  the  north  and  Myrtle  Avenue  and  Perkins 
Spring  Square  on  the  east;  waiving  such  require- 
ments, if  any,  as  to  the  content  of  or  procedure 
for  the  preparation,  approval,  and  adoption  of 
renewal  plans  as  set  forth  in  Ordinance  No.  692, 
approved  December  31,  1956,  which  the  Renewal 
Plan  for  Project  II  of  the  Mount  Royal-Fremont 
Urban  Renewal  Area  may  not  meet ;  providing  for 
the  separability  of  the  various  parts  and  applica- 
tions of  this  ordinance;  and  providing  for  the 
effective  date  hereof. 

Whereas,  the  area  known  as  the  "Mount  Royal- 
Fremont  Urban  Renewal  Area"  was  heretofore  ap- 
proved and  designated  as  a  "Renewal  Area"  by  Or- 
dinance No.  875,  approved  May  22,  1957;  and 

Whereas,  under  Ordinance  No.  692,  approved 
December  31,  1956,  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  was  authorized  to  prepare  Re- 
newal Plans  and  to  plan  and  to  undertake  Renewal 
Projects  in  Renewal  Areas;  and 

Whereas,  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Agency  has  prepared  a  Renewal  Plan  for 
Project  II  of  the  Mount  Royal-Fremont  Urban  Re- 
newal Area  in  a  portion  of  the  Mount  Royal-Fre- 
mont Urban  Renewal  Area,  said  Plan  consisting  of 
7  pages  of  narrative  and  of  exhibits  numbered  1 
through  4  inclusive;  and

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Maryland  Port  Au- 
thority to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  single 
railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Broening  Highway 
about  480  feet  northwest  of  the  eastern  boundary 
line  of  Baltimore  City  (established  1918). 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Maryland  Port  Au- 
thority (said  Authority  being  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  "grantee")  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  single  railroad 
track  in  the  bed  of  Broening  Highway,  the  center 
line  of  said  track  hereby  authorized  being  described 
as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  on  the  southwest  building 
line  of  Broening  Highway  at  a  point  about  550  feet 
northwest  of  the  Eastern  Boundary  Line  of  Balti- 
more City  (Established  1918)  and  running  thence 
northeasterly  and  curving  to  the  right  for  a  distance 
of  about  123  feet,  to  a  point  on  the  northeast  build- 
ing line  of  said  Broening  Highway  about  400  feet 
northwest  of  the  said  Eastern  Boundary  Line  of 
Baltimore  City  (Established  1918). 
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The  track  authorized  by  this  ordinance  is  shown 
on  a  plat,  entitled  "Maryland  Port  Authority,  Dun- 
dalk  Terminal,  Proposed  Railroad  Siding  Crossing 
Broening  Highway"  dated  February  21,  1961  which 
is  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance  by  reference  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all  times, 
have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  reasonably 
regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of  the 
right  herein  granted,  and  that  the  said  right  shall 
be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after 
the  grant,  and  that  the  right  herein  granted  shall 
be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of 
twenty-five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said 
grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  re- 
valuation the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  re- 
newals not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five 
years,  the  said  revaluation  hereinbefore  provided 
for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  appoint 
a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of 
said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the 
revaluation  aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said 
arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to 
agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint 
such  umpire. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  right 
and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  munic- 
ipal superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in  re- 
spect to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant  here- 
in contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
thereof,  and  that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or 
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times,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with 
any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall, 
at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void, 
and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing  from  time 
to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets  and 
alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of  said 
streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces  between 
the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side 
thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own  ex- 
pense keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  ob- 
struction, but  without  obstructing  the  other  por- 
tions of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of  said 
tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if 
and  so  often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any  of 
them,  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents, 
or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by 
law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same 
may  be  constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  tracks 
hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and  main- 
tained under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  construction 
and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  of 
such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said  High- 
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ways  Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the  location 
of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any  of  them, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  En- 
gineer the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety, 
and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  Fifty  cents 
($1.50)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum, 
payable  in  advance,  during  the  continuance  of  said 
franchise  and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of  track 
and  the  total  amount  of  said  annual  compensation 
to  be  fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City  upon  the  measurement  by  him  of  the  actual 
number  of  lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  main- 
tained or  operated  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance; and  the  said  grantee  shall  also  pay  all  ex- 
penses of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  or 
amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following 
work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from 
time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting 
from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation,  pres- 
ence, use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  or 
removal  of  said  tracks : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete 
of  any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
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Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  the 
streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all  of 
said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights 
herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events,  from 
time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  the  tracks 
and  franchises  so  affected,  without  any  compensa- 
tion to  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
promptly  remove  the  tracks  and  appurtenances  so 
affected,  at  its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified 
by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any 
such  removal  of  tracks  and  appurtenances  shall  be 
done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  Highways 
Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such  removals  of 
tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  promptly  pave  or  repave,  at  their  entire  ex-

pense,  the  street  bed,  curbs  and  sidewalks  of  all 
streets  and  alleys  disturbed  by  such  removal  of 
tracks,  the  said  paving  or  repaving  to  be  done  with 
such  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  said  Highways  Engineer,  in  each  in- 
stance. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done  by 
them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and  all 
such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said 
work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable 
for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  dam- 
ages, costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by 
reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  alteration, 
repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  removal  of  said 
railroad  tracks,  or  any  of  them,  and  whether  such 
suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs 
and/or  expenses  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  or  be  against, 
suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corporations  and  per- 
sons to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may 
become  liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at  any 
time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of  any 
public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  performed 
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and  or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the 
City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal  Government,  or 
any  of  their  agencies),  the  said  Highways  Engineer 
shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the  public  in- 
terest, convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare  require 
the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving,  relocating, 
supporting,  protecting  and/or  accommodating  of 
any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases, 
promptly  upon  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  adjust, 
alter,  shift,  move,  relocate,  support,  protect  and/or 
accommodate  their  said  tracks,  in  whole  or  in  part 
and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as  to  fully  meet 
the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not  stand  a 
car  or  cars  on  the  track  hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pass- 
age.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Section  152  of  Article  12  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Health",  sub-title  "Nuisances  and  the  Prevention 
of  Disease",  sub-heading  "Graves" ;  and  to  repeal 
Sections  220-234,  inclusive,  of  said  Article  12,  sub- 
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title  "Vital  Statistics" ;  and  to  ordain  in  lieu  there- 
of new  Sections  220-234,  inclusive,  to  stand  in 
the  place  of  the  sections  by  those  numbers  so  re- 
pealed ;  and  to  change  the  said  sub-title  "Vital  Sta- 
tistics", to  be  "Vital  Records",  generally  amend- 
ing the  ordinance  of  this  City  relating  to  birth 
and  death  registration  and  the  preparation  of 
graves  in  any  cemetery  or  burial  grounds  within 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  revising  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  of  the 
Health  Department  of  Baltimore  City  with  respect 
to  the  registration  of  births,  deaths  and  fetal 
deaths,  and  relating  generally  to  the  keeping,  con- 
tents and  use  of  vital  statistics  and  vital  records 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  152  of  Article  12 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Health",  sub-title  "Nuisances  and  the  Prevention 
of  Disease",  sub-heading  "Graves",  be  and  it  is  here- 
by repealed;  and  that  Sections  220-234,  inclusive, 
of  said  Article  12,  sub-title  "Vital  Statistics",  be 
and  they  are  hereby  repealed;  and  that  new  Sec- 
tions 220-234,  inclusive,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
ordained  in  lieu  thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the 
sections  by  those  numbers  so  repealed ;  and  that  the 
said  sub-title  "Vital  Statistics"  be  and  it  is  hereby 
changed  to  "Vital  Records",  all  to  read  as  follows: 

VITAL  RECORDS 

220.  (a)  Definitions. 

(1)  "Vital  Records"  means  records  of  birth, 
death,  fetal  death,  adoption  and  adjudication  of 
paternity  required  by  law  to  be  registered  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Health. 

(2)  "Filing"  means  the  presentation  of  a  cer- 
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tificate,  report  or  other  record  provided  for  in  this 
sub-title,  of  a  birth,  death,  fetal  death  or  adoption 
for  registration  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

(3)  " Registration' '  means  the  acceptance  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  the  incorporation  in  his 
official  records  of  certificates,  reports,  or  other 
records  of  births,  deaths,  fetal  deaths  or  adoptions. 

"Live  Birth"  means  the  complete  expulsion 
or  extraction  from  its  mother  of  a  product  of  human 
conception  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation, 
which,  after  such  separation,  breathes  or  shows  any 
other  evidence  of  life,  such  as  beating  of  the  heart, 
pulsation  of  the  umbilical  cord  or  definite  movement 
of  voluntary  muscle,  whether  or  not  the  umbilical 
cord  has  been  cut  or  the  placenta  is  attached. 

"Fetal  Death"  means  death  prior  to  the  com- 
plete expulsion  or  extraction  from  its  mother  of  a 
product  of  human  conception,  irrespective  of  the 
duration  of  pregnancy;  the  death  is  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  after  such  separation,  the  fetus  does 
not  breathe  or  show  any  other  evidence  of  life, 
such  as  beating  of  the  heart,  pulsation  of  the 
umbilical  cord,  or  definite  movement  of  voluntary 
muscles. 

(  6)  "Dead  body"  means  a  lifeless  human  body  or 
parts  of  such  body  or  bones  thereof  from  the  con- 
dition of  which  it  may  reasonably  be  concluded  that 
death  has  occurred.  The  term  "dead  body"  does  not 
apply  to  amputated  parts. 

"Final  disposition"  means  the  burial,  inter- 
ment, cremation  or  other  disposition  of  a  dead  body 
or  fetus. 

"Physician"  means  a  person  authorized  or 
licensed  to  practice  medicine  in  this  State  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Article  43  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland.

(9)  "Institution"  means  any  establishment,  pub- 
lic or  private,  which  provides  inpatient  medical, 
surgical  or  diagnostic  care  or  treatment,  or  nursing, 
custodial  or  domiciliary  care  to  two  or  more  un- 
related individuals;  or  to  which  persons  are  com- 
mitted by  law. 

(10)  "Commissioner  of  Health"  means  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  of  Baltimore  City  who  is  also 
ex-officio  Registrar  of  Vital  Records  of  Baltimore 
City. 

(b)   General  Provisions. 

(1)  Methods,  books  and  forms.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  shall  collect  certificates  of  birth, 
death  and  fetal  death,  shall  preserve  and  protect 
them  from  loss  by  fire  and  other  damage,  and  shall 
make  indices  to  such  certificates.  He  shall  decide 
appropriate  methods  and  design  the  necessary  forms 
for  accurate  registration  of  vital  records,  and  shall 
supply  physicians,  midwives,  funeral  directors  and 
other  persons  charged  with  any  duty  under  this 
sub-title,  with  the  required  forms. 

(2)  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Commissioner 
of  Health  is  authorized  to  make,  adopt  and  promul- 
gate such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  from  time  to  time  to  govern  the  registra- 
tion of  births,  deaths  and  fetal  deaths. 

221.  (a)  Content  of  Birth,  Death  and  Fetal  Death 
Certificates. 

The  certificate  forms  for  registering  births,  deaths 
and  fetal  deaths  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  and  shall  contain  the  personal  data, 
places,  dates,  and  other  circumstances  and  identifica- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  for 
proper  registration  and  utilization  of  such  records. 

(b)  All  such  records  shall  be  typed  or  written 
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plainly  in  unfading  ink  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
person  required  to  make  the  record,  and  no  cer- 
tificate shall  be  held  to  be  complete  or  correct  that 
does  not  supply  all  of  the  items  of  information  called 
for  upon  the  certificate  form  so  far  as  it  is  possible 
to  obtain  the  same. 

(c)  The  authorized  representative  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  shall  promptly  inquire  into  the 
facts  when  any  omissions  or  discrepancies  in  the  per- 
sonal or  medical  facts  in  the  vital  records  are  called 
to  his  attention,  and  he  shall  truly  ascertain  such 
missing  or  incorrect  facts  of  record.  He  shall 
further  inquire  into  and  investigate  alleged  or  sus- 
pected violations  of  this  sub-title  and  shall  furnish 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  full  data  and  informa- 
tion regarding  the  same. 

222.  Execution  and  Filing  of  Death  Certificate. 

(a)  When  any  person  shall  die  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  the  certificate  of  death  shall  be  filled  out 
and  signed  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after 
death  by  the  physician  last  in  attendance  upon  the 
deceased,  except  in  such  cases  where  the  Medical 
Examiner  takes  charge  of  the  corpse,  in  which  case 
the  certificate  shall  be  executed  by  him. 

(b)  When  the  Medical  Examiner  is  unable  to  de- 
termine the  cause  of  death  within  twenty-four  (24) 
hours  after  receipt  of  a  corpse,  he  shall  promptly 
make  the  entry  "Pending"  in  the  cause  of  death 
section  of  the  death  certificate,  and  shall  immediately 
forward  such  certificate  in  the  usual  manner  pre- 
scribed for  death  certificates.  As  soon  as  the  cause 
of  death  is  ascertainable,  he  shall  forward  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  or  his  designated  agent  a 
report  of  such  cause  of  death  for  entry  on  such 
certificate. 
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(c)  Any  person  concerned  with  the  execution  of 
this  sub-title  shall  promptly  notify  the  Chief  Medical 
Examiner  if  the  deceased  was  not  under  treatment 
by  a  physician  during  the  terminal  illness,  or  if  he 
considers  any  of  the  following  conditions  to  be  the 
cause  of  death  or  contributing  to  the  death:  (1) 
accidents,  including  falls  with  fractures  or  other  in- 
juries; (2)  homicide;  (3)  suicide;  (4)  other  ex- 
ternal manner  of  death ;  (5)  alcoholism;  (6)  crimi- 
nal or  suspected  criminal  abortion;  (7)  cause  of 
death  is  not  known. 

(d)  The  physician  or  medical  examiner  executing 
any  certificate  of  death  shall  present  it  within  the 
time  limit  prescribed  in  sub-sections  (a)  and  (b)  of 
this  section  to  the  funeral  director  or  other  person 
authorized  to  make  disposition  of  the  corpse. 

(e)  When  a  death  occurs  on  a  common  carrier  and 
the  body  is  taken  from  the  carrier  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  the  person  in  charge  or  the  owner  of  the 
common  carrier  shall  file  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  a  certificate  of  such  death  within  twenty- 
four  (24)  hours  following  the  arrival  of  the  carrier 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  However,  if  the  death 
occurred  under  any  of  the  conditions  or  circum- 
stances set  forth  in  Section  222  (c)  above,  notifica- 
tion shall  be  made  to  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner. 

(f)  A  funeral  director  or  other  person  acting  as 
such  who,  pursuant  to  this  section,  obtains  a  cer- 
tificate of  death  shall  be  required  to  file  such  cer- 
tificate with  the  Commissioner  of  Health  within 
seventy-two  (72)  hours  after  said  death. 

(g)  No  person  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  out  and 
sign  a  certificate  of  death  shall  execute  more  than 
one  such  certificate  per  death  as  authorized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-title. 
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223.  Execution  and  Filing  of  Fetal  Death  Certificate. 

(a)  Each  fetal  death  which  occurs  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  after  a  gestation  period  of  twenty  (20) 
completed  weeks  or  more,  shall  be  registered  with 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  within  seventy-two  (72) 
hours  after  such  delivery. 

(b)  The  funeral  director  or  person  acting  as 
such  who  first  assumes  custody  of  a  fetus  shall  file 
the  fetal  death  certificate.  In  the  absence  of  such 
a  person,  the  physician  or  midwife,  or  other  person 
in  attendance  at  or  after  the  delivery  shall  file  the 
certificate  of  fetal  death.  He  shall  obtain  the  per- 
sonal data  from  the  next  of  kin  or  the  best  qualified 
person  or  source  available.  He  shall  obtain  the 
medical  certification  of  cause  of  fetal  death  from  the 
person  responsible  therefor. 

(c)  The  medical  certification  shall  be  completed 
and  signed  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after 
delivery  by  the  physician  or  midwife  in  attendance 
at  or  after  delivery  except  when  inquiry  is  required 
by  the  Medical  Examiner. 

(d)  When  a  fetal  death  occurs  without  medical 
attendance  upon  the  mother  at  or  after  the  delivery 
or  when  inquiry  is  required  by  the  Medical  Examiner 
because  of  other  circumstances,  he  shall  investigate 
the  cause  of  fetal  death  and  shall  complete  and  sign 
the  medical  certificate  within  twenty-four  (24) 
hours  after  taking  charge  of  the  case. 

(e)  When  a  fetal  death  occurs  on  a  common  car- 
rier and  the  fetus  is  taken  from  the  carrier  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  the  person  in  charge  or  the  own- 
er of  the  common  carrier  shall  file  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  a  certificate  of  such  fetal  death 
within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  following  the  ar- 
rival of  the  carrier  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 
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224.    Registration  of  Births,  Delayed  Births  and 
Foundlings 

(a)  Birth  Registration 

(1)  When  a  birth  occurs  in  an  institution,  the  per- 
son in  charge  of  the  institution  or  his  designated 
representative  shall  prepare  the  certificate  of  birth 
and  secure  signature  required  on  the  certificate  and 
shall  file  it  with  the  Commissioner  of  Health  within 
seventy-two  (72)  hours  after  the  birth.  The  physi- 
cian in  attendance  shall  verify  or  provide  the  date 
of  birth  and  medical  information  required  by  the 
certificate. 

(2)  When  a  birth  occurs  outside  an  institution, 
the  certificate  of  birth  shall  be  prepared  and  filed 
within  seventy-two  (72)  hours  after  the  birth  by 
one  of  the  following  in  the  indicated  order  of 
priority : 

(i)  The  physician  or  midwife  in  attendance  at  or 
immediately  after  the  birth,  or  in  the  absence  of  such 
a  person, 

(ii)  Any  other  person  in  attendance  at  or  immedi- 
ately after  the  birth,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  a  per- 
son, 

(iii)  The  father,  the  mother,  or  in  the  absence  of 
the  father  and  the  inability  of  the  mother,  the  person 
in  charge  of  the  premises  where  the  birth  occurred. 

(3)  When  a  birth  occurs  on  a  common  carrier  and 
the  child  is  taken  from  the  carrier  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  the  person  in  charge  or  the  owner  of  the 
common  carrier  shall  file  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  a  certificate  of  such  birth  within  seventy-two 
(72)  hours  following  the  arrival  of  the  carrier  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

(b)  Delayed  Birth  Registration 

(1)  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Commissioner  of 
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Health  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  filing  of  records  of 
births  in  those  cases  where  certificates  of  birth  have 
not  been  recorded  within  the  time  limit  specified  in 
Section  224  (a)  of  this  sub-title. 

(2)  Judicial  Appeal 

(i)  If  a  delayed  certificate  of  birth  is  rejected  un- 
der the  regulations  adopted  pursuant  to  Section  224 
(b)  (1),  a  petition  may  be  filed  with  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  for  an  order  establishing  a  record 
of  the  date  and  place  of  birth  and  the  parentage  of 
the  person  whose  birth  is  sought  to  be  registered. 

(ii)  If  the  court  from  the  evidence  presented  finds 
that  the  person  for  whom  a  delayed  certificate  of 
birth  is  sought  was  born  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
it  shall  make  findings  as  the  case  may  require  and 
shall  issue  an  order  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
to  establish  a  record  of  birth.  This  order  shall  in- 
clude the  birth  data  to  be  registered,  and  the  date 
of  the  court's  action. 

(c)  Foundling  Registration,  Infants  of  Unknown 
Parentage 

(1)  Whoever  assumes  the  custody  of  a  living  in- 
fant of  unknown  parentage  shall  report  on  a  form 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  within  seventy-two  (72)  hours  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  the  following  information : 

(i)  The  date  and  place  of  finding. 

(ii)  Sex,  color  or  race,  and  the  approximate  date 
of  birth  of  the  child,  to  be  determined  by  a  physician. 

(iii)  Name  and  address  of  the  persons  or  institu- 
tion with  whom  the  child  has  been  placed  for  care. 

(iv)  Name  given  to  the  child  by  the  custodian; 
and 
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(v)  Other  data  required  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health. 

(2)  The  place  where  the  child  was  found  shall 
be  entered  as  the  place  of  birth. 

(3)  A  report  filed  under  this  section  shall  con- 
stitute the  certificate  of  birth  for  the  infant. 

(4)  If  the  child  is  subsequently  identified  and  a 
certificate  of  birth  is  found  or  obtained,  any  report 
filed  under  this  section  shall  be  sealed  and  filed 
and  may  be  opened  only  by  order  of  circuit  court 
or  on  written  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
or  his  authorized  representative. 

225.  Correction  and  Amendment  of  Vital  Records 

(a)  A  certificate  registered  under  this  sub-title 
may  be  amended  only  in  accordance  with  this  sub- 
title and  any  regulations  thereunder  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  to  protect  the  integrity  and  ac- 
curacy of  vital  records. 

(b)  In  the  event  of  an  alteration  of  any  certifi- 
cate of  birth  or  death,  the  facts  shall  be  properly 
certified  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  entered 
with  red  ink  with  the  date  of  the  amendment  and 
over  the  signature  or  initials  of  an  authorized 
representative  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

(c)  Upon  receipt  of  a  court  order  or  a  certified 
copy  thereof  changing  the  name  of  a  person  born  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore  and  upon  request  of  such  per- 
son or  his  parent,  guardian,  or  legal  representative, 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  his  authorized  repre- 
sentative shall  amend  the  certificate  of  birth  to  re- 
flect the  new  name. 

226.  New  Certificates  of  Birth  Following  Adoption, 

Legitimation  and  Paternity  Determination 

(a)  A  new  certificate  of  birth  shall  be  made  for 
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a  person  whenever  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or 
his  authorized  representative  receives  proof  satis- 
factory to  him : 

( 1 )  That  the  previously  unwed  parents  of  the  per- 
son have  intermarried  subsequent  to  the  birth  of 
such  person ;  or  that  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion has  entered  a  judgment  order  or  decree  relating 
to  the  parentage  or  adoption  of  the  person. 

(2)  That  the  person  was  born  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more and  the  legitimation,  adoption  or  other  court 
action  specified  in  paragraph  (1)  above  took  place 
either  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  the  several  coun- 
ties of  Maryland,  or  outside  of  Maryland. 

(b)  No  new  certificate  of  birth  shall  be  established, 
if  so  requested  by  the  court  decreeing  the  adoption, 
or  the  adoptive  parents,  or  by  the  adopted  person, 
if  of  legal  age. 

(c)  The  new  certificate  shall  be  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  shall 
be  prepared  on  the  following  basis :  Such  person  shall 
be  treated  as  having  had  at  birth  the  status  subse- 
quently acquired  or  established  and  of  which  proof 
is  submitted ;  where  such  person  is  illegitimate  and 
paternity  has  been  established  by  legal  proceedings, 
the  name  of  such  father  shall  be  inserted;  where 
such  person  has  been  adopted  the  name  of  such  child 
shall  be  that  fixed  by  the  decree  of  adoption  and  the 
foster  parents  shall  be  recorded  as  the  parents  of 
such  child. 

(d)  When  a  new  certificate  of  birth  is  made,  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  shall  substitute  such  new 
certificate  of  birth  for  the  certificate  then  on  file. 
The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  place  the  original 
certificate  of  birth  and  all  papers  pertaining  to  the 
new  certificate  of  birth  under  seal.  Such  seal  shall 
not  be  broken  except  by  order  of  a  court  of  competent 
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jurisdiction  or  on  written  order  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  or  his  authorized  representative.  There- 
after, when  a  certified  copy  of  the  certificate  of  birth 
of  such  a  person  is  issued,  it  shall  be  a  copy  of  the 
new  certificate  of  birth,  except  when  an  order  of  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  require  the  issu- 
ance of  a  copy  of  the  original  certificate  of  birth. 

227.    Burial   Permits,   Interments,   Transportation 
and  Disinterment 

(a)  The  funeral  director  or  person  acting  as  such 
who  first  assumes  custody  of  a  dead  body  or  fetus 
shall  obtain  a  burial-transit  permit  prior  to  final 
disposition  or  removal  from  the  City  of  Baltimore 
of  the  body  or  fetus  within  seventy-two  (72)  hours 
after  death. 

(b)  No  person  in  charge  of  any  cemetery  or  crema- 
tory or  other  place  for  the  disposal  of  the  dead  shall 
inter  or  permit  the  interment  or  other  disposition 
of  any  dead  body  or  fetus  unless  it  is  accompanied 
by  a  burial-transit  permit.  Each  sexton  or  person 
in  charge  of  any  cemetery  or  crematory  shall  en- 
dorse upon  the  permit  the  date  of  interment  or  other 
disposition  over  his  signature  and  shall  return  all 
permits  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health  within  ten 
(10)  days  after  the  date  of  interment  or  other  dis- 
position. Where  there  is  no  cemetery  authority,  the 
funeral  director  shall  endorse  the  burial-transit  per- 
mit. 

(c)  The  burial-transit  permit  as  provided  in  this 
sub-title  shall  be  full  and  legal  authority  for  transit 
or  interment  or  both  in  any  part  of  this  State. 

(d)  A  burial-transit  permit  issued  by  any  other 
state  or  foreign  country  shall  constitute  authority 
for  interment  within  any  cemetery  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  and  shall  be  so  accepted  by  cemetery  cus- 
todians. 
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(e)  A  permit  for  disinterment  and  reinterment 
shall  be  required  prior  to  disinterment  of  a  dead 
body  or  fetus  provided  that  reinterment  is  not  to  be 
made  in  the  same  cemetery.  Such  permit  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  upon  receipt 
of  an  application  form  prescribed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title. When  it  is  proposed  to  disinter  all  of  the  bodies 
in  a  cemetery  for  purposes  of  relocation  or  aban- 
donment of  the  cemetery,  one  application  shall  be 
sufficient  for  such  purpose. 

228.  Dead  Bodies  Not  To  Be  Retained  Unburied 

No  funeral  director  or  other  person  acting  as  such 
shall  allow  to  be  retained  unburied  the  dead  body  of 
any  human  being  for  a  longer  time  than  four  (4) 
days  without  a  permit  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  which  permit  shall  specify  the  length  of 
time  such  body  may  be  retained  unburied. 

229.    Grave  Depth 

All  graves  which  may  hereafter  be  dug  in  any  ceme- 
tery or  burial  ground  within  the  City  of  Baltimore 
shall  be  of  the  depth  of  at  least  four  feet  six  inches. 

230.  Duties  of  Institutions 

Persons  in  charge  of  institutions  as  defined  in  this 
sub-title  shall  record  and  report  all  births,  deaths, 
fetal  deaths  and  statistical  data  required  by  this 
sub-title,  relating  to  their  inmates  or  patients.  The 
data  shall  be  obtained  from  the  best  possible  source 
and  shall  be  presented  to  the  persons  responsible  for 
execution  of  certificates  under  this  sub-title. 

231.  Certified  Copies  of  Birth  and  Death  Certificates 

(a)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  upon  re- 
quest furnish  any  properly  authorized  person  a  certi- 
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fied  copy  of  a  birth  or  death  certificate  or  an  abridged 
copy  of  a  birth  certificate  registered  by  him  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title. 

(b)  A  certified  copy  of  a  birth  certificate  shall  be 
issued  only  upon  order  of  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction or  upon  the  specific  request  therefor  by  the 
person,  or  by  a  parent,  guardian,  or  other  authorized 
representative  of  the  person  to  whom  the  record  of 
birth  relates.  A  certified  copy  of  a  birth  certificate 
shall  contain  only  the  personal  data  appearing  on 
the  birth  certificate  and  shall  not  include  any  of  the 
confidential  data  on  the  certificate  of  birth.  An 
abridged  copy  of  a  birth  certificate,  the  Certifica- 
tion of  Birth-Short  Form,  shall  contain  only  the 
name,  sex,  date  of  birth,  place  of  birth  and  the  date 
of  filing  in  the  department  of  the  original  certificate 
of  birth  of  the  person  to  whom  it  relates  and  none  of 
the  other  data  on  the  record  of  birth. 

(c)  No  birth  certificate  information  shall  be  given 
where  it  is  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  commercial 
solicitation  or  private  gain. 

(d)  The  certificates  of  birth  and  death  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  for  proper  official  use  only  by  City, 
State  and  Federal  agencies,  provided  that  examina- 
tion shall  be  in  such  a  way  that  the  contents  of  the 
registers  shall  not  be  subjected  to  risk  of  damage  or 
alteration.  Verification  of  such  data  shall  be  made 
for  Federal,  State,  City  and  accredited  private  agen- 
cies on  the  basis  of  an  official  written  request  there- 
for. 

(e)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  have  the 
authority  to  issue  a  certified  statement  of  birth, 
death  or  fetal  death  upon  the  request  in  writing  of 
a  person  authorized  to  receive  same,  for  which  he 
shall  charge  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  for  each 
and  every  one  furnished.  Whenever  a  search  of  the 
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records  is  made  and  the  requested  record  is  not 
found  to  be  on  file,  a  similar  charge  shall  be  made 
for  a  Certificate  of  Record  Search  stating  such  facts. 
Whenever,  however,  the  person  making  application 
for  a  transcript  of  birth  shall  set  forth  in  said  writ- 
ten application  that  the  said  transcript  is  wanted 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  some  requirement 
of  the  Maryland  State  Law  or  some  Baltimore  City 
ordinance  regulating  the  work  of  minors,  then  a 
Statement  of  Age  card,  verifying  the  essential  facts 
of  birth,  shall  be  furnished  without  charge. 

(f )  No  charge  shall  be  made  for  a  copy  of  a  cer- 
tificate requested  by  any  person  formerly  or  cur- 
rently in  any  war  service  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment when  such  certificate  is  to  be  used  in  con- 
nection with  any  claim  such  person  may  have  against 
said  government;  nor  shall  any  charge  be  made  for 
a  certificate  requested  by  any  agency  of  the  State 
of  Maryland  or  any  of  its  political  subdivisions.  The 
Commissioner  of  Health  may  waive  all  or  part  of 
said  fees  when  collectable  from  agencies  of  the 
United  States  Government. 

232.  Certificates  as  Evidence 

Certificates  of  birth,  death  and  fetal  death  filed 
within  one  year  after  the  event,  and  certified  copies 
of  such  certificates  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  facts  therein  stated.  Data  therein  pertaining  to 
the  father  of  a  child  are  prima  facie  evidence  only 
if  the  alleged  father  is  the  husband  of  the  mother; 
if  not,  the  data  pertaining  to  the  father  of  a  child 
are  not  evidence  in  any  proceeding  adverse  to  the 
interests  of  the  alleged  father,  or  of  his  heirs,  next 
of  kin,  devisees,  legatees  or  other  successors  in  in- 
terest, if  the  paternity  is  controverted.  The  eviden- 
tiary value  of  a  certificate  or  record  filed  more  than 
one  year  after  the  event,  or  a  record  which  has  been 
amended,  shall  be  determined  by  the  judicial  body 
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or  official  before  whom  the  certificate  is  offered  as 
evidence. 

233.  Disclosure  of  Records 

To  protect  the  integrity  of  vital  records,  to  insure 
their  proper  use,  and  to  insure  the  efficient  and 
proper  administration  of  the  vital  records  system 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  it  is  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son to  permit  inspection  of,  or  to  disclose  informa- 
tion contained  in  vital  records  filed  and  registered 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  his  authorized 
representative,  or  to  copy  or  issue  a  copy  of  all  or 
part  of  any  such  record  except  as  authorized  in  Sec- 
tion 231  or  by  regulation. 

234.  Penalties. 

(a)  Any  person  who  fails  or  refuses  to  execute 
and  deliver  a  certificate  of  birth,  death  or  fetal  death, 
as  provided  in  this  sub-title  and  any  person  who 
wilfully  furnishes  false  information  for  entry  on  a 
certificate  of  birth,  death  or  fetal  death,  or  who  wil- 
fully enters  false  information  on  such  certificates, 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  offense. 

(b)  Any  person  who  wilfully  alters  any  cer- 
tificate, or  certified  copy  thereof,  or  other  certified 
statement  pertaining  to  a  registered  birth,  death 
or  fetal  death  provided  for  under  this  sub-title,  ex- 
cept in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars ($500.00)  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six 
(6)  months  or  shall  be  both  fined  and  imprisoned, 
for  each  offense. 

(c)  Any  person  who  with  the  intention  to  deceive 
wilfully  uses  or  attempts  to  use  any  certificate  of 
birth  or  certified  copy  of  a  record  of  birth  knowing 
that  such  certificate  or  certified  copy  was  issued 
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upon  a  record  which  is  false  in  whole  or  in  part 
or  which  relates  to  the  birth  of  another  person;  or 
any  person  who  wilfully  and  knowingly  furnishes 
a  certificate  of  birth  or  certified  copy  of  a  record  of 
birth  with  the  intention  that  it  be  used  by  a  person 
other  than  the  person  to  whom  the  record  of  birth 
relates,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  each  offense. 

(d)  Any  person  who  engages  in  the  unauthorized 
production,  reproduction  or  distribution  of  blank 
certificates  or  other  forms  used  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  to  register  or  certify  the  facts  pertaining 
to  a  birth,  death  or  fetal  death,  upon  conviction  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000,- 
00)  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year  or  shall 
be  both  fined  and  imprisoned. 

(e)  Any  employee  or  appointee  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Health  Department  or  other  person  having  ac-

of  an  Industrial  building  on  the  property  of  West- 
ern Electric  Company,  Incorporated,  generally 
known  as  2500  Broening  Highway,  all  as  more 
particularly  described  herein. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  as  applicable  to  an  in- 
dustrial building  to  be  constructed  by  Western  Elec- 
tric Company,  Incorporated,  on  the  property  gener- 
ally known  as  2500  Broening  Highway  and  to  be  used 
primarily  for  the  manufacture  of  ocean  cable,  said 
building  being  hereinafter  called  the  Western  Elec- 
tric Company,  Incorporated,  Ocean  Cable  Building, 
the  provisions  of  certain  paragraphs  of  Article  5  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition) ,  title  "Build- 
ing Regulations",  being  known  generally  as  the 
Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  as  heretofore 
amended,  be  and  they  are  hereby  waived  as  follows : 

A.  The  provisions  of  Paragraph  4811  of  said 
Article  5,  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  64,  approved 
August  16,  1951,  and  also  any  other  pertinent  and 
conflicting  provisions  of  said  Article  5,  as  heretofore 
amended,  be  and  they  are  hereby  waived  insofar  as 
they  impose  certain  maximum  volume  limitations  on 
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certain  types  of  construction  of  industrial  buildings ; 
and 

B.  The  provisions  of  Paragraph  4852  of  said  Ar- 
ticle 5,  and  also  any  other  pertinent  and  conflicting 
provisions  of  said  Article  5,  as  heretofore  amended, 
covering  maximum  distance  to  and  between  exits,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  waived,  provided  that  with 
respect  to  the  maximum  distance  to  and  between 
exits  in  the  proposed  industrial  building  of  Western 
Electric  Company,  Incorporated,  where  size  and  area 
of  building  does  not  permit  compliance  with  said 
Paragraph  4852  from  interior  areas  the  require- 
ments to  be  met  in  the  construction  of  said  building 
shall  be  those  determined  by  the  Commissioner  to 
be  necessary,  consistent  with  the  intent  of  said  Ar- 
ticle 5,  to  provide  adequate  safety  for  the  occupants 
of  said  building. 

The  proposed  building  shall  not  exceed  one  story 
in  height,  and  shall  not  contain  undivided  space  of 
a  volume  greater  than  six-million  (6,000,000)  cubic 
feet. 

In  place  of  the  provisions  so  waived  for  said  build- 
ing, a  poured  gypsum  roof  shall  be  placed  thereon 
and  an  automatic  sprinkler  system  shall  be  provided 
throughout  the  building  having  one  head  for  every 
one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  square  feet  of  build- 
ing area.  The  building  area  shall  be  separated  into 
several  sub-divisions,  each  of  which  will  contain  not 
more  than  two  million  five  hundred  thousand 
(2,500,000)  cubic  feet,  by  ribbed  steel  plate  walls  or 
by  ribbed  steel  plate  curtains  hung  from  the  roof 
extending  not  less  than  thirty-six  (36)  inches  below 
the  roof  slab. 

Except  for  the  specific  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, all  other  provisions  of  said  Building  Code

An  ordinance  to  add  new  Sections  29,  30,  31  and  32 
to  Article  1  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Mayor  and  City  Council",  to  follow 
immediately  after  Section  28  thereof,  and  to  be 
under  the  new  sub-title  "City  Council  Office  of 
Financial  Review",  creating  a  City  Council  Office 
of  Financial  Review  to  be  under  a  Board  of  Finan- 
cial Review  herein  also  created;  providing  for  a 
Director  and  other  employees  and  consultants  for 
the  Office  of  Financial  Review ;  providing  for  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Office  of  Financial  Re- 
view and  of  its  Director;  and  relating  generally 
to  the  Office  and  Board  of  Financial  Review  and 
to  the  powers,  duties,  functions  and  staff  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  new  Sections  29,  30,  31 
and  32  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article  1 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Mayor  and  City  Council",  said  new  sections  to  fol- 
low immediately  after  Section  28  thereof,  and  to  be 
under  the  new  sub-title  "City  Council  Office  of  Fi- 
nancial Review",  and  all  to  read  as  follows : 
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City  Council  Office  of  Financial  Review 

29.  There  is  created  the  City  Council  Office  of 
Financial  Review  under  a  director.  It  is  the  func- 
tion of  this  office  to  analyze  the  City's  Budget  and 
make  recommendations  thereon  to  the  City  Council ; 
to  make  analyses  of  trends  and  needs  of  the  several 
departments  and  agencies  of  municipal  government 
including  proposals  for  capital  improvements,  the 
means  for  providing  maximum  economy  in  govern- 
mental operations  and  the  need  for  proposed  new 
functions  and  services;  to  analyze  municipal  fiscal 
problems  and  policies;  to  make  general  studies  of 
the  annual  municipal  budget,  budget  procedures 
and  practices,  the  organization  of  various  City 
agencies  and  departments  and  of  revenues  and 
of  revenue  sources.  The  office  shall  further  con- 
duct continuing  studies  of  the  City's  fiscal  rela- 
tionships with  the  State,  federal  and  other  gov- 
ernments and  the  inter-relationships  of  the  several 
departments,  commissions,  boards  and  agencies  of 
the  City  government.  The  office  shall  assist  com- 
mittees of  the  City  Council  in  the  study  of  taxation 
and  related  matters  and  shall  make  studies  of  fiscal 
problems  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council. 
The  office  shall  not  engage  in  any  matters  which 
have  no  relationship  to  the  general  purposes  of  the 
position  which  it  occupies. 

30.  The  City  Council  Office  of  Financial  Review 
is  under  the  Board  of  Financial  Review,  hereby  cre- 
ated. The  members  of  this  Board,  from  time  to  time, 
are  ex  officio  the  President  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  the  President  of  the  Maryland  Associa- 
tion of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  Inc.,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association  of  Commerce  of  Baltimore 
City,  the  President  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Budget  and 
Finance  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore.   The  Di- 
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rector  of  the  Office  of  Financial  Review  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of  possibilities  pro- 
vided from  time  to  time  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission. He  shall  serve  during  good  behavior,  shall 
be  subject  to  removal  only  after  charges  are  pre- 
ferred by  the  City  Council  and  a  full  hearing  is  had 
before  the  Civil  Service  Commission ;  and  he  shall  be 
discharged  only  upon  proof  of  inefficiency,  neglect 
of  duty,  or  misconduct  in  office.  His  successor  shall 
be  chosen  in  the  same  manner.  From  time  to  time, 
as  there  is  a  vacancy,  the  Board  of  Financial  Review 
shall  choose  and  appoint  the  Director  of  the  Office 
of  Financial  Review,  in  the  same  manner.  The 
annual  ordinance  of  estimates  shall  contain  an  ap- 
propriation of  not  less  than  twenty-thousand  dollars 
(§20,000.)  for  the  office  of  Financial  Review. 

31.  The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Financial  Review 
shall  be  a  person  who  has  had  prior  experience  or 
training  in  research,  statistical  analysis,  and  sub- 
jects relating  generally  to  taxation  and  public  fi- 
nance. He  shall  devote  his  entire  time  in  performing 
and  carrying  out  the  duties  and  assignments  of  the 
City  Council  Office  of  Financial  Review  as  set  forth 
in  this  sub-title. 

32.  The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Financial  Review 
is  empowered  to  employ  such  officers,  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers, research  assistants,  accountants,  and  other 
employees  as  he  may  deem  necessary  in  order  to 
perform  the  duties  and  exercise  the  powers  conferred 
by  this  sub-title  upon  the  Office  of  Financial  Review, 
and  as  may  be  provided  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Ordinance  of  Estimates.  The  Office  of  Financial 
Review  shall  be  supplied  with  all  necessary  books, 
maps,  charts,  stationery,  and  all  appliances  and  in- 
cidentals necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its 
duties,  to  be  paid  for  from  funds  supplied  in  the 
Ordinance  of  Estimates.  Every  department,  bureau, 
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or  other  agency  of  the  municipal  government,  upon 
request,  shall  provide  reasonable  assistance  and  in- 
formation to  the  Office  of  Financial  Review.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  is  necessary  to  acquire 
by  purchase  or  by  condemnation  for  public  water 
drainage  purposes  an  easement  or  right-of-way  in 
perpetuity  in,  through  and  over  land  situated  in 
Baltimore  City  in,  along  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Her- 
ring Run,  and  extending  from  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company's  right-of-way  crossing 
Herring  Run  and  North  Point  Road  southeasterly 
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to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  Baltimore  City,  es- 
tablished in  1918,  and  described  as  follows:

(a)  Any  property  in  the  Project  Area  containing 
a  non-sal vable  structure,  i.  e.,  a  structure,  which 
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in  the  opinion  of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Agency  cannot  be  rehabilitated  because  of 
its  structural  condition; 

(b)  Any  property  in  the  Project  Area  if  12 
months  have  elapsed  since  receipt  by  the  owner  of 
such  property  of  the  initial  notice  from  the  Health 
Department  of  Baltimore  City,  Fire  Department  of 
Baltimore  City,  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  of 
Baltimore  City  or  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Agency  requiring  with  respect  to  such 
property,  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  any 
ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
or  with  the  additional  housing  standards  as  set 
forth  in  Section  4  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  require- 
ments as  set  forth  in  said  notice  have  not  been  met ; 

(c)  Any  accessory  structure  on  any  property  in 
the  Project  Area  if  12  months  have  elapsed  since 
receipt  by  the  owner  of  such  structure  of  the  initial 
notice  from  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Agency  requiring  rehabilitation  of  such 
structure  and  the  requirements  set  forth  in  said 
notice  have  not  been  met; 

(d)  Any  property  in  the  Project  Area  containing 
an  incompatible  use  as  defined  in  the  Renewal  Plan 
if  12  months  have  elapsed  since  receipt  by  the 
owner  of  such  property  of  the  initial  notice  from 
the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency 
requiring  with  respect  to  such  property  the  removal 
of  such  incompatible  use  and  the  requirements  as 
set  forth  in  said  notice  have  not  been  met; 

(e)  Any  property  in  the  Project  Area  containing 
a  non-conforming  use  if  12  months  have  elapsed 
since  receipt  by  the  owner  of  such  property  of  the 
initial  notice  from  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  requiring  the  owner  of  such 
property  to  enter  into  agreement  with  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  subject  such  prop- 
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erty  by  covenants  running  with  the  land  to  the  land 
uses  specified  in  Section  C-2-b-(3)  and  in  Section 
C-2-b-(5)  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  the  re- 
quirements of  such  notice  have  not  been  met. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  addi- 
tion to  the  housing  standards  found  in  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  of  1950,  as  amended  thereafter,  and 
all  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  thereto,  the 
following  additional  housing  standards  are  here- 
with established  for  Project  I  of  the  Mount  Royal- 
Fremont  Urban  Renewal  Area. 

(a)  Every  structure  with  any  combination  of 
three  or  more  residential  or  non-residential  units 
shall  be  provided  with  heating  facilities  capable  of 
maintaining  a  temperature  of  at  least  70  degrees 
Fahrenheit  in  sleeping,  dining  and  living  rooms, 
bath  and  toilet  rooms,  dressing  and  locker  rooms, 
lobbies,  operating  offices  and  hallways,  when  the 
outside  temperature  is  zero ;  and  at  least  55  degrees 
Fahrenheit  in  all  other  portions  of  such  building. 
Every  owner  or  lessor  of  every  structure  containing 
any  combination  of  three  or  more  residential  or 
non-residential  units,  except  where  the  heating 
facilities  of  any  residential  unit  or  non-residential 
unit  are  under  the  exclusive  control  of  its  respec- 
tive occupant,  and  every  owner  or  operator  of  a 
rooming  house,  lodging  house  or  hotel  shall  supply 
heat  to  every  habitable  room  so  as  to  provide  a 
temperature  of  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  three  feet 
from  the  floor  at  all  times  during  the  period  from 
October  1  to  May  1,  except  on  those  calendar  days 
when  the  minimum  outside  temperature  exceeds  60 
degrees  Fahrenheit.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  permit  the  use  of  an  unvented  open 
flame  gas  heater. 

(b)  Every  habitable  room  of  every  structure  shall 
contain  at  least  two  separate  duplex  convenience 
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electrical  outlets  except  that  any  room  with  a  perim- 
eter of  over  fifty  feet  shall  contain  at  least  three 
separate  duplex  convenience  electrical  outlets. 
Every  toilet  room,  bathroom,  laundry  room,  furnace 
room,  and  public  hall  shall  contain  at  least  one  sup- 
plied ceiling  or  wall-type  electric  light  fixture  and 
necessary  outlets  for  such  appliances  as  are  used 
therein.  Outlets  shall  be  so  located  as  reasonably 
to  provide  service  to  appliances  in  different  parts 
of  the  room. 

(c)  No  room  in  any  basement  or  cellar  shall  be 
occupied  as  a  habitable  room  unless  70%  of  the 
required  window  area  for  light  and  ventilation,  as 
set  forth  in  Regulation  6  of  "The  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations Governing  the  Hygiene  of  Housing"  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Health  Department,  shall  be  above 
the  ground  level. 

(d)  All  windows  must  be  tight  fitting  and  have 
sashes  of  proper  size  and  design.  Sashes  with  rotten 
wood,  broken  joints,  or  broken  or  loose  mullions 
shall  be  replaced. 

(e)  Work  performed  in  complying  with  the  Re- 
newal Plan  for  Project  I  of  the  Mount  Royal-Fre- 
mont Urban  Renewal  Area,  including  but  not  lim- 
ited to  the  requirements  of  the  Health  Department, 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  Plumbing  Division 
of  the  Health  Department,  Zoning  Division  of  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  Mechanical  and 
Electrical  Inspection  Division  of  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection,  and  Fire  Department  in  re- 
spect to  minimum  housing  standards,  shall  be  done 
in  workmanlike  manner  and  according  to  accepted 
standards  of  the  building  trades. 

(f)  Every  structure,  including  accessory  struc- 
tures, and  every  residential  unit  and  every  non- 
residential unit  therein  and  every  part  thereof,  in- 
cluding fences,  shall  be  maintained  in  good  repair 
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by  the  owner,  executor,  administrator,  trustee, 
guardian,  or  agent.  Good  repair  shall  include  keep- 
ing properly  painted  all  interior  and  exterior  sur- 
faces which  are  painted  in  normal  practice.  Any 
flaking  paint  shall  be  removed.  All  lead  base  paint 
shall  be  removed  from  interior  surfaces  before  re- 
painting. 

(g)  All  of  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  of  1950,  as  amended  thereafter,  and  all  regu- 
lations promulgated  pursuant  thereto  and  all  of  the 
provisions  of  (a)  to  (f)  above,  which  apply  to  the 
exterior  of  a  property,  shall  be  complied  with 
whether  the  property  is  occupied  or  vacant. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  per- 
son violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  One  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($100.00)  and  that  each  day's  viola- 
tion shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Real 
Estate  Acquisition  Division  of  the  Department  of 
the  Comptroller  or  the  person  or  persons  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Estimates,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  the  power  vested  in  it  by  Section  39  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter,  may  hereafter  from  time 
to  time  designate,  is  or  are  authorized  to  acquire 
on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this  Ordi- 
nance the  fee  simple  interest  or  any  lesser  interest 
in  and  to  the  properties  or  portions  thereof  herein- 
above mentioned.  If  the  said  Real  Estate  Acqui- 
sition Division  of  the  Department  of  the  Comptroller 
or  the  person  or  persons  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
Board  of  Estimates,  in  the  exercise  of  the  power 
vested  in  it  by  Section  39  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter,  may  hereafter  from  time  to  time  desig- 
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nate,  is  or  are  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  or 
owners  on  the  purchase  price  for  said  properties 
or  portions  thereof,  it  or  they  shall  forthwith  notify

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  selling 
or  otherwise  disposing  of  property  in  the  Mount 
Royal-Fremont  Project  I  Area,  the  Baltimore  Urban 
Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  shall  give  preference 
under  procedures  established  by  it  to  developers  who 
agree  in  writing  not  to  discriminate  in  the  sale, 
lease,  use  or  occupancy  of  the  property  developed 
by  them  against  any  person  because  of  race,  creed 
or  national  origin. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Renewal  Plan  by  this  Ordinance  shall 
not  be  construed  as  an  enactment  of  such  amend- 
ments to  the  zoning  ordinance  as  are  proposed  in 
the  said  Plan. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  what- 
ever respect,  if  any,  the  Renewal  Plan  approved 
hereby  for  Project  I  of  the  Mount  Royal-Fremont 
Urban  Renewal  Area,  may  not  meet  the  require- 
ments as  to  the  content  of  a  Renewal  Plan  or  the 
procedure  for  the  preparation,  adoption  and  ap- 
proval of  Renewal  Plans  as  provided  in  Ordinance 
No.  692,  the  said  requirements  are  hereby  waived 
and  the  Renewal  Plan  approved  hereby  is  exempted 
therefrom. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word, 
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phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part 
in  or  of  this  Ordinance  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  invalid,  the  re- 
maining provisions  and  the  application  of  such  pro- 
visions to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not 
be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  without  the 
word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section 
or  part  or  the  application  thereof  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  re-ordain,  with  amendments,  Section 
201  of  Chapter  20  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Ed.),  title  "Building  Regulations",  sub-title  "Definitions",  and  to 
repeal  and  re-ordain,  with  amendments,  Section  36  of  Article  9 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Ed.),  title  "Fire",  sub- title 
"Definitions",  as  said  section  was  amended  by  Ordinance  No. 
287,  approved  March  13,  1956,  providing  uniform  definitions  for 
certain  terms  employed  in  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code, 
title  "Building  Regulations",  and  in  Article  9  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code,  title  "Fire",  and  in  Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code,  title  "Health",  and  providing  that  said  uniform  definitions 
shall  apply  to  the  terms  used  in  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted 
pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  said  Articles. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  Section  201  of  Chapter  20  of  Article  5  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Ed.),  title  "Building  Regulations",  sub-title 
"Definitions",  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  re-ordained, 
with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  201— DEFINITIONS 

201 .  Definitions.  Whenever  the  following  terms  appear  in  Article 
5,  title  "Building  Regulations",  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Ed.),  and  in  Article  9,  title  "Fire",  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Ed.),  and  in  Article  12,  title  "Health",  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Ed.),  or  in  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  pursuant  to 
the  authority  conferred  by  any  section  of  said  articles,  those  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meaning: 

(1)  Addition.  In  the  case  of  a  building  or  other  structure  ex- 
ceeding 10,000  cubic  feet  in  volume,  an  addition  shall  mean  an 
increase*  in  its  size  of  more  than  990  cubic  feet,  and  for  building 
or  other  structure,  10,000  cubic  feet  or  less  in  volume,  an  addition 
shall  mean  an  increase  in  its  size  of  more  than  one-tenth  of  its 
original  volume.  In  case  of  appliances,  apparatus  or  equipment,  an 
addition  shall  mean  any  change  in  its  weight,  size  or  volume  by  the 
addition  of  complete  units. 
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*  All  such  increases  must  be  added  to  any  future  increase,  and 
the  gross  values  of  all  such  increases  shall  be  considered  as  an 
addition  if  such  gross  volume  exceeds  990  cubic  feet. 

(2)  Adjoining  Property  Line  shall  mean  the  boundary  line  sep- 
arating one  premise  or  property  from  another  but  does  not  include 
street  or  alley  lines,  nor  does  it  include  the  line  separating  the 
premises  or  property  from  a  body  of  water,  cemetery,  public  park 
or  railroad  right-of-way. 

(3)  Agent  shall  mean  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  is 
responsible  for  the  management,  maintenance,  operation,  rental  of, 
leasing  of  or  sale  of  any  property  in  any  particular  case,  or  who 
makes  application  for,  or  seeks  a  permit  or  certificate  from  the 
appropriate  City  authority  on  behalf  of  the  owner  of  any  property 
in  any  particular  case,  or  who  in  any  other  way  represents  the 
owner  of  any  property  in  any  particular  case. 

(4)  Alley  shall  mean  any  way  less  than  30  feet  in  width  on 
which  dwellings  do  not  front. 

(5)  Alley  line  shall  mean  the  line  separating  an  alley  from  the 
premises  or  lot. 

(6)  Alteration.  Alteration  of  a  building  or  structure  shall  mean 
any  change  in  its  construction  other  than  that  classed  as  an  addi- 
tion and  shall  include  any  repairs  thereto. 

(7)  Amusement  device  shall  mean  a  device  used  to  convey  per- 
sons in  any  direction  as  a  form  of  amusement. 

(8)  Apartment   shall  mean  a  dwelling  unit. 

(9)  Apartment  House  shall  mean  a  building  or  portion  of  a 
building  containing  or  designed  for  more  than  six  dwelling  units. 

(10)  Approved  shall  mean  accepted  as  satisfactory  by  the  ap- 
propriate City  authority  as  being  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Code,  unless  otherwise  noted. 

(11)  Approximately  at  right  angle.  Walls  designated  as  "ap- 
proximately at  right  angle"  to  a  line,  wall  or  plane,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  and  include  any  wall  whose  exposed  face  forms 
an  angle  of  not  less  than  80  degrees  nor  more  than  100  degrees 
with  the  line,  plane  or  the  exposed  face  of  the  other  wall. 
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(12)  Arcade  shall  mean  a  covered  way  located  within  the  build- 
ing lines  of  a  lot  or  parcel  of  land  on  which  a  building  or  other 
structure  is  located  and  connecting  two  or  more  public  ways. 

(13)  Area  of  a  Building  shall  mean  the  area  of  the  maximum 
horizontal  projection  of  a  building  or  structure,  not  including  open 
balconies,  open  porches,  exterior  open  stairs,  exterior  steps,  exterior 
ramps. 

(14)  Areaway  shall  mean  a  subsurface  space  adjacent  to  build- 
ing for  affording  access  to  or  for  lighting  or  ventilating  the  base- 
ment or  a  cellar  of  said  building. 

(15)  Ashlar  Masonry  shall  mean  masonry  composed  of  rec- 
tangular units  of  burned  clay  or  shale,  or  natural  or  cast  stone, 
larger  in  size  than  brick  and  properly  bonded,  having  sawed, 
dressed  or  squared  beds,  and  joints  laid  in  mortar. 

(16)  Assembly  room  shall  mean  a  hall  or  room  in  which  persons 
may  assemble  for  conventions,  meetings,  or  to  hear  or  see  theatri- 
cals, moving  pictures,  concerts,  lectures  or  similar  performances. 

(17)  Attic  shall  mean  the  part  of  a  building  on  the  uppermost 
floor,  immediately  under  or  within  the  roof,  which  is  usually  not 
adequate  for  human  occupancy. 

(18)  Attic  Story  shall  mean  a  habitable  attic  which  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Code  with  regard  to  human  occupancy. 

(19)  Auditorium  shall  mean  the  part  of  a  church,  theatre,  or 
other  public  building  assigned  to  the  audience. 

(20)  Automatic  Fire  Door  shall  mean  a  fire  door  which  will 
close  when  the  closing  device  is  exposed  to  heat  or  fire. 

(21)  Auxiliary  Framework  shall  mean  a  structural  framework 
serving  or  supporting  machinery  or  equipment  and  not  connected 
permanently  to  the  structural  members  of  a  building. 

(22)  Back  Filling  shall  mean  the  replacement  of  all  or  part  of 
any  material  removed  from  an  excavation. 

(23)  Balcony.  Interior,  see  Mezzanine  floor.  Exterior  shall  mean 
an  open  platform  projecting  from  an  exterior  wall  and  supported 
entirely  therefrom. 

(24)  Basement   shall  mean  the  usable  portion  of  a  building  im- 
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mediately  below  the  main  entrance  story.    No  building  shall  have 
more  than  one  basement. 

(25)  Basically  Opposite  Direction  shall  mean  that  the  directions 
of  exit  travel  from  any  point  make  an  angle  of  90  degrees  or  more 
or  that  the  directions  are  separated  by  a  fire-resistive  wall  or  parti- 
tion. 

(26)  Bay  shall  mean  any  enclosed  projection  from  the  exterior 
wall  of  a  building  and  supported  on  the  ground. 

(27)  Building  shall  mean  a  unit  edifice,  structure  or  construc- 
tion of  any  kind  built  for  the  enclosure  of  persons,  animals,  chattels, 
or  operations  of  any  kind  located  or  proposed  to  be  located  on  a 
single  plot  or  parcel  of  land. 

(28)  Building  Line  shall  mean  the  line  formed  by  the  inter- 
section of  the  outside  face  of  the  exterior  walls  with  the  ground, 
except  the  walls  facing  courts. 

(29)  Bulkhead  shall  mean  an  enclosed  structure  erected  on  the 
roof  of  a  building  and  serving  solely  as  an  access  to  the  roof. 

(30)  Buttress  shall  mean  a  portion  of  a  wall  projecting  from 
the  wall  and  serving  as  a  lateral  support  or  to  resist  the  thrust  of 
arches  to  support  concentrated  loads. 

(31)  Cast  Stone  shall  mean  a  precast  masonry  unit  made  of 
Portland  cement  and  special  stone  aggregate. 

(32)  Ceiling  shall  mean  the  surface  suspended  from  or  attached 
to  the  underside  of  floors  or  roofs  which  does  not  form  a  struc- 
ural  part  of  a  floor  or  roof  or  shall  mean  the  underside  of  exposed 
floor  or  roof  construction. 

(33)  Ceiling  Height  shall  mean  the  clear  distance  between  the 
floor  and  the  ceiling  directly  above. 

(34)  Chimney  shall  mean  a  vertical  or  near  vertical  structure 
serving  to  remove  the  gases  of  combustion. 

(35)  Cellar  shall  mean  the  lowest  space  or  spaces  in  a  building 
located  under  the  basement  story. 

(36)  Closed  Container  shall  mean  a  container  so  sealed  by  means 
of  a  lid  or  other  device  that  neither  liquid  nor  vapor  will  escape 
from  it  at  ordinary  temperatures. 
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(37)  Combustible  Material  shall  mean  any  material  which,  when 
ignited,  will  burn  and  will  actively  support  combustion. 

(38)  Composite  Construction  shall  mean  a  construction  or  struc- 
ture in  whose  members  two  or  more  materials  share  the  stresses, 
except  reinforced  concrete  or  gypsum. 

(39)  Construction  shall  mean  any  or  all  work  or  operations 
necessary  or  incidental  to  the  erection,  building,  assembling,  in- 
stalling or  equipping  of  buildings,  structures,  devices  or  parts  there- 
of. It  shall  also  mean  the  finished  product  of  any  such  work  or 
operations. 

(40)  Convent  shall  mean  any  building  or  portion  of  building 
having  sleeping  rooms  and  occupied  by  persons  living  a  community 
life  and  whose  actions  and  habits  are  governed  by  a  recognized 
superior. 

(41 )  Corridor  shall  mean  an  enclosed  passageway  within  a  build- 
ing or  structure. 

(42)  Covered  Container  shall  mean  a  container  on  which  the 
cap,  plug,  or  cover,  once  removed,  is  replaced  but  not  as  securely 
as  in  its  original  condition. 

(43)  Court  shall  mean  any  spaces  open  to  the  sky  in  or  between 
buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  or  other  structures  to  provide  light 
and  air  for  windows  in  such  buildings  as  provided  in  Paragraph 
4322. 

(44)  Curb  shall  mean  the  legally  established  elevation  of  the 
top  of  a  curb  which  separates  a  sidewalk  from  a  driveway.  All 
measurements  shall  be  made  from  the  outer  face  of  curb  nearest 
the  driveway. 

(45)  Dead  Load  shall  mean  the  weight  of  walls,  fixed  partitions, 
floors,  roofs,  structural  framework,  and  all  other  permanent  con- 
struction entering  into  and  becoming  a  part  of  a  building  or  other 
structure. 

(46)  Dimension  of  Timber  shall  mean  nominal  dimensions  as 
used  in  the  trade,  unless  otherwise  noted. 

(47)  Display  Window  shall  mean  a  show  window. 

(48)  Door  shall  mean  any  device  used  for  the  protection  of  an 
opening  for  the  passage  of  persons,  materials,  manufactured  prod- 
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ucts  or  equipment,  through  a  partition,  wall,  floor  or  roof  when 
such  a  device  is  fixed  in  place  by  hinges,  tracks,  slides  or  other 
similar  means  which  permits  such  a  device  to  be  opened  and 
closed. 

(49)  Dormer  shall  mean  a  projection  from  a  slanting  roof 
serving  to  accommodate  a  window. 

(50)  Dormitory  shall  mean  any  building  or  portion  of  a  build- 
ing containing  sleeping  accommodations  for  a  number  of  persons 
in  the  same  room. 

(51)  Duct  shall  mean  a  flue,  pipe  or  other  construction  to  con- 
vey such  materials  as  air,  gases,  vapors  or  dust. 

(52)  Dry  Cleaning  shall  mean  the  process  of  removing  dirt, 
grease,  paints  and  all  other  stains  from  wearing  apparel,  textiles, 
fabrics,  rugs,  etc.,  by  the  use  of  non-aqueous  liquid  solvents,  flam- 
mable or  non-flammable,  and  it  shall  include  the  process  of  dying 
cloths  or  other  fabrics  or  textiles  in  a  solution  of  dye  colors  and 
non-aqueous  liquid  solvents. 

(53)  Dwelling  shall  mean  a  house  or  building  or  portion  there- 
of which  is  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  home,  residence  or 
sleeping  place  of  one  or  more  human  beings,  either  permanently 
or  transiently. 

(54)  Dwelling  Unit  shall  mean  a  room  or  group  of  rooms  form- 
ing a  single  habitable  unit  occupied  by  one  or  more  persons  with 
facilities  which  are  used  or  intended  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the 
occupants  of  such  unit  for  living,  sleeping,  eating  and  cooking. 

(55)  Excavating  shall  mean  the  removal  of  earth,  rock  or  other 
materials  from  a  fixed  or  established  grade. 

(56)  Exhibition  Hall  shall  mean  a  building  or  a  part  thereof 
generally  used  or  designed  to  be  used  for  the  display  of  materials 
or  agricultural  or  manufactured  products,  etc. 

(57)  Existing  shall  mean  in  existence  at  the  time  of  passage  of 
the  Ordinance  in  which  the  term  existing  appears,  or  any  building 
or  other  structure  erected  under  a  permit  issued  before  the  passage 
of  such  Ordinance. 

(58)  Exit,  in  general,  shall  mean  the  way  out  from  any  point 
in  a  building  along  continuous  and  unobstructed  line  of  travel  which 
ultimately  leads  to  a  street  or  other  public  thoroughfare. 
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(59)  Exterior  Shaft  shall  mean  a  shaft  on  the  outside  of  a 
building  and  separated  therefrom  by  an  exterior  wall  of  the 
building. 

(60)  Facing.  Walls  designed  as  "facing"  a  line,  wall  or  plane, 
shall  mean  and  include  any  wall  whose  exposed  face  forms  an  angle 
of  less  than  80  degrees,  measured  outward,  with  the  line,  plane,  or 
the  exposed  face  of  the  other  wall. 

(61)  Family  shall  mean  a  person  living  alone,  or  two  or  more 
persons  living  together  as  a  housekeeping  unit,  with  separate 
identity  from  other  persons  or  groups  in  the  same  structure. 

(62)  Filling  Station  shall  mean  a  premise  primarily  used  or 
arranged  or  designed  to  be  used>  to  supply  motor  fuel  to  the  fuel 
tanks  of  motor  vehicles. 

(63)  Finishing  Shop  shall  mean  a  building  or  part  thereof  used 
for  the  application  of  flammable  finishes  or  materials. 

(64)  Fire  Area  shall  mean  a  portion  of  a  story  separated  from 
the  other  portions  of  a  story  by  fire  walls  or  shall  mean  the  whole 
story  where  no  such  wall  exists. 

(65.)  Fire  Division  shall  mean  a  portion  of  a  building  entirely 
separated  from  the  rest  of  the  building  by  a  required  fire-resistive 
construction. 

(66)  Fireproof ed  shall  mean  protected  to  resist  the  damaging 
effects  of  fire  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  code  for 
such  construction. 

(67)  Fire-Resistive  Construction  shall  mean  such  construction 
or  assembly  of  materials  which  will  resist  the  effect  of  fire  and  is  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  code  for  such  construc- 
tion. 

(68)  Fire  Shutter  shall  mean  a  device  protecting  an  opening 
against  the  passage  or  spread  of  fire  and  constructed  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  this  Code. 

(69)  First  Floor  shall  mean  the  main  entrance  floor. 

(70)  Fixed  Partition  shall  mean  a  partition  which  cannot  be 
removed  without  demolishing  it. 

(71)  Flammable  Material  shall  mean  any  material  which  will 
readily  ignite  and  burn. 
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(72)  Flat  Roof  shall  mean  a  horizontal  roof  or  a  roof  having 
a  slope  not  over  4  inches  to  the  foot. 

(73)  Flat  Slab  shall  mean  a  concrete  slab  reinforced  in  two  or 
more  directions,  without  beams  or  girders  to  transfer  the  loads  to 
supporting  columns. 

(74)  Floor  Area  shall  mean  a  definitely  limited  or  enclosed 
portion  of  a  floor. 

(75)  Flue  shall  mean  an  enclosed  pipe,  duct  or  passageway  used 
only  for  the  transmission  of  heat  or  the  products  of  combustion. 

(76)  Footing  shall  mean  that  part  of  a  structure  or  building 
which  rests  directly  on  the  foundation  and  serves  to  transmit  the 
loads  upon  the  foundation. 

(77)  Foundation  shall  mean:  (a)  soil  prepared  to  support  a 
building  or  structure;  (b)  the  cut-offs  of  piles  in  place;  and  (c) 
the  top  of  caisson  piers. 

(78)  Foyer  shall  mean  a  small  lobby  usually  located  near  the 
main  entrance  of  a  building. 

(79)  Front  or  Frontage  shall  mean  that  side  of  a  lot  abutting 
on  a  street  or  way  and  ordinarily  regarded  as  the  front  of  the  lot, 
but  it  shall  not  be  considered  as  the  ordinary  side  line  of  a  corner 
lot. 

(80)  Garage  shall  mean  a  building  or  enclosure  in  which  motor 
vehicles  containing  fuel  in  their  tanks  are  stored  or  housed. 

(81)  Girder  shall  mean  a  beam  which  supports  columns  or  other 
beams  directly  or  indirectly. 

(82)  Grade  shall  mean  the  established  level  of  ground  or  other 
surface  and  also  the  rate  of  rise  or  fall  of  a  surface. 

(83)  Grading  shall  mean  the  cutting  and  filling  necessary  to 
bring  the  ground  surface  to  a  predetermined  fixed  grade. 

(84)  Ground  Floor  shall  mean  a  floor  which  rests  directly  on 
the  ground. 

(85)  Ground  Level  shall  mean  the  surface  of  the  finished  ground, 
or  of  the  natural  ground  where  no  grading  of  the  ground  is  con- 
templated. 
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(86)  Group  House  shall  mean  not  less  than  three  and  not  more 
than  six  single  family  habitations,  designed  and  erected  as  a  unit 
on  a  lot. 

(87)  Habitable  Room  shall  mean  a  room  used  or  intended  to  be 
used  for  living,  sleeping,  eating  or  cooking.  Store  rooms,  bath- 
rooms, toilet  rooms  and  closets,  halls  or  spaces  in  attics  or  in  base- 
ment are  not  habitable  rooms. 

(88)  Hall  shall  mean  the  same  as  Auditorium. 

(89)  Hallway  shall  mean  a  passageway  closed  on  both  sides, 
corridor,  foyer  or  other  room  used  as  a  means  of  egress  in  exits. 

(90)  Hatch  or  Hatchway  shall  mean  an  opening  in  a  floor,  plat- 
form or  other  horizontal  structure,  through  which  openings  persons 
or  materials  may  pass  or  be  passed. 

(91)  Height  of  a  Building  shall  mean  the  vertical  distance  from 
the  top  of  the  curb  or  the  general  ground  level,  at  the  main  en- 
trance, to  the  mean  elevation  of  the  top  of  the  parapet  wall  over 
the  main  entrance  or  to  the  average  roof  elevation,  whichever  is 
greater.  Where  a  building  has  two  or  more  main  entrances,  the 
height  of  the  building  shall  be  the  average  of  the  heights  at  all 
main  entrances.  Where  the  mean  elevation  of  the  curb  or  ground 
level  at  the  rear  of  a  building  is  15  feet  or  more  below  the  top  of 
the  curb  or  the  general  ground  level  at  the  main  entrance,  the 
height  of  such  building  shall  be  the  mean  between  the  height  in 
front  and  the  height  in  the  rear  of  such  building.  The  height  in  the 
rear  being  the  ground  level  at  the  rear  of  such  building  to  the  mean 
elevation  of  the  top  of  the  rear  parapet  wall  or  to  the  average  roof 
elevation.  Penthouses,  towers,  cupolas,  and  other  similar  roof 
structures  used  only  as  ornaments  or  for  the  mechanical  operation 
of  a  building  shall  be  excluded  in  determining  the  official  height 
of  a  building.    Over-all  height  shall  mean  to  highest  point. 

(92)  Hotel  shall  mean  any  building  or  portion  of  a  building  in 
which  there  are  50  or  more  bedrooms  for  transient  public  accom- 
modations which  is  not  classed  as  an  apartment  house. 

(93)  Human  Occupancy  shall  mean  the  use  of  any  building, 
room  or  space  in  which  any  person  remains  for  continuous  periods 
of  two  hours  or  more,  or  for  such  periods  which  will  amount  to 
four  or  more  hours  out  of  24  hours  in  any  one  day. 

(94)  Housekeeping  Unit.    See  Dwelling  Unit. 
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(95)  Incombustible  Material  shall  mean  any  material  which  will 
not  ignite  nor  support  combustion  in  a  surrounding  temperature 
of  1200  degrees  Fahrenheit  during  an  exposure  of  5  minutes. 

(96)  Lateral  Force  shall  mean  any  horizontal  force  or  any 
horizontal  component  of  a  force. 

(97)  Lavatory  shall  mean  a  fixed  wash  bowl  equipped  with 
plumbing. 

(98)  Lessee  shall  mean  the  holder  of  a  contract  for  the  possession 
and  profit  of  lands  and  tenements  for  a  fixed  term,  for  life,  or  at 
will. 

(99)  Live  Load  shall  mean  the  weights,  other  than  dead  loads, 
to  be  supported  by  the  floors,  roof,  walls,  framing,  and  other  parts 
of  a  building  or  structure.  Live  Loads  may  be  static,  moving, 
transient  or  constant. 

(100)  Lobby  shall  mean  a  space  for  temporary  assembly  located 
as  a  means  of  egress  in  a  required  exit  from  a  building. 

(101)  Lodging  House  shall  mean  the  same  as  Rooming  House. 

(102)  Lot  shall  mean  a  parcel  or  portion  of  land  now  or  here- 
after laid  out  and  included  within  certain  fixed  lines. 

Corner  lot  shall  mean  a  lot  of  which  at  least  two  intersecting 
sides  abut  for  their  full  length  upon  a  street. 

Depth  of  lot  shall  mean  the  dimension  measured  from  the  front 
of  the  lot  to  the  extreme  rear  line  of  the  lot.  In  case  of  irregularly 
shaped  lots,  the  mean  depth  shall  be  taken. 

Interior  lot  shall  mean  a  lot  other  than  a  corner  lot. 

Through  lot  shall  mean  an  interior  lot  having  frontage  on  two 
streets. 

(103)  Lounge  shall  mean  a  rest  room,  smoking  room,  or  other 
similar  space  for  temporary  assembly. 

(104)  Main  Entrance  Floor  shall  mean  that  floor  of  a  building 
which  is  directly  accessible  through  the  main  entrance  to  the 
building. 

(105)  Maintenance  of  a  Building,  Structure,  Appliance,  Ap- 
paratus or  Equipment  shall  mean  the  way  or  manner  any  such 
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building,  structure,  appliance,  apparatus  or  equipment  is  serviced, 
repaired  or  altered  to  perpetuate  the  use  or  purpose  for  which 
such  building,  structure,  appliance,  apparatus  or  equipment  was 
originally  intended. 

(106)  Masonry  shall  mean  any  construction  composed  of  units 
of  stone,  solid  or  hollow  brick,  burned  clay,  tile,  solid  or  hollow 
concrete  blocks,  gypsum  blocks  or  tile,  or  any  incombustible  units, 
bonded  together.  It  shall  also  mean  plain  concrete  and  poured 
gypsum  construction. 

(107)  Mezzanine  Floor  shall  mean  an  intermediate  floor  in  a 
story.  Where  such  floor  exceeds  33-1/3  per  cent  of  the  floor  area 
of  the  story  in  which  it  occurs,  it  shall  be  considered  as  an  addi- 
tional story. 

(108)  Motor  Truck  shall  mean  a  single  self-propelled  unit 
carrying  its  own  load. 

(109)  Movable  Partition  shall  mean  a  partition  which  may  be 
readily  moved  and  re-erected. 

(110)  Means  of  Egress  shall  mean  any  doorway,  passageway, 
stairway  or  other  means  of  escape  in  exits  from  a  building  or  other 
structure. 

(111)  Multiple  Dwelling  shall  mean  any  house,  building,  or 
combination  of  buildings,  including  groups  of  detached  buildings 
comprising  a  single  apartment  project  under  a  single  ownership 
and  management,  or  any  portion  of  a  building,  which  is  used  or 
designed  to  be  used  for  more  than  two  dwelling  units  and  any  other 
occupancy,  such  as  commercial  or  office  occupancy,  and  shall  in- 
clude all  apartment  houses,  garden  apartments  and  apartment 
hotels. 

(112)  New  Building,  structure,  appliance,  apparatus  or  equip- 
ment shall  mean  and  include  any  such  building,  structure,  appliance, 
apparatus  and  equipment  which  is  constructed  or  erected  in  the 
place  of  another  building,  structure,  appliance,  apparatus  or  equip- 
ment, the  size,  capacity  or  location  of  which  is  different  from  that 
of  the  original  building,  structure,  appliance,  apparatus  or  equip- 
ment which  was  replaced  and  shall  include  also  any  building, 
structure,  appliance,  apparatus  or  equipment,  constructed,  erected 
or  installed  where  none  existed  before. 

(113)  Night  Club  shall  mean  a  gathering  or  assembly  of  persons 
in  one  place  where  music  and  singing  or  dancing  or  other  amuse- 
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merits  are  presented  or  permitted  in  connection  with  any  established 
business  directly  or  indirectly  serving  the  public  in  such  place  with 
food  or  drink,  but  does  not  mean  or  include  such  a  gathering  or 
assembly  of  people  which  congregate  only  at  irregular  and  infre- 
quent intervals. 

(114)  Non-Combustible  Material  is  any  material  which  will 
neither  ignite  nor  actively  support  combustion  in  a  surrounding 
temperature  of  1200  degrees  Fahrenheit  during  an  exposure  of 
5  minutes. 

(115)  Occupant  shall  mean  and  include  the  person  who  actually 
uses  or  has  possession  of  the  premises. 

(116)  Operation  of  a  building,  structure,  appliance,  apparatus 
or  equipment  shall  mean  the  way,  manner  or  purpose  which  any 
such  building,  structure,  appliance,  apparatus  or  equipment  is  oc- 
cupied or  used. 

(117)  Oriel  shall  mean  an  enclosed  projection  entirely  supported 
from  the  wall  of  the  building. 

(118)  Owner  shall  mean  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  guardian, 
conservator,  receiver,  trustee,  executor,  or  other  judicial  officer 
who  owns,  holds  or  controls  the  whole,  or  any  part,  of  the  title 
to  any  property. 

(119)  Partition  shall  mean  an  interior  non-bearing  wall  one 
story  or  less  in  height,  dividing  a  floor  area. 

(120)  Party  Wall  shall  mean  a  wall  used  or  adapted  for  joint 
service  between  two  properties. 

(121)  Passageway  shall  mean  a  continuous  open  or  closed  way 
kept  clear  for  use  as  an  exit. 

(122)  Penthouse  shall  mean  an  enclosed  accessory  structure  or 
structures  not  over  one  story  high,  erected  on  the  roof  of  a  building 
or  other  structure. 

(123)  Person  shall  mean  any  individual,  firm,  co-partnership, 
corporation,  company  or  association;  and  includes  any  personal 
representative,  trustee,  receiver,  assignee  or  other  similar  repre- 
sentative. 

(124)  Pilaster  shall  mean  an  offset  extending  for  the  full  height 
of  a  wall,  projecting  at  least  4  inches  from  the  face  of  the  wall  on 
the  inside  of  a  building  or  other  structure. 
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(125)  Plot  shall  mean  a  lot. 

(126)  Portable  Equipment  or  Appliances  shall  include  all  such 
equipment  or  appliances  or  systems  of  such  equipment  or  appliances 
contained  in  a  unit  which  can  be  moved  from  place  to  place  with 
little  or  no  assembling  or  dismantling. 

(127)  Power  Rooms  shall  mean  rooms  containing  a  motor,  an 
engine  or  other  prime  mover  of  more  than  5  horsepower  rating. 

(128)  Premises  shall  mean  a  lot  or  group  of  lots  including  any 
building  or  group  of  buildings  or  other  structures  or  parts  thereof 
which  may  be  situated  thereon  and  considered  as  a  unit  devoted 
to  a  certain  use  or  occupancy,  including  the  necessary  and  cus- 
tomary accessory  buildings  and  other  open  spaces  required  or  used 
in  connection  with  such  use  of  a  lot  or  group  of  lots. 

(129)  Private  Assembly  shall  mean  and  include  every  congrega- 
tion or  gathering  of  persons  in  one  room  or  enclosure  for  educa- 
tional, political  or  fraternal  purposes. 

(130)  Private  Residence  shall  mean  a  dwelling  containing  not 
more  than  two  dwelling  units,  and  is  occupied  or  intended  to  be 
occupied  exclusively  by  not  more  than  two  families  and  household 
help. 

(131)  Property  Line  shall  mean  the  line  separating  two  adjacent 
premises  or  lots. 

(132)  Protected  Means  of  Egress  shall  mean  a  means  of  egress 
enclosed  as  required  by  this  Code  and  which  is  accessible  from  a 
room,  ramp,  passageway,  stairway  or  other  part  of  a  building  only 
through  a  fire-resistive  door  or  other  equally  fire- resistive  protection. 
(Note:  Protected  means  of  Egress  amended  by  Ord.  No.  762,  1953) 

(133)  Public  shall  mean  open  to  common  use  without  reference 
to  ownership. 

(134)  Public  Hallway  shall  mean  hallway  accessible  to  the 
public. 

(135)  Pyrotechnics  shall  mean  any  device,  material  or  substance 
used  to  obtain  visible  or  audible  fireworks  display  for  amusement, 
signaling  or  any  other  purpose. 

(136)  Rags  shall  mean  and  include  all  discarded  scrap  cloth  or 
fabric  material  not  preserved  for  further  use  as  a  fabricating  ma- 
terial. 
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(137)  Reconstruction  shall  mean  and  include  the  complete  re- 
newal or  replacement  of  any  building,  structure,  appliance  or 
apparatus  of  the  same  size,  capacity  and  location. 

(138)  Roofing  shall  mean  the  shingles,  tiles,  composition,  sheet 
metal  covering  or  other  waterproof  protection  on  top  of  a  roof. 

(139)  Rooming  House  shall  mean  any  house,  building,  or  com- 
bination of  buildings,  or  any  portion  thereof,  which  is  used  or 
designed  to  be  used,  with  or  without  meals,  as  an  abiding  place  of 
five  or  more  individuals  who  are  not  related  to  the  owner  or  lessee 
of  the  same,  and  shall  include  but  is  not  limited  to  hotels,  motels, 
or  lodging  houses. 

(140)  Rooming  Unit  shall  mean  a  room  or  group  of  rooms  form- 
ing a  single  habitable  unit  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  living 
and  sleeping  but  not  for  eating  or  cooking. 

(141)  Self-Closing  Door  shall  mean  a  door  equipped  with  a 
device  which  will  keep  it  shut  when  not  in  use. 

(142)  Scuttle  shall  mean  an  opening  in  a  roof  or  floor  which  is 
protected  by  cover  which  is  not  fixed  in  place. 

(143)  Sealed  Container  shall  mean  any  container  from  which 
the  cap,  plug  or  cover  has  never  been  removed,  or  if  removed  has 
been  replaced  in  its  original  condition  and  from  which  none  of  its 
contents  has  been  removed. 

(144)  Semi-Trailer  shall  mean  a  unit  drawn  by  a  tractor 
truck  by  means  of  a  fifth  wheel  connection. 

(145)  Sidewalk  Level  shall  mean  the  average  elevation  of  the 
sidewalk  between  the  curb  and  the  building  line  or  of  the  paved 
width  thereof. 

(146)  Shaft  or  Shaftway  shall  mean  the  vertical  space  through 
a  series  of  openings  directly  above  each  other  in  the  successive 
floors,  or  a  floor  and  a  roof  of  a  building. 

(147)  Show  Window  shall  mean  a  window  opening,  with  all 
necessary  parts,  used  exclusively  for  the  display  of  merchandise 
or  advertising  matter. 

(148)  Sidewalk  shall  mean  all  that  area  of  a  street,  alley,  or 
other  public  way  which  is  located  between  the  curb  line  and  the 
street  line,  alley  line  or  the  line  of  any  other  public  way,  which- 
ever is  applicable. 
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(149)  Sign  shall  mean  any  structure,  device  or  material  used 
for  the  display  of  letters  and  figures  for  advertising,  announcements, 
instruction  or  direction,  and  attached  to  buildings,  structures,  or 
isolated  supports. 

Swinging  sign  shall  mean  a  sign  that  can  be  swung  in  a  hori- 
zontal plane  flat  against  the  building. 

(150)  Skylight  shall  mean  any  window,  cover  or  enclosure,  or 
any  combination  of  them,  placed  above  a  roof  for  the  admission  of 
light  or  air. 

(151)  Spire  shall  mean  the  high  tapering  roof  of  a  steeple  or 
tower,  including  the  space  under  such  roof. 

(152)  Spotting  shall  mean  the  local  application  of  flammable 
liquids  for  the  purpose  of  removing  spots  of  dirt,  grease,  paints  or 
stains  from  fabrics  or  wearing  apparel. 

(153)  Steeple  shall  mean  that  part  of  a  tower  used  for  orna- 
mental purposes  only,  including  the  spire  placed  thereon. 

(154)  Story  shall  mean  the  space  between  the  levels  of  two  con- 
secutive finished  floors  or  between  the  level  of  a  fininshed  floor  and 
the  top  of  roof  beams  directly  above. 

(155)  Street  shall  mean  any  public  thoroughfare  30  feet  or 
more  in  width. 

(156)  Street  Line  shall  mean  the  line  separating  a  street  or 
alley  from  an  adjoining  lot  or  premises. 

(157)  Structure  shall  mean  any  edifice,  framework  of  any  kind 
or  any  piece  of  work  artificially  built  up  or  composed  of  parts 
joined  together  in  some  definite  manner  for  support,  shelter  or  en- 
closure of  persons,  animals,  chattels,  or  operations. 

(158)  Stucco  shall  mean  a  material  used  in  a  pliable  form  which 
can  be  troweled  to  form  a  hard  covering  for  exterior  walls  or  other 
exterior  surfaces  of  any  building  or  structure. 

(159)  Suite  of  Rooms  shall  mean  a  group  of  two  or  more  inter- 
communicating rooms. 

(160)  Temporary  Equipment  or  Appliances  shall  include  all 
equipment  or  appliances  or  systems  of  such  equipment  or  appliances 
which  can  be  readily  set  up  and  dismantled  for  moving  from  place 
to  place. 
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(161)  Tenancy  shall  mean  a  part  of  a  building  occupied  by 
one  tenant. 

(162)  Tenant  shall  mean  a  person,  persons,  co-partnership,  firm 
or  corporation  occupying  or  using  a  building,  premises  or  any  part 
or  parts  thereof. 

(163)  Tenement  House  shall  mean  same  as  Multiple  Dwelling. 

(164)  Terra  Cotta  shall  mean  a  baked  clay  unit  used  for  archi- 
tectural decoration,  facing  or  veneering  of  walls. 

(165)  Theater  shall  mean  a  building  or  any  part  thereof,  gen- 
erally used  or  designed  to  be  used  for  the  giving  of  operatic  or 
dramatic  performances  or  cinema  productions  or  both. 

(166)  Tier  shall  mean  the  level  or  surface  of  a  mezzanine  floor, 
balcony,  platform,  grandstand,  similar  construction  or  the  support- 
ing beams  thereof. 

(167)  Toilet  Room  shall  mean  an  enclosed  space  containing  a 
water  closet  or  urinal  and  lavatory  basin. 

(168)  Trap  Door  shall  mean  any  door  protecting  an  opening 
in  a  floor  or  roof  and  which  door  is  fixed  in  place  by  hinges,  track, 
slides  or  other  similar  means  which  permit  easy  operation  of  door. 

(169)  Uncovered  Container  shall  mean  a  container  on  which 
the  cap,  plug  or  cover  has  not  been  replaced  and  thereby  exposing 
the  contents  of  container  to  the  atmosphere. 

(170)  Underpinning  shall  mean  the  masonry  or  reinforced  con- 
crete construction  required  to  extend  a  wall  or  footing  of  a  wall 
or  any  part  thereof  to  a  lower  level. 

(171)  Vault  shall  mean,  unless  otherwise  qualified,  a  covered 
space  or  room  below  the  ground  level  or  sidewalk,  and  connected 
to  a  building  or  structure  as  an  integral  part  thereof. 

(172)  Vertical  Opening  shall  mean  an  opening  in  a  horizontal 
or  near  horizontal  plane. 

(173)  Volume  of  a  Building  shall  mean  the  actual  cubical  space 
occupied  by  the  entire  building  including  the  exterior  walls,  base- 
ments and  cellars,  but  not  including  open  balconies,  open  porches 
or  platforms,  or  penthouses. 
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(174)  Walls.  Apron  wall  shall  mean  that  part  of  a  panel  wall 
which  is  between  a  window  sill  and  the  floor  directly  below. 

Bearing  wall  shall  mean  a  wall,  directly  or  indirectly,  support- 
ing loads  from  floors,  roofs  or  loads  other  than  its  own  weight. 

Curtain  wall  shall  mean  an  exterior  non-bearing  wall  built 
around  a  framed  structure,  but  not  supported  by  the  framework, 
except  laterally. 

Exterior  wall  shall  mean  all  outside  walls  enclosing  a  building 
or  other  structure. 

Fire  wall  shall  mean  a  wall  constructed  to  prevent  the  passage 
or  spread  of  fire. 

Foundation  wall  shall  mean  a  wall  or  the  portion  of  a  wall 
which  rests  directly  on  the  foundation  and  extends  up  to  the  ground 
level. 

Interior  wall  shall  mean  a  wall  or  portion  of  a  wall  which 
subdivides  a  building  or  other  structure. 

Non-bearing  wall  shall  mean  a  wall  which  supports  only  its 
own  weight. 

Panel  wall  shall  mean  a  non-bearing  wall  supported  on  a  struc- 
tural member  in  each  story. 

Parapet  wall  shall  mean  a  wail  extending  above  the  finished 
roof. 

Party  wall  —  see  "Party  Wall". 

Spandrel  wall  shall  mean  all  walls  supported  on  spandrel 
beams. 

(175)  Waste  Oil  and  Greases  shall  mean  any  oil  or  grease  which 
has  been  previously  used  and  is  no  longer  fit  for  further  use  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  originally  intended. 

(176)  Width  of  Street  shall  mean  the  average  of  the  distances 
between  the  street  lines  between  two  intersecting  streets. 

(177)  Writing  shall  mean  printing,  typewriting,  handwriting 
in  ink,  photostating,  photo-reproducing,  or  other  reproducing  proc- 
esses which  cannot  be  erased  and  which  will  not  fade. 

(178)  Yard  shall  mean  the  clear,  unoccupied  space  on  the  same 
lot  with  a  building. 
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Front  yard  shall  mean  a  clear,  unoccupied  space  on  the  same 
lot  with  a  building,  extending  across  the  entire  width  of  the  lot 
and  situated  between  the  front  line  of  the  building  and  the  front 
line  of  the  lot. 

Rear  yard  shall  mean  a  clear,  unoccupied  space  on  the  same 
lot  with  a  building  extending  across  the  entire  width  of  the  lot 
and  situated  between  the  rear  line  of  the  building  and  the  rear 
line  of  the  lot. 

Side  yard  shall  mean  a  clear,  unoccupied  space  on  the  same 
lot  with  a  building  and  extending  for  the  full  length  of  the  build- 
ing between  the  building  and  the  side  lot  line. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Section  36  of  Article  9, 
title  "Fire",  sub-title  "Definitions",  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code

An  enclosed  superstructure  or  bridgeway,  three

ing 0.088  acres,  more  or  less;  both  the  afore- 
mentioned parcels  being  owned  by  the  Mayor  and

Wolfe  Street  and  Jefferson  Street,  as  relocated,  and 
the  Maryland  Hospital  Laundry,  Inc.'s  proposed 
new  building  to  be  located  at  the  southwest  corner 
of  said  streets. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  cen- 
ter line  of  said  reinforced  concrete  tunnel  shall  be 
located  approximately  80  feet  west  of  the  west 
building  line  of  North  Wolfe  Street. 

That  said  reinforced  concrete  tunnel  shall  be  ap- 
proximately 85  feet  long,  15  feet  8  inches  wide,  and 
10  feet  3  inches  high,  outside  dimensions;  that  the 
top  of  said  structure  shall  be  no  less  than  2  feet  1 
inch  below  the  surface  of  said  Jefferson  Street.

times  hereafter,  subject  to  regulation  and  control 
by  the  said  Highways  Engineer. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserves  the  right  and  power  at  all  times  to 
exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  municipal 
superintendence,  regulation,  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  fran- 
chise or  right  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall  be 
executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the 
grant. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  main- 
tain the  said  reinforced  concrete  tunnel  in  good 
condition  as  long  as  it  remains  in  and  across  said 
street. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  to 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council,  as  compensation 
for  the  franchise  or  privilege  hereby  granted,  the 
the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  per  year,  payable 
in  advance,  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise 
or  privilege. 
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Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  noncom- 
pliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the  terms 
or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby  made  shall,  at  the 
option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
operate  as  forfeiture  of  the  same,  which  shall  there- 
upon be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing  short  of 
an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture 
of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  the  right  to  re- 
voke the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  at  any 
time  or  times  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  public  in- 
terest, welfare,  safety,  or  convenience  requires  such 
revocation,  and  upon  written  notice  to  that  effect 
from  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  served  upon  the 
grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  all  such  rights 
shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  the 
event  of  any  revocation,  forfeiture,  or  termination 
of  the  rights  and  privileges  by  this  ordinance  grant- 
ed, the  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  at  their  expense,  promptly  remove  said  rein- 
forced concrete  tunnel  authorized  by  this  ordinance 
and  restore  and  repave  said  Jefferson  Street  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Highways  Engineer 
without  any  compensation  to  the  grantees,  their 
successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable 
for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  from  and 
against  any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims,  dam- 
ages, or  expenses  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  subjected  on 
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account  of,  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting 
from — 

(a)  the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  relocation, 
or  removal  of  said  reinforced  concrete  tunnel,  and 

(b)  any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  grantees,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  to  perform,  promptly  and 
properly,  any  of  the  duties  or  obligations  imposed 
upon  them  by  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Sec  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  or- 
dinance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

by repealed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  authority 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to  the  Trustees 
of  Lutheran  Hospital  of  Maryland,  Inc.,  a  Maryland 
corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and  to 
Lutheran  Hospital  of  Maryland,  Inc.,  a  Maryland 
corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  grantees,  to  erect,  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  at  their  own  cost  and  expense,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years,  the  follow- 
ing described  structure  above  and  across  Ashburton 
Street  to  connect  the  present  heating  plant,  laundry,

burton, Lafayette,  Braddish  and  Rayner  Avenues,

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantees,  each  being  a  Maryland  corporation  having 
no  capital  stock,  and  it  being  provided  in  their  re- 
spective charters  or  amendments  thereto  that  none  of 
the  income  or  net  profits  of  either  corporation  shall 
ever  inure  to  the  private  benefit  of  any  individual  or 
corporation,  but  shall  always  be  devoted  to  chari- 
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table,  educational  or  benevolent  purposes,  and  that 
in  the  event  of  dissolution  all  assets  shall  be  distrib-

"Police",  sub-title  "Grocery  Carts",  as  said  section 
was  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  1977,  approved 
May  18,  1959,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed;  and 
that  a  new  Section  12A  be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained 
in  lieu  thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  section 
so  repealed,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

12 A.  Any  person  who  (1)  removes  from  the 
premises  of  any  grocery  store,  store,  or  market  any 
wheeled  cart  or  other  similar  device  belonging  to 
the  owner  of  such  grocery  store,  store,  or  market 
and  used  for  the  purpose  of  assembling  or  carrying 
materials  there  purchased,  or  (2)  destroys,  mu- 
tilates or  damages  any  such  wheeled  cart  or  other 
device,  or  (3)  abandons  any  such  wheeled  cart  or 
device  upon  the  streets,  highways  or  alleys  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  or  (4)  has  in  his  possession  any 
such  wheeled  cart  or  other  device  away  from  the 
premises  of  the  owner  of  such  wheeled  cart  or  de- 
vice, is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Upon  conviction 
thereof,  he  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$100.00  for  each  such  offense.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  apply  only  to  wheeled  carts  and  other 
similar  devices  which  have  the  name  and  address  of 
the  owners  thereof  clearly  marked  thereon.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  37  of  Article  40 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Zoning",  as  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1185, 
approved  July  21,  1954,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed 
and  reordained,  with  amendments,  and  that  new 
Section  37A  be  and  it  is  hereby  added  to  the  said 
Article  of  the  Code,  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  37  thereof,  to  read  as  follows: 

37.  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals — 
Original  Jurisdiction.  In  addition  to  the  regulations 
and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  preceding  sections 
certain  uses  are  further  limited  so  that — 

1.  A  public  utility  building,  which  is  excluded 
from  a  use  district  by  the  previous  provisions  of  this 
Article ; 

2.  A  filling  station  and/or  tanks  and/or  pumps 
for  the  sale  at  wholesale  or  retail  of  inflammable 
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liquids  in  a  use  district  where  permitted  by  the  use 
regulations ; 

3.  A  billboard  for  the  display  of  outdoor  adver- 
tising or  poster  boards  in  a  use  district  where  per- 
mitted by  the  use  regulations; 

4.  Storing,  killing  and  dressing  of  poultry  in  a 
use  district  where  permitted  by  the  use  regula- 
tions ; 

5.  An  eating  and/or  drinking  establishment  on 
a  lot,  where  such  use  is  the  prime  use  on  the  lot,  in 
a  First  Commercial  Use  District  where  off-street 
parking  facilities  are  provided  for  customers,  and 
where  food  and/or  drinks  are  consumed  in  auto- 
mobiles while  they  are  standing  on  the  lot,  may  be 
permitted,  only  after  a  public  hearing  before  the 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  in  compliance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  uses  described  in  paragraphs  1,  2,  3  and  4 
above  may  be  permitted,  only  after  a  public  hear- 
ing before  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Ap- 
peals, and  compliance  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

Provided,  however,  that: 

(a)  No  building  or  structure  of  any  kind  shall 
hereafter  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for  the  sale  of 
gasoline,  or  any  other  motor  fuel,  on  any  lot  or 
premises  where  any  of  the  boundaries  of  such  lot  or 
premises  are  within  three  hundred  (300)  feet,  meas- 
ured in  a  straight  line,  to  the  nearest  boundary  line 
of  any  public  park,  public  square,  or  public  play- 
ground or  to  any  building  or  structure  used  as  a 
church,  orphanage,  school,  theatre  or  motion  picture 
theatre  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  within  six  hun- 
dred (600)  feet,  measured  in  a  straight  line,  to  the 
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nearest  part  of  any  building  or  structure  used  as  a 
public  hospital  in  said  City. 

(b)  No  billboard  or  poster  board  shall  be  erected 
within  100  feet,  measured  in  a  straight  line,  between 
the  nearest  part  of  any  billboard  or  poster  board 
and  the  nearest  right-of-way  line,  of  any  express- 
way and  no  advertising  matter  shall  be  painted  on 
walls,  fences  or  other  structures  where  such  struc- 
tures are  situated  within  100  feet,  measured  in  a 
straight  line,  between  the  nearest  part  of  such  struc- 
ture devoted  to  such  advertising  and  the  nearest 
right-of-way  line,  of  any  expressway.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  section,  an  expressway  is  a  limited 
access  highway  designed  for  high  speed  thru  traffic 
and  approved  as  such  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  by  ordinance. 

37A.  Drinking  and/or  Eating  Establishments. — 
Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Article,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  provide 
by  ordinance  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  shall  determine  for  the  estab- 
lishment, maintenance  and  regulation  of  eating 
and  or  drinking  establishments  on  a  lot  in  a  First 
Commercial  Use  District  where  off-street  parking 
facilities  are  provided  for  customers  and  where 
food  and/or  drinks  are  consumed  in  automobiles 
while  they  are  standing  on  the  lot,  when  such 
establishments  wrould  benefit  the  health,  safety  or 
general  welfare  of  the  community. 

Xo  such  ordinance  shall  become  effective  until 
after  a  public  hearing  in  relation  thereto,  at  which 
parties  in  interest  and  citizens  shall  have  an  op- 
portunity to  be  heard.  At  least  fifteen  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing  shall  be 
published  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  a  daily 
newspaper  published  in  the  City  and  the  posting 
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of  a  similar  notice  upon  the  area  proposed  to  be 
used  for  such  establishments. 

Upon  the  introduction  of  an  ordinance  for  such 
an  establishment,  as  provided  in  this  paragraph,  it 
shall  immediately  be  referred  to — 

(a)  The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  for  in- 
vestigation, recommendation  and  report  as  to  the 
fire  hazards  involved; 

(b)  The  Traffic  Commission,  for  investigation, 
recommendation  and  report  as  to  the  traffic  hazards 
involved ; 

(c)  The  Planning  Commission,  for  investigation, 
recommendation  and  report  as  to  any  future  public 
use  of  the  property  involved  and  its  relationship 
to  traffic  conditions. 

(d)  For  the  information  of  the  agencies  to  which 
the  ordinance  is  to  be  referred,  there  shall  be  at- 
tached four  (4)  copies  of  a  plat,  drawn  to  a  scale 
of  one  inch  to  two  hundred  feet,  showing  the  area 
to  be  used  for  such  an  establishment  outlined  in 
red. 

(e)  The  premises  shall  be  posted  with  a  sign 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  four  (4)  feet  long  and 
three  (3)  feet  high,  with  black  lettering  not  less 
than  two  (2)  inches  high,  on  a  white  background. 
The  sign  must  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  manner 
where  it  will  be  clearly  visible  and  legible  to  the 
public.

"Zoning",  as  said  Article  40  was  revised  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  711,  approved  May  21,  1953,  and  there- 
after amended,  to  follow  immediately  after  Sec- 
tion 8  of  said  Article  40,  and  to  repeal  and  re- 
ordain,  with  amendments,  Sections  2,  12  and  14 
of  said  Article  40,  providing  for  a  new  Use  Dis- 
trict to  be  known  as  Restricted  First  Commercial 
Use  District,  and  setting  forth  the  uses  which  are 
permitted  and  prohibited  in  such  new  Use  Dis- 
trict, and  providing  regulations  and  conditions 
relative  to  such  new  Use  District;  providing  for 
certain  additional  conditions  and  things  to  be  con- 
sidered as  affected  by  the  use  of  land  and  build- 
ings in  each  of  the  Use  Districts  into  which  the 
City  of  Baltimore  is  divided;  providing  for  cer- 
tain changes  in  the  classification  of  certain  Use 
Districts  and  uses  therein;  and  prohibiting  the 
Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  from 
granting  special  exceptions  in  cases  involving  Re- 
stricted First  Commercial  Use  Districts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  new  Section  8A  be,  and 
it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Zoning",  as  said  Article 
40  was  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved 
May  21,  1953,  and  thereafter  amended,  to  follow 
immediately  after  Section  8  of  said  Article  40,  and 
that  Sections  2,  12  and  14  of  said  Article  40,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and  reordained  with 
amendments,  all  to  read  as  follows: 
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2.  USE  DISTRICTS.  For  the  purpose  set  forth 
in  Section  1  and  considering,  also,  the  design,  size

(b)  water  mains  and  pipes  for  fire  extinguish- 
ment, domestic  consumption  and  manufacturing;

(g)  streets,  alleys,  bridges  and  paving; 

(h)  schools,  parks,  playgrounds  and  other  public 
facilities  and  requirements ; 

and  considering  among  other  things, 

(i)  traffic  problems; 

(j)  transportation  requirements  and  facilities; 

(k)  hazards  from  fire  and  disease; 

(1)  the  height  and  area  districts  and  regulations 
established  by  this  ordinance; 

(m)   access  of  light  and  air  to  buildings 

(n)    access  for  fire  and  police  protection 

(o)  protection  of  occupants  of  buildings  from 
noise,  dust  and  gases  caused  by  traffic 

as  affected  by  the  use  of  land  and  buildings  in  each 
of  the  use  districts  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  use 
of  land  and  buildings  is  hereby  regulated  and  re- 
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stricted,  and  the  City  of  Baltimore  is  divided  into 
six  classes  of  use  districts,  namely : 

(1)  Industrial  Use  Districts; 

(2)  Second  Commercial  Use  Districts; 

(3)  First  Commercial  Use  Districts; 

(4)  Restricted  First  Commercial  Use  Districts; 

(5)  Residential  and  Office  Use  Districts; 

(6)  Residential  Use  Districts 

as  shown  on  the  use  district  map  which  accompanies 
this  ordinance  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
part  of  this  ordinance.  The  use  districts  designated 
on  said  map  are  hereby  established.  The  use  district 
map  designations,  lines,  figures,  letters  and  symbols 
shown  on  said  map  are  hereby  declared  to  be  part 
thereof. 

8A.  RESTRICTED  FIRST  COMMERCIAL  USE 
DISTRICTS. 

A.  Statement  of  Purpose  and  Intent.  The  regu- 
lations governing  Restricted  First  Commercial  Use 
Districts  are  intended  and  designated  to  provide 
greater  freedom  in  the  selection  of  commercial  sites 
while  securing  and  maintaining  effective  control 
over  the  location,  type  and  arrangement  of  com- 
mercial uses  and  protecting  the  present  character  or 
future  development  of  neighboring  areas.  It  is 
recognized  that  many  commercial  uses  are  not  in- 
herently detrimental  to  areas  which  they  may  ad- 
join but  are  detrimental,  or  may  become  so,  because 
of  inadequate  open  space  and  landscaping,  poor 
architectural  treatment,  including  lack  of  proper 
physical  orientation,  insufficient  off-street  parking 
and  loading  space  and  lack  of  screening,  offensive 
and  excessive  advertising  and   illumination,   inap- 
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propriate  hours  of  operation  and  other  features.  By- 
virtue  of  the  greater  degree  of  control  over  such 
features  of  design  and  operation  in  Restricted  First 
Commercial  Use  Districts,  such  districts  may  be 
reasonably  established  in  locations  which  are  suit- 
able for  commercial  development,  but  which  would 
not  be  suitable  for  the  unrestricted  development  per- 
mitted in  First  Commercial  Use  Districts,  because 
of  proximity  to  Residential  Use  Distrcts  or  other 
use  districts  in  which  well-planned  office,  com- 
mercial or  industrial  developments  are  situated.  And 
so  as  to  provide  that  uses  will  harmonize  and  be 
compatible  with  adjacent  land  use,  because  of  ex- 
treme variation  in  the  problems  of  adapting  com- 
mercial uses  permitted  in  the  Restricted  First  Com- 
mercial Use  Districts,  each  case  for  reclassification 
must  be  considered  and  decided  in  relation  to  the 
specific  development  plan  submitted,  and  provision 
is  made  for  enforcement  of  construction  and  mainte- 
nance in  accord  with  such  plans. 

B.  In  a  Restricted  First  Commercial  Use  District, 

(a)  no  land  or  building  shall  be  used, 

(b)  no  building  shall  be  constructed  which  is  ar- 
ranged, intended  or  designed  to  be  used, 

(c)  no  building  shall  be  extended  where  such  ex- 
tension is  arranged,  intended  or  designed  to  be  used, 

(d)  no  building  shall  be  altered  where  such  altera- 
tion is  arranged,  intended  or  designed  to  change  any 
use  into  a  use, 

for  any  use  other  than  the  uses  specifically  listed  be- 
low; uses  other  than  those  listed  below  shall  be 
deemed  as  uses  excluded  from  Restricted  First  Com- 
mercial Use  Districts :

(1)  Antique  store,  provided  no  auctions  or  sales

for  filling  stations,  there  shall  be  no  outdoor  dis- 
play, storage  or  sale  of  goods  and  no  drive-in  activi- 
ties involving  waiting  on  customers  from  the  ex- 
teriors of  buildings ; 

b.  Sound,  other  vibration  and  light  created  by  the 
operation  of  any  such  use  shall  be  controlled  or 
shielded  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  any  detri 
mental  effect  to  neighboring  properties  or  annoy- 
ance to  the  occupants  thereof ;  and 

c.  No  dust,  smoke,  offensive  odors  or  noxious 
gases  or  fumes  shall  be  permitted  to  escape  from 
the  premises,  nor  shall  the  operation  of  any  such 
use  create  any  other  deleterious  external  effect. 

D.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  FOR  RESTRICTED 
FIRST  COMMERCIAL  USE  DISTRICTS 

a.  The  number  of  buildings  per  lot  in  a  Restricted 
First  Commercial  Use  District  shall  not  be  limited 
by  Section  48  (b)  of  this  Article. 

b.  Any  ordinance  introduced  in  the  City  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  reclassifying  any  area  as  a  Re- 
stricted First  Commercial  Use  District  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  development  plans,  including  any  fac- 
tual data,  in  triplicate,  in  accord  with  the  intent  of 
this  section,  showing  among  other  things  the  exist- 
ing topography,  and  the  proposed  grading,  screen- 
ing, and  planting,  and  extent,  locations  and  charac- 
ter of  buildings  and  structures,  uses  and  open  area 
of  the  property  proposed  to  be  reclassified. 
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c.  After  referral  of  the  ordinance,  including  de- 
velopment plans,  to  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zon- 
ing Appeals  and  Planning  Commission,  said  Board 
and  Commission  may  recommend  approval  or  dis- 
approval of  the  Restricted  First  Commercial  Use 
District  to  the  City  Council  and  may  advise  such 
changes,  modifications,  or  amendments  to  such  plans 
and  recommend  such  conditions  and  restrictions  as 
to  screening  or  fencing,  type  of  lighting,  nature  of 
any  sign,  circulation  of  vehicles  and  pedestrians, 
parking,  hours  of  operation,  and  any  other  restric- 
tion or  safeguard  desirable  or  necessary  to  protect 
the  value,  utilization,  or  enjoyment  of  neighboring 
properties. 

d.  Any  ordinance  for  reclassification  to  a  Re- 
stricted First  Commercial  Use  District  shall  not  be 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  unless  said 
ordinance  shall  specify  the  use  or  uses  permitted 
therein  and  include  the  development  plans  and  con- 
ditions of  approval  as  part  thereof,  as  well  as  a 
clause  stating  that  failure  to  establish,  or  to  be 
actively  in  the  process  of  establishing  the  develop- 
ment in  accordance  with  said  plans  and  conditions 
within  eighteen  months  after  the  date  of  approval 
of  such  ordinance,  and  that  failure  to  maintain  the 
land,  buildings  and  uses  in  substantial  conformity 
with  said  plans  and  conditions,  may  be  grounds  for 
reclassification  of  the  property  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  after  notice  and  public  hearing  as  re- 
quired in  Sections  4  and  5  of  the  State  Zoning  En- 
abling Act. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  USE  DISTRICTS  AND 
USES. 

Uses  which  are  excluded  from  Second  Commercial 
Use  Districts  shall  be  known  as  Industrial  Uses. 
Industrial  Uses  and  Industrial  Use  Districts  shall 
be  the  lowest  classification.  Uses  which  are  excluded 
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from  First  Commercial   Use   Districts,   but  which 
are  not  excluded  from  Second  Commercial  Use  Dis- 
tricts shall  be  known  as  Second  Commercial  Uses. 
Second  Commercial  Uses  and  Second  Commercial 
Use  Districts  shall  be  higher  in  classification  than 
Industrial  Uses  and  Industrial  Use  Districts.    Uses 
which  are  excluded  from  Restricted  First  Commer- 
cial Use  Districts  but  which  are  not  excluded  from 
First  Commercial  Use  Districts  shall  be  known  as 
First  Commercial  Uses.  First  Commercial  Uses  and 
First  Commercial  Use  Districts  shall  be  higher  in 
classification   than   Second    Commercial   Uses   and 
Second  Commercial  Use  Districts.    Uses  which  are 
excluded  from  Residential  and  Office  Use  Districts 
but  which  are  not  excluded  from  Restricted  First 
Commercial  Use  Districts  shall  be  known  as  Re- 
stricted First  Commercial  Uses.    Restricted  First 
Commercial  Uses  and  Restricted  First  Commercial 
Use  Districts  shall  be  higher  in  classification  than 
First  Commercial  Uses  and  First  Commercial  Use 
Districts.  Uses  which  are  excluded  from  Residential 
Use  Districts  but  which  are  not  excluded  from  Resi- 
dential and  Office  Use  Districts  shall  be  known  as 
Residential  and  Office  Uses.

14.  USE  DISTRICT  SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS. 

The  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  may, 
after  public  notice  and  hearing,  in  its  discretion, 
in  a  specific  case,  and  subject  to  the  provisions, 
restrictions,  guides  and  standards  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 35  (j),  permit,  where  otherwise  excluded  or 
limited — 
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(a)  a  use  of  the  same  classification,  necessary  or 
incidental  to  a  use  now  existing  in  an  industrial 
use  district  or  to  a  nonconforming  use  now  existing 
in  a  second  commercial  use  district ; 

(b)  a  use  of  the  same  classification,  necessary  or 
incidental  to  a  non-conforming  use  now  existing  in 
a  first  commercial  or  in  a  residential  use  district  or 
in  a  residential  and  office  use  district  within  fifty 
feet  from  such  existing  non-conforming  use,  pro- 
vided such  fifty  foot  measurement  shall  not  extend 
across  a  street  or  alley; 

(c)  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years,  in  un- 
developed sections  of  the  city,  temporary  structures 
and  uses  in  contravention  of  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed for  the  use  district  in  which  such  structures 
or  uses  are  proposed; 

(d)  within  one  hundred  feet  of  a  boundary  line 
between  two  use  districts,  any  use  permitted  in  that 
one  of  such  use  districts  which  has  the  lower  classi- 
fication provided  that  the  lot  on  which  such  use  is 
permitted  shall  be  contiguous  to  such  zone  of  lower 
classification,  and  provided  further  that  such  one 
hundred  foot  measurement  shall  not  extend  across 
a  street  or  alley  and  that  there  shall  be  no  further 
extension  thereafter. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Municipal 
and  Zoning  Appeals  shall  not  grant  special  excep- 
tions in  cases  involving  Restricted  First  Commercial 
Use  Districts. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  Section  46A  be 
and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  40  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Zoning",  to 
follow  immediately  after  Section  46  thereof,  as  said 
Article  was  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved 
May  21,  1953,  to  read  as  follows: 

46A.    Certificate  of  Use. 

(a)  Every  person  who  sells  or  conveys  any  real 
property,  or  any  right  or  interest  therein,  located  in 
Baltimore  City,  for  a  monetary  consideration,  shall 
secure  and  attach  to  the  particular  agreement  of 
sale  or  instrument  of  conveyance  at  or  prior  to  the 
time  fixed  for  settlement  a  Certificate  of  Use  as 
hereinafter  provided  for.  However,  in  the  case  of 
any  land  installment  contract,  conditional  contract 
of  sale,  lease  containing  an  option  to  purchase  the 
leased  property,  lease  which  provides  that  the  lessee 
of  the  leased  property  shall  acquire  title  thereto  after 
the  payment  of  a  stipulated  number  of  payments  or 
after  a  stipulated  period  of  time,  or  any  similar  writ- 
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ten  instrument,  a  Certificate  of  Use  shall  be  secured 
by  the  seller  or  lessor,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  be 
attached  to  the  particular  written  instrument  in- 
volved at  the  time  when  it  is  executed  or  within 
fifteen  (15)  days  thereafter. 

(b)  A  Certificate  of  Use  may  be  obtained  from, 
and  shall  be  issued  by,  the  Zoning  Commissioner 
upon  proper  application  being  made  to  him,  and 
the  payment  of  a  fee  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00)  for 
each  certificate  requested.  A  separate  application 
shall  be  made  for  each  individual  lot  or  parcel  of 
property.  Each  such  application  shall  contain  the 
following  information : 

(1)  A  description  or  definite  street  location  of 
the  property  involved,  as  required  by  the  Zoning 
Commissioner ; 

(2)  The  name  and  address  of  the  present  owner 
of  the  property  involved;  and 

(3)  The  present  use  being  made  of  any  and  all 
parts  of  the  property  involved. 

(c)  A  Certificate  of  Use  shall  state  whether  or 
not  the  present  use  being  made  of  the  property  in- 
volved as  indicated  on  the  application  filed  with  the 
Zoning  Commissioner  for  a  Certificate  of  Use,  is 
permitted  under  the  Use  District  provisions  and  the 
population  density  requirements  of  the  Area  District 
provisions  of  this  Article.  The  information  set  forth 
in  any  such  Certificate  of  Use  shall  be  based  only 
upon  the  information  contained  in  the  records  of  the. 
Zoning  Commisioner  and  located  in  his  office. 

(d)  Any  person  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Section  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  penalties 
provided  in  Section  46  of  this  Article;  provided, 
however,  that  any  such  person  who  fails  to  comply 
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with  the  requirements  of  this  Section,  with  or  with- 
out the  approval  or  consent  of  the  purchaser,  lessee 
or  conveyee,  shall  be  conclusively  presumed  to  have 
represented  and  warranted  that  the  property  in- 
volved in  any  transaction  which  is  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section  is  being  used  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  at  the  time  of  and 
immediately  prior  to  the  time  when  the  particular 
agreement  of  sale,  contract,  lease,  conveyance,  or 
similar  written  instrument,  as  the  case  may  be,  is 
executed. 

(e)  As  used  in  this  Section,  the  following  words 
and  phrases  shall  have  the  meaning  set  opposite 
them: 

' 'Person' '  shall  mean  any  individual,  partnership, 
society,  club,  association,  joint  stock  company,  cor- 
poration, estate,  receiver,  trustee,  assignee,  referee, 
or  any  other  person  acting  in  a  fiduciary  or  repre- 
sentative capacity,  and  any  other  group  or  combina- 
tion of  individuals  acting  as  a  unit,  and  any  officer 
or  employee  of  a  corporation  or  other  legal  entity. 

"Agreement  of  sale"  shall  mean  any  agreement  or 
written  instrument  which  provides  that  title  to  any 
property  shall  thereafter  be  transferred  from  one 
owner  to  another  owner,  and  shall  include  land  in- 
stallment, contracts,  conditional  contracts  of  sale, 
leases  containing  an  option  to  purchase  the  leased 
property,  and  leases  which  provide  that  the  lessee 
of  the  leased  property  shall  acquire  title  thereto 
after  the  payment  of  a  stipulated  number  of  pay- 
ments or  after  a  stipulated  period  of  time,  or  any 
similar  written  instrument. 

(f )  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  shall  apply 
to  or  affect  in  any  manner  any  sale  or  conveyance  of 
real  property  or  any  right  or  interest  therein,  which 
(1)  is  being  used  exclusively  as  and  for  a  dwelling 
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of  either  one  family  or  two  families,  or  (2)  is  owned 
by  and  is  being  used  exclusively  for  the  immediate 
purposes  of  a  bona  fide  and  regularly  operating 
church  or  religious  organization. 

(g)  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
the  Zoning  Commissioner,  and  any  of  their  officers, 
agents  or  employees,  shall  not  be  legally  liable  to  any 
person  under  any  circumstances  in  connection  with 
or  resulting  from  the  issuance  of  any  Certificate  of 
Use  provided  for  in  this  Section  or  in  connection 
with  or  resulting  from  any  information  or  statement 
contained  in  any  such  Certificate  of  Use. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  October  1,  1961.

31.  GENERAL  AREA  REGULATIONS  AND 
EXCEPTIONS.  The  following  general  area  regula- 
tions and  exceptions  shall  apply : 

A.  In  computing  the  percentage  of  area  of  lot 
occupied  by  a  building,  the  area  of  the  horizontal 
projection  of  the  entire  building  shall  be  used, 
except  that  the  area  of  those  portions  of  a  building, 
which  by  sub-paragraphs  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  I  and  N 
of  this  Section  31  are  permitted  to  project  into 
yards,  shall  not  be  used  and  except  as  provided  in 
sub-paragraph  I  of  Section  25. 

B.  Garages  and  accessory  buildings  may  be  con- 
structed in  rear  yards  provided  that  not  more  than 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  area  of  a  rear  yard  (computed 
by  multiplying  the  depth  of  the  required  rear  yard 
by  the  width  of  the  rear  yard)  is  occupied  by  such 
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garages  and  accessory  buildings,  and  the  area  of 
the  lot  that  may  be  occupied,  in  the  aggregate,  by 
a  building  and  garages  and  accessory  buildings,  shall 
be  increased  by  ten  percent  of  the  area  of  the  lot 
in  addition  to  the  maximum  percentage  of  area 
of  lot  which  may  be  occupied  by  buildings,  as  set 
forth  in  the  table  in  Section  24,  and  further  pro- 
vided that  the  height  of  such  garages  and  accessory 
buildings  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  feet,  measured 
from  the  ground  floor  of  such  buildings.  In  E  and 
F  Area  Districts  garages  and  accessory  buildings 
hereafter  constructed  shall  be  set  back  not  less  than 
ten  feet  from  all  street  lines. 

C.  Chimneys  and  flues  may  be  erected  within  a 
rear  yard,  provided  they  do  not  exceed  an  area  of 
ten  square  feet,  in  the  aggregate,  and  do  not  obstruct 
ventilation. 

D.  A  fireproof  outside  stairway  or  solid  floored 
balcony  or  a  fire  tower  may  project  not  more  than 
six  feet  into  a  rear  yard,  and  an  open  or  lattice  en- 
closed iron  fire  escape  may  project  not  more  than 
eight  feet  into  a  rear  yard. 

E.  Ordinary  window  sills,  belt  courses,  eaves, 
cornices,  and  other  ornamental  features  may 
project  into  any  yard.  Fall-out  shelter  hatches  not 
projecting  more  than  eighteen  inches  above  grade 
and  fallout-shelter  air  vents  and  filters  not  project- 
ing more  than  six  feet  above  grade  shall  be  per- 
mitted in  any  required  yard. 

F.  Ornamental  fences  and  walls  shall  be  per- 
mitted in  all  area  districts  provided  the  height  of 
such  fences  and  walls  shall  not  exceed  three  and 
one-half  feet.  An  ornamental  light  post  not  over 
six  feet  in  height  measured  from  the  ground  level, 
and  not  nearer  than  five  feet  to  the  front  lot  line 
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and  equipped  with  a  lamp  of  not  over  one  hundred 
watts  capacity,  shall  be  permitted  in  all  area  dis- 
tricts. 

G.  In  A,  B,  C,  D  and  D-9  Area  Districts,  an  un- 
enclosed porch  not  more  than  one  story  in  height 
may  project  not  more  than  eight  feet  into  the  front 
yard,  and  an  enclosed  porch  not  more  than  one 
story  in  height  may  project  not  more  than  eight  feet 
into  the  front  yard,  if  it  is  at  least  three  feet  from 
each  side  line  of  the  lot. 

H.  In  D-Restricted,  E  and  F  Area  Districts,  en- 
closed  or  unenclosed  porches  not  more  than  one 
story  in  height  may  project  not  more  than  ten  feet 
into  the  front  yard. 

I.  In  all  area  districts  an  unenclosed  porch  may 
project  not  more  than  six  feet  into  a  rear  yard, 
steps  for  entrance  to  a  building  may  project  into  any 
yard,  and  a  chimney,  oriel  or  bay  may  project  not 
more  than  three  feet  into  any  yard. 

J.  Notwithstanding  other  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  pertaining  to  the  number  of  families  per 
acre,  a  building  may  be  constructed  for  and  oc- 
cupied by  one  family  on  a  lot,  the  separate  identity 
of  which  was  determined  on  March  30,  1931. 


K.  Notwithstanding  other  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  pertaining  to  the  number  of  families  per 
acre,  nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  interfere  with  or  restrict  the  number 
of  families  occupying  buildings  on  March  30,  1931. 

L.  Notwithstanding  other  area  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  a  garage  for  not  more  than  one  vehicle 
and  not  more  than  240  square  feet  in  area,  may  be 
constructed  in  the  rear  yard  on  any  lot  on  which 
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there  is  a  building,  but  not  a  garage,  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

M.  In  determining  the  number  of  families  which 
may  be  housed  on  a  lot  or  tract  of  land  under  sub- 
section A  of  Section  25  and  in  determining  whether 
or  not  a  tract  of  land  contains  five  acres  under  sub- 
section M  of  Section  25,  the  area  of  land  designated 
on  an  approved  sub-division  plat  or  builder's  location 
plat  and  thereby  or  thereafter  given  or  dedicated  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by  the 
owner,  for  the  purpose  of  widening  a  street  or  alley 
abutting  the  lot  or  tract  involved,  shall  be  included 
in  the  area  of  such  lot  or  tract  of  land.

without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with 
reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said 
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Streets  and  Alleys  and  the  proceedings  and  rights 
of  all  parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be 
regulated  by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and  all 
applicable  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1949  Edition)  and  any  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all 
ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect 
which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Director  of  Assess- 
ments and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference.

(d)  The  covenants  and  conditions  herein  set 
forth  shall  run  with  and  bind  the  said  property  and 
be  binding  on  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, its  successors  and  assigns,  and  the  purchaser 
or  purchasers  thereof,  their  respective  heirs,  per- 
sonal representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  and  be  enforceable  by, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  and  the  present  owners  of  prop- 
erties which  abut  on  Tudor  Arms  Avenue,  Beech 
Avenue,  Remington  Avenue  and  Gilman  Terrace, 
surrounding  Wyman  Park,  and  their  successors  in 
title.  The  present  owners  of  properties  which  abut 
on  Tudor  Arms  Avenue,  Beech  Avenue,  Remington 
Avenue  and  Gilman  Terrace,  surrounding  Wyman 
Park,  and  their  successors  in  title,  shall  have  the 
right  to  bring  legal  action  to  enforce  said  covenants 
and  conditions,  provided  (a)  they  shall  have  first

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dition,  demanding  that  he,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  abate  such 
breach,  and  (b)  the  City  has  failed,  within  ninety 
(90)  days  after  the  date  of  the  making  of  such 
demand,  to  comply  with  such  demand  or  failed  to 
institute  legal  proceedings  to  require  an  abatement 
of  such  breach. 

Said  property  being  no  longer  needed  for  public 
use. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  Deed 
or  Deeds  shall  pass  in  accordance  herewith  until 
the  same  shall  have  first  been  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor.

and  maintenance  of  Perring  Parkway,  100  feet 
wide,  in  two  parts,  from  Belvedere-Echodale  Ave- 
nues to  Northern  Boundary  of  Baltimore  City 
established  1918;  and  authorizing  the  acquisition 
by  purchase  or  condemnation  of  any  property, 
rights,    interests,    easements    and/or    franchises 
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necessary  in  the  opening,  widening,  grading,  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  said  Perring  Park- 
way ;  and  authorizing  the  making  of  all  necessary 
agreements  concerning  said  Perring  Parkway; 
and  authorizing  the  construction  of  said  Perring

To  receive  this  alternative 
death  benefit,  the  designated  parent  or  spouse  must 
make  written  application  therefor  not  later  than 
sixty  days  after  the  death  of  the  member  on  forms 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  payment  of  the  alternative  allowance  described 
in  this  paragraph  shall  be  provided  for,  to  the  extent 
not  provided  for  elsewhere  in  this  Article  for  the 
payment  of  (a)  and  (b)  above,  in  its  annual  Ordi- 
nance of  Estimates  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore;  and  annual  payments  shall  be  made  by 
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the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  the 
Retirement  System  of  the  additional  amounts  re- 
quired to  meet  the  current  disbursements  for  such 
alternative  allowances. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain  with  amend- 
ments Paragraphs  9103,  9105  and  9180  of  Part  9 
of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title,  "Building  Regulations",  as  said 
Article  was  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  383,  ap- 
proved June  27,  1960,  known  as  the  Elevator 
Code;  and  further  to  add  Paragraphs  9111  and 
9112  to  said  Article  5,  relating  to  requirements  for 
elevators. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  a?id  City 
Council  of  Baltimore.  That  Paragraphs  9103,  9105 
and  9180  of  Part  9  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  Title,  "Building  Regulations", 
as  said  Article  was  amended  by  Ordinance  Xo.  383 
approved  June  27, 1960,  known  as  the  Elevator  Code, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  and  reordained 
as  follows : 

9103.  Existing  Installations.  Existing  instal- 
lations of  elevators  or  other  equipment  regulated  by 
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this  Chapter,  legally  installed  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance,  are  not  required  to  conform 
thereto,  provided  that  such  devices  shall  be  main- 
tained in  a  safe  operating  condition  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  in 
respect  to  registration,  inspections,  tests,  alterations 
and  repairs,  maintenance  and  operation. 

Exceptions : 

A.  Existing  installations  shall  be  made  to  con- 
form to  this  Code  if  they  were  installed  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  Code  without  conforming  to  the  re- 
quirements in  force  at  the  time  of  installation. 

B.  Every  existing  elevator  of  direct,  singlebelted 
or  singlechain  drive  type  shall  be  provided  with 
electrically  released  brakes  of  the  two-shoe  type, 
terminal  stopping  devices,  and  other  safety  features 
required  for  freight  elevators. 

C.  No  elevator  of  double-belted  type  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  operate  unless  driven  from  a  line  shafting 
which  supplies  power  for  other  purposes  and  pro- 
vided with  means  to  stop  the  elevator  belts  without 
stopping  other  machinery  driven  from  the  same 
source  of  power. 

D.  The  brakes  of  every  existing  belted  or  chain- 
driven  elevator  shall  be  applied  directly  to  the  hoist- 
ing machine  and  shall  be  arranged  to  apply  auto- 
matically in  case  the  driving  belt  or  chain  breaks  or 
becomes  disengaged. 

E.  Where  it  is  desired  to  use  existing  freight 
elevators  for  carrying  passengers,  such  elevators 
shall  be  reconstructed  to  conform  to  the  require- 
ments for  passenger  elevators. 

9105.  Registration  of  Elevators.  All  passenger 
elevators,   all   power   freight   elevators   except   as 
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noted  below,  all  hand  powered  elevators  having  more 
than  15  feet  travel,  all  escalators,  all  power  dumb- 
waiters having  floor  area  greater  than  5  square 
feet  or  a  capacity  greater  than  150  pounds,  all  man- 
lifts,  all  parking  lifts,  all  stage,  orchestra  and  organ 
console  elevators,  every  private  residence  elevator 
for  which  a  hoistway  enclosure  is  required  by  Rule 
503.1  of  the  A.  S.  A.  Code,  every  invalid  elevator 
installed  in  other  than  a  private  residence,  and  all 
parking  elevators  shall  be  registered  in  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection.  The  Bureau  will  assign  a 
serial  number  to  each  registered  installation.  This 
serial  number  shall  be  painted  in  a  conspicuous  loca- 
tion on  the  driving  machine. 

9180.  Escalators.  The  design,  construction,  in- 
stallation and  operation  of  escalators  shall  conform 
to  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part  VIII,  Escalators. 

Every  escalator  that  can  be  operated  in  the  des- 
cending direction  shall  be  equipped  at  its  lower  end 
with  four  shut-down  switches  wired  into  the  stop 
circuit  of  the  escalator.  Two  switches,  one  on  each 
side,  shall  be  located  at  a  distance  of  approximately 
48  inches  from  the  toe  of  the  comb-plate,  and  ar- 
ranged to  function  on  any  deflection  of  the  skirt- 
board.  Two  switches,  one  on  each  side,  shall  be 
located  at  a  distance  of  approximately  18  inches 
from  the  toe  of  the  comb-plate  and  below  the  lowest 
tread,  and  arranged  to  function  on  the  passage  of 
any  object  below  the  level  of  the  tread  between  the 
tread  and  the  skirt-board. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Para- 
graphs 9111  and  9112  be  and  they  are  hereby  added 
to  Part  9  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edtion),  Title  "Building  Regulations",  as 
said  Article  was  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  383  ap- 
proved June  27,  1960,  known  as  the  Elevator  Code, 
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to  follow  immediately  after  their  preceding  num- 
bers and  to  read  as  follows : 

9111.  Access  to  Machine  Rooms.  Where  the  access 
to  the  machine  room,  required  by  Rule  101.3  of  the 
A.  S.  A.  Code,  includes  a  trap-door  through  the  roof, 
the  trap-door  opening  shall  have  a  minimum  dimen- 
sion of  two  feet.  The  trap-door  shall  be  hinged,  and, 
if  more  than  25  pounds  in  weight,  shall  be  counter- 
balanced. 

9112.  Access  to  Elevator  Pits.  Access  to  elevator 
pits  shall  be  provided  as  required  by  Rule  106. Id, 
except  that  a  ladder  shall  be  provided  in  all  pits 
where  the  pit  extends  more  than  two  feet  below  the 
sill  of  the  pit  access  door. 

For  all  installations  in  which  the  vertical  distance 
from  the  pit  floor  to  the  nearest  fixture  under  the 
car  is  more  than  seven  feet  when  the  car  is  at  the 
lowest  landing,  a  catwalk,  not  less  than  18  inches 
wide  and  extending  between  guide  rails,  shall  be 
provided  in  the  pit.  The  two-foot  clearance  required 
by  Rule  107.1a  of  the  A.  S.  A.  Code  must  be  measured 
from  the  catwalk.  If  the  catwalk  is  more  than  two 
feet  above  the  pit  floor,  a  fixed  vertical  ladder  shall 
be  provided  for  access  to  the  catwalk.  The  ladder 
shall  extend  not  less  than  30  inches  above  the  cat- 
walk, or  hand  grips  shall  be  provided  to  the  same 
height.  The  ladder  giving  access  to  the  pit,  if  suit- 
ably located,  will  be  acceptable  for  this  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  first  day  of  January, 
1962.

Building  Code,  and  all  amendments  thereto,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed  and  reordained  with  amendments,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows; and  further  repeal  Chapter  17  and  ordain  a  new  Chapter  17 
in  lieu  thereof;  and  further  repeal  Paragraphs  1934,  1935,  1936 
and  1938  and  ordain  in  lieu  thereof  Paragraph  1932;  and  further 
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repeal  Paragraphs  7966A,  7966B,  7966C,  7966D  and  reordain  in 
Chapter  17,  as  follows: 

1020.  General  Scope.  The  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  apply 
to  and  presumptively  provide  for  all  matters  relating  to  land,  its 
topographical  and  physical  condition,  and  the  grading  and  exca- 
vating thereof;  the  location,  design,  construction,  reconstruction, 
installation,  alteration,  repair,  razing,  demolition,  moving  and  re- 
moving of  buildings  and  other  structures  or  parts  thereof,  or  addi- 
tions or  accessories  thereto,  or  equipment  therein,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  the  location,  design,  installation,  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration,  repair  or  removal  of  all  plumbing  and  drain-laying  on 
private  property;  the  location,  design,  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration,  repair,  removal  and  installation  of  all  electrical  appli- 
ances and  equipment  of  all  current  capacities,  voltages  and  fre- 
quencies, new  or  existing;  the  location,  design,  construction,  recon- 
struction, alteration,  repair,  removal  and  installation  of  all  elevator 
or  other  hoisting  mechanisms,  all  machinery,  boilers,  heating  plants, 
steam  engines,  refrigerating  systems,  air  conditioning  systems,  tanks, 
fire  prevention  or  fire  protection  systems,  and  all  other  mechanical 
equipment  of  whatsoever  kind  or  character;  the  location,  design, 
construction,  reconstruction,  alteration,  repair,  removal  and  installa- 
tion of  all  gas  appliances  of  every  kind  or  character,  and  the  appli- 
cation of  the  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  include  the  methods  of 
work  and  sufficiency  of  materials  used  in  connection  therewith. 

The  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  also  apply  to  and  presumptively 
provide  for  all  matters  relating  to  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  all  land,  buildings  and  other  structures  or  parts  thereof,  or  addi- 
tions or  accessories  thereto,  or  equipment  therein;  the  location  and 
use  and  occupancy  of  all  land,  buildings  and  other  structures,  or  parts 
thereof,  or  additions  or  accessories  thereto,  or  equipment  therein; 
the  height,  number  of  stories,  size  and  bulk  of  all  buildings,  and 
other  structures,  or  parts  thereof,  or  additions  or  accessories  thereto, 
or  equipment  therein,  and  the  density  of  population. 

1280.  General  Requirements.  The  Commissioner  shall  retain 
any  and  all  records  as  directed  by  the  Records  Management 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Legislative  Reference  and  make  any 
and  all  reports  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  administration 
of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  and  this  Code. 
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1300.  Required  Application.  Before  any  matter,  thing,  operation 
or  work  mentioned  in,  regulated  or  provided  for  by  any  provision 
of  this  Code  is  started  or  commenced,  and  before  any  land,  build- 
ing, or  other  structure  is  used  for  or  in  connection  with  any  matter 
or  thing  mentioned  in,  regulated  or  provided  for  by  any  provision 
of  this  Code,  an  application  shall  be  filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  in  such  form  as  directed  by  the  Commissioner  and  upon 
approval  a  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Commissioner. 

No  single  application  shall  be  accepted  for  any  building  or  build- 
ings or  additions  on  more  than  one  premises  or  on  a  premises  sub- 
sequently to  be  subdivided. 

Application  shall  not  be  required  for  general  maintenance  or 
making  of  minor  repairs  which  involve  no  structural  changes,  un- 
less required  by  the  Commissioner.  Such  general  maintenance  and 
minor  repairs  shall  be  construed  to  consist  of  interior  decorating 
such  as  painting,  window  washing,  minor  repairs  to  steps,  porches, 
Dr  other  parts  of  building  or  other  similar  repairs  made  for  the 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  a  building  and  which  involve  no 
changes  from  the  original  construction  or  the  class  of  occupancy. 
No  application  shall  be  required  for  fences  42  inches  or  less  in 
height. 

1305.  Requirements  for  Filing.  All  applications  required  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Code  to  be  filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection shall  be  filled  out  in  ink  or  by  typewriter  or  by  another 
indelible  process  approved  by  the  Commissioner  and  such  applica- 
tions shall  be  signed  by  either  the  owner  of  the  premises  where 
any  proposed  operation  or  work  is  to  be  performed  or  by  his  duly 
authorized  agent. 

Whenever  drawings  or  specifications  are  required  to  be  filed  with 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  by  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Code,  such  drawings  or  specifications  shall  be  signed  by  the 
author  and  shall  include  an  affidavit  signed  by  the  author  that  he 
made  the  drawings  or  specifications.  In  case  the  author  is  a  regis- 
tered licensed  architect  or  registered  licensed  professional  engineer, 
the  impression  of  his  seal  on  the  drawings  or  specifications  will 
suffice. 

The  requirements  as  set  forth  in  Paragraph  6006  pertaining  to 
required  services  of  Registered  Professional  Engineers  shall  also  ap- 
ply. 
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All  applications,  which  cover  the  performance  of  any  operation 
or  work  required  by  any  ordinances  or  resolutions  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  or  by  any  law  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  be 
designed,  performed  or  supervised  by  licensed  professional  persons 
or  licensed  mechanics,  shall  bear  the  name  and  address  of  such 
licensed  persons  or  mechanics,  certifying  that  such  operation  or  work 
will  be  performed  by  them  personally  or  that  such  operation  or  work 
will  be  done  under  their  charge  and  supervision. 

1312.  Drawings.  Drawings  and/or  other  information  shall  be 
furnished  with  each  application  as  directed  by  the  Commissioner. 

1340.  Scope.  A  razing  or  moving  application  shall  be  filed  in 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  for  a  permit  to  raze,  demolish 
or  move  any  building  or  other  structure,  except  miscellaneous  struc- 
tures as  provided  in  Section  499. 

1401.  General  Form  and  Classification  of  Permits.  Every  permit 
shall  be  isssued  on  a  form  provided  by  the  Commissioner  following 
approval  of  the  application  and  supporting  data. 

All  forms  of  permits  provided  for  by  the  provisions  of  this  Code, 
after  being  prepared  by  the  Commissioner,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  City  Solicitor  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
for  his  approval  before  such  forms  of  permits  shall  be  put  in  use. 

1403.  Posters  for  Permits.  With  every  permit  issued  by  the 
Commissioner,  there  shall  also  be  furnished  by  the  Commissioner  a 
poster  or  sign  of  a  size  and  form  to  be  determined  by  the  Commis- 
sioner, which  poster  or  sign  shall  state  the  kind  of  permit  issued 
and  a  condensed  statement  of  the  work  to  be  done  thereunder,  and 
which  poster  or  sign  shall  be  of  the  color  as  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner  for  the  various  classes  of  permits.  If  the  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  whom  a  permit  is  issued  desires,  he  or 
it  may  furnish  his  or  its  own  poster,  in  conformity  with  the  re- 
quirements of  Chapter  14,  which  poster  may  bear  his  or  its  name, 
address  and  business  advertisement. 

No  poster  shall  be  displayed  at  the  location  of  any  operations  or 
work  provided  for  by  this  Code  until  the  permit  therefor,  which  is 
required  by  this  Code,  shall  have  been  issued,  and  after  the  issuance

of  such  a  permit  and  during  the  course  of  the  said  operations  or  the 
performance  of  the  work  authorized  by  the  said  permit,  the  afore- 
said poster  or  sign  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  at  all  times  on 
the  premises  where  the  operation  or  work  is  in  progress. 

1406.  Authority  to  Refuse  Permits.  Every  application  for  any 
operation,  work,  matter,  thing  or  use  provided  for  by  the  provisions 
of  this  Code  which  may,  upon  its  face,  or  upon  examination,  disclose 
a  situation  that  is  or  may  be  a  menace  or  dangerous  to  the  public 
health  or  safety,  shall  not  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner. 

The  Commissioner  shall  refuse  to  issue  a  permit  authorizing  any 
work  to  be  done  or  operation  performed,  if  the  doing  of  such  work 
or  the  performance  of  such  operation  would  be  a  violation  of  any 
law,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  State  of  Maryland  or  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  of  any  rule  or  regula- 
tion of  any  of  the  Bureaus,  Departments,  Commissions  or  other 
Agencies  of  either  the  State  of  Maryland  or  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  even  though  the  contemplated  work  or  oper- 
ation would  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code. 

Whenever  the  Commissioner  shall  find  that  any  contractor  or 
owner  is  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Code  or  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  any  other  department  or  agency  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  in  connection  with  the  erection,  maintenance  or  repair 
of  buildings,  structures,  lands  or  equipment  thereon  or  therein,  he 
may  refuse  to  grant  any  further  permits  to  such  contractor  or  owner 
until  all  violations  have  been  corrected. 

1408.  Failure  to  Comply  with  Permit.  Failure  to  use  the 
materials  or  the  type  or  kind  of  equipment  or  the  method  of 
construction  or  the  manner  of  installation  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner in  any  permit  issued,  or  the  failure  to  structurally  comply 
with  any  and  all  of  the  requirements  of  an  approved  application 
and  all  other  plans,  drawings,  specifications  or  any  other  approved 
data  submitted  with  such  applications,  or  the  failure  to  comply  with 
any  of  the  requirements  of  this  Code,  shall  constitute  and  be  a  viola- 
tion of  the  permit  issued  and  shall  subject  the  violator  to  the  pen- 
alties and  fines  prescribed  in  Section  192. 

1409.  Amending  Permits.  Except  as  otherwise  regulated  in 
Section  147  pertaining  to  Minor  Privilege  Franchises  and  Section 
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148  pertaining  to  License  Permits,  the  following  procedure  shall 
govern  the  amendment  of  Permits. 

Permits  may  be  amended  by  the  filing  of  an  application  with  all 
necessary  plans,  drawings,  specifications,  and/or  other  required  data. 
If  said  application,  plans,  drawings,  specifications,  and  other  data 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code,  other  ordinances  or 
resolutions  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  Commissioner  shall  issue  a 
new  permit.  Such  new  permit  shall  not  be  issued,  however,  until 
the  old  permit  and,  if  necessary,  approved  drawings,  specifications 
and  other  data  which  is  being  amended  by  the  new  permit  has  been 
surrendered  and  voided. 

No  permit  shall  be  amended  or  changed  unless  the  Commis- 
sioner has  received  in  writing  on  proper  form  the  request  of  the 
owner,  or  his  agent,  of  the  property  involved  to  amend  or  change 
such  permit. 

1411.  Notice  to  Adjoining  Owners.  Whenever  an  operation  or 
work  under  a  permit  requires  escavating  to  be  done  to  a  depth 
of  more  than  3  feet  within  less  than  2  feet  of  any  adjoining 
property,  or  whenever  any  operation  or  work  is  done  or  performed 
which  requires  any  party  wall  or  other  wall  which  will  in  any  way 
affect  the  adjoining  property  to  be  underpinned  or  otherwise 
altered,  repaired,  or  reconstructed,  or  whenever  any  application 
indicates  that  any  operation  or  work  to  be  performed  under  such 
permit  includes  the  installation  or  placing  of  motors,  generators  or 
other  rotating  or  reciprocating  electrical  equipment  exceeding  100 
horsepower  or  75  kilowatts,  or  engines,  printing  presses  or  any  other 
mechanical  equipment  exceeding  100  horsepower,  or  such  mechan- 
ical equipment  requires  a  prime  mover  for  more  than  100  horse- 
power to  operate  it  in  a  First  or  Second  Commercial,  or  any  Resi- 
dential and  Office  or  Residential  Use  District,  the  applicant  for 
the  permit  shall  notify  the  owners  and  occupants  of  such  adjoining 
property  in  writing  of  the  operation  or  work  that  is  proposed  to 
be  performed  or  done.  A  copy  of  such  notification,  together  with 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  that  the  notification  has 
been  received  by  the  said  owners  and  occupants  of  the  adjoining 
property,  shall  be  filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  before 
such  permit  is  issued. 
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1418.  Partial  Permits.  The  Commissioner  may,  at  his  discre- 
:ion,  issue  a  partial  permit,  after  payment  of  the  required  fee  as 
provided  in  Chapter  17,  to  proceed  with  a  specific  part  of  any 
work  or  operation. 

No  work  or  operations  authorized  by  a  partial  permit  shall  pro- 
ceed beyond  the  limitations  specified  in  such  permit. 

1623.  Inspections  Every  Two  Years  shall  be  made  of  the  exits, 
electric  wiring  and  general  maintenance  and  operating  conditions, 
in  every  public  and  private  school,  hospital,  asylum  and  infirmary 
and  of  every  exposed  tank  supported  on  a  building  or  other  struc- 
ture, towers,  signs  exceeding  100  square  feet  in  net  area  supported 
on  roofs  or  on  towers,  and  all  other  similar  exposed  structures  ex- 
ceeding 50  feet  in  height  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1624.  Annual  Inspections  shall  be  made  of  the  exits,  electric 
wiring,  and  the  general  maintenance  and  operating  conditions  in 
and  of  theatres,  moving  picture  theatres,  assembly  halls,  dance 
halls,  amusement  devices,  and  other  places  of  public  assembly  re- 
quiring a  license  permit  as  provided  in  Paragraph  1480;  and  every 
hand  elevator  and  power  dumbwaiter  having  floor  area  greater 
than  5  square  feet  or  a  capacity  greater  than  150  pounds. 

1625.  Semi-Annual  Inspections.  Every  escalator  or  power  stair- 
way, freight  elevator,  sidewalk  elevator  and  similar  equipment  for 
conveying  freight  or  material  from  one  level  or  place  to  another, 
which  has  been  registered,  shall  be  inspected  twice  each  year,  and 
no  period  of  time  longer  than  8  months  shall  elapse  between  any 
two  successive  inspections. 

1626.  Inspections  4  Times  Each  Year.  Every  registered  passenger 
elevator,  shall  be  inspected  4  times  each  year  and  no  period  of 
time  longer  than  4  months  shall  elapse  between  any  two  successive 
inspections. 

1637.  Routine  Inspections  on  Complaints.  An  inspection  shall 
be  made  of  any  building,  structure  or  premises  upon  the  receipt  of 
information  in  writing  by  the  Commissioner  that  any  provisions  of 
this  Code  are  being  violated. 
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CHAPTER   17 

FEES  AND  SERVICE  CHARGES 

SECTION  170— GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
SERVICE  CHARGES  AND  FEES 

1700.  Basis  of  Fees  and  Service  Charges  for  various  classes  of 
permits,  certificates,  inspections,  tests  and  other  services  rendered 
by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  and  set  forth  in  Chapter  17, 
is  based  upon  the  estimated  cost  to  the  City  for  services  rendered. 

1701.  Payment  of  any  and  all  Fees  or  Service  Charges  charged 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  be  made  directly 
to  the  City  Treasurer  of  Baltimore  and  payment  shall  be  made  at 
the  time  such  charges  are  due  and  owing. 

1702.  Minimum  Fees  and  Service  Charges.  Any  and  all  fees 
or  service  charges  provided  for  by  the  provisions  of  this  Code  for 
the  various  classes  of  permits,  certificates,  inspections,  tests  or  other 
services  shall  be  as  provided  in  this  Chapter,  but  in  no  case  shall 
any  fee  or  service  charge  be  less  than  $2.00.  All  fees  shall  be  rounded 
to  the  nearest  dollar. 

1703.  Duplicates  and  Additional  Permits,  Certificates  and  Ap- 
proved Plans.  Duplicate  or  additional  copies  of  documents  other 
than  plans  shall  be  issued  at  the  written  request  of  anyone  entitled 
to  receive  them  upon  payment  of  $2.00  for  each  duplicate  or  copy 
issued. 

Duplicate  or  additional  copies  of  approved  plans  shall  be  issued 
at  the  written  request  of  anyone  entitled  to  receive  them  upon  pay- 
ment of  $3.00  per  sheet,  plus  any  charge  that  may  be  involved  in 
reproducing  them. 

1704.  Fees  and  Service  Charges  not  Refundable.    No  fee  or 

other  service  charge,  or  portion  thereof,  paid  for  any  permit,  cer- 
tificate, inspection,  test  or  any  other  service  rendered,  shall  be  re- 
funded except  that  where  no  work  has  been  done,  or  any  privilege 
enjoyed  under  a  permit,  certificate,  inspection,  or  other  service,  the 
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Board  of  Estimates  may  make  a  refund  of  not  more  than  70  percent 
of  any  fee  or  service  charge  for  such  permit,  certificate,  inspection 
or  service.  However,  no  refund  shall  be  granted  on  any  fee  or 
service  charge  which  is  less  than  $5.00. 

1705.  Fees   for    Partial    Permits,    and    Extensions    of    Permits. 

Where  a  partial  permit  is  permitted  to  be  issued  in  this  Code,  a 
fee  of  $5.00  shall  be  charged  for  each  such  permit. 

Where  an  extension  of  a  permit  is  permitted  to  be  issued  in  this 
Code,  a  fee  of  $5.00  shall  be  charged  for  each  extension. 

1706.  Fees  for  Amending  Permits.  After  a  permit  has  been  issued 
and  an  amendment  for  a  revision  is  applied  for,  the  fee  or  service 
charge  shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  For  each  and  every  amendment  which  involves  work  not 
originally  applied  for  to  complete  the  entire  project,  the  fee  shall 
be  the  appropriate  fee  for  the  work  contemplated  plus  10  percent 
of  such  fee  as  a  service  charge.  The  minimum  fee  shall  be  $5.00, 
except  that  the  10  percent  shall  not  be  added  in  those  cases  where 
the  original  permit  was  applied  for  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance. 

b.  For  each  and  every  amendment,  not  within  the  scope  of  a. 
above  where  revised  plans  are  required,  the  fee  shall  be  10  percent 
of  the  original  permit  fee  with  a  minimum  of  $5.00. 

c.  For  each  and  every  amendment,  not  within  the  scope  of  a. 
above,  where  revised  plans  are  not  required,  the  fee  shall  be  $5.00. 

1707.  Fees  for  Cancellation  of  Applications.  Applications  which 
cannot  be  processed  to  result  in  legal  permit  shall  be  cancelled  by 
the  applicant.  The  fee  for  such  cancellation  shall  be  70  percent 
of  the  fee  for  the  work  described  in  the  application  unless  the  fee 
is  not  paid  within  30  days  from  the  date  of  notification  to  the 
applicant  that  a  permit  can  or  cannot  be  issued,  in  which  case  the 
full  fee  shall  be  due  and  payable. 

1708.  Fees  and  Service  Charges  of  Other  Bureaus.  The  payment 
of  a  fee  or  service  charge  as  provided  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
17  shall  not  be  taken  or  construed  to  relieve  anyone  from  paying 
any  and  all  other  fees  or  charges  that  may  be  made  by  any  depart- 
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ment,  bureau,  commission  or  other  agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 

1709.  Fallout  Shelters.  There  shall  be  no  fee  required  for  per- 
mits for  fallout  shelters  certified  by  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  when 
such  shelters  are  erected  for  use  by  occupants  of  one  or  two  family 
dwellings. 

SECTION  171— FEES  FOR  CONSTRUCTION  WORK 

1710.  Permit  Fees  For  Construction  Work. 

a.  New  buildings  and  additions:  $1.00  for  each  1000  cubic  feet 
or  fraction  of  gross  volume  as  defined  in  Section  201  plus  the  volume 
of  all  basements  and  cellars.  Minimum  $15.00  for  new  building;

k  .  Temporary  structures  as  in  Paragraph  4980 :  Each  temporary 
structure  per  each  5,000  cubic  feet  of  volume  or  portion  thereof: 
$7.00  per  year  on  an  annual  basis;  $3.00  per  month  on  a  monthly- 
basis;  $2.00  per  week  on  a  weekly  basis. 

SECTION  172— FEES  FOR  ELECTRICAL  WORK

CHAPTER  80 

GENERAL  ELECTRICAL  REGULATIONS 

SECTION  800— PURPOSE  AND  SCOPE  OF 
ELECTRICAL  REGULATIONS 

8000.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  Part  VIII  of  the  Building  Code  is  to  provide 
practical  electrical  regulations  for  the  safeguarding  of  persons  and 
property  from  electrical  hazards  arising  from  the  use  of  electricity. 

8001.  Scope 

These  electrical  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  location,  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  installation,  erection,  alteration  or  repair  of  all 
electrical  conductors,  devices,  appliances,  apparatus  or  equipment 
on,  within  or  upon  any  premises,  buildings  or  other  structures  or  in 
any  places  or  circumstances  under  which  electricity  of  all  current 
capacities,  voltages  and  frequencies  is  used  or  supplied  except  that 
these  regulations  shall  not  apply. 

a.    To  electrical  installations  or  equipment  on  ships,  in  railway 
equipment  and  in  automotive  equipment. 
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b.  To  the  special  electrical  installations  and  all  other  electric 
wiring  and  equipment  peculiar  to  a  transportation  company, 
electric  power  company,  communications  company  or  other 
public  utility  in  the  exercise  of  its  functions  as  a  utility  such  as 
shops,  stations  or  mechanically  operated  grain  elevators  and 
ore  and  coal  piers.  This  exception  also  includes  all  electrical 
wiring  and  equipment  subsequently  installed  or  altered  and 
incidental  to  such  electrical  installations  and  equipment 
peculiar  to  such  utilities. 

c.  To  research  and  testing  operations  of  scientific  and  testing 
laboratories  recognized  as  such  by  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  of  Baltimore  City. 

SECTION  801— GENERAL  ADMINISTRATIVE 
REQUIREMENTS 

8010.  General 

This  Code  shall  be  administered,  enforced  and  complied  with  in 
every  particular  as  in  the  manner  herein  set  forth. 

8011.  Administration 

The  Building  Inspection  Engineer,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Commissioner,  shall  administer  the  Electrical  Code  as  the  head  of 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 

8012.  Responsibility 

Responsibility  and  liability  of  the  owner  and  any  others  shall  be 
as  set  forth  in  Section  103  of  Part  I  of  the  Building  Code  insofar  as 
they  are  applicable.

Before  any  matter,  thing,  operation  or  work  mentioned  in,  regu- 
lated or  provided  for  by  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  electrical 
regulations  is  started  or  commenced,  an  electrical  application  shall 
be  filed  and  permit  secured  as  provided  in  Chapters  13  and  14  of 
Part  I  of  the  Code 

All  electrical  applications  shall  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the 
licensed  electrician  who  will  be  responsible  for  all  work  requested 
to  be  done  under  such  application. 
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8021.  Permits 

No  matter  or  thing,  operation  or  work  mentioned  in,  regulated  or 
provided  for  by  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  electrical  regulations 
shall  be  started  or  commenced  until  an  electrical  permit  has  been 
issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  as  provided  in  Chapter 
14  in  Part  I  of  the  Code. 

8022.  Certificates 

Electrical  certificates  shall  be  issued  as  prescribed  in  Section  156 
of  Part  I  of  the  Code. 

An  electrical  certificate  is  required  before  electric  service  may 
be  energized  in  any  building  or  other  structure. 

An  electrical  certificate  may  be  issued,  on  request  and  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  required  fee,  to  the  owner  of  any  electrical  installation 
that  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  Code. 

SECTION  804— INSPECTION  AND  TESTS  OF 
ELECTRICAL  WORK 

8040.  General 

Inspections  and  tests  of  Electrical  Work  shall  include  any  and  all 
inspections,  examinations,  tests  and  investigation  of  any  and  all 
electrical  materials,  machinery,  appliances,  accessories  or  equip- 
ment in  whole  or  in  part  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  16  in  Part  I  of  this  Code. 

8041.  Annual  Inspection 

Inspection  shall  be  made  annually  of  the  electric  wiring,  ap- 
pliances and  equipment  in  the  locations  listed  in  Paragraph  1624 
of  Part  I  of  the  Code. 

8042.  Inspection  every  four  years. 

Inspection  shall  be  made  every  four  years  of  the  electric  wiring, 
appliances,  and  equipment  in  the  locations  listed  in  Paragraph 
1621  of  Part  I  of  the  Code. 

8043.  Test  of  electrical  work. 

Any  electrical  wiring,  appliance  or  equipment  shall  be  tested  at 
any  time  such  tests  are  necessary  to  determine  whether  or  not  such 
wiring,  appliance  or  equipment  complies  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Code. 
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SECTION  805— ELECTRICAL  MATERIALS, 
EQUIPMENT  &  METHODS 

8050.  Approval  of  Electrical  Materials  and  Equipment. 

Only  such  electrical  materials,  appliances  or  equipment  as  are 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  shall  be  permitted  to  be  installed. 
The  Commissioner  shall  approve  all  materials  and  equipment  that 
are  listed  by  the  Underwriters  Laboratories,  Incorporated,  except 
such  materials,  appliances  or  equipment  as  are  not  permitted  to  be 
installed  by  other  sections  of  this  Code.  In  the  investigation  of  new 
materials,  appliances  and  equipment,  the  Commissioner  shall  give 
consideration  to  the  factors  listed  in  NEC  110.4. 

8051.  Wiring  Methods. 

Except  for  new  wiring  methods  permitted  in  accordance  with 
Paragraph  8050  only  the  wiring  methods  described  in  this  Code, 
with  the  restrictions  given  herein,  shall  be  permitted  to  be  installed. 

SECTION  806— EXISTING  ELECTRICAL  WORK 

8060.     General 

All  existing  electrical  equipment,  appliances,  wiring  and  other 
electrical  work  in  service  which  does  not  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Code  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
this  Code  or  be  put  out  of  service  and  sealed  or  removed  as  directed 
in  writing  by  the  Commissioner  if  such  electrical  equipment,  ap- 
pliances, wiring  or  other  electrical  work  or  the  location  thereof  is 
or  creates  a  menace  to  either  life  or  property. 

SECTION  807— ELECTRICAL  FEES  AND 
SERVICE  CHARGES 

8070.  Basis  for  charges. 

Electrical  fees  and  service  charges  are  based  on  the  estimated 
cost  to  the  City  for  such  services  rendered. 

8071.  Fees  for  Electrical  permits  and  certificates. 

The  fees  charged  for  electrical  permits  and  certificates  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  Section  174  and  Paragraph  1787  of  Part  I  of 
the  Code. 

8072.  Time  of  payment. 

Payment  of  electrical  permit  fees  shall  be  made  at  time  applica- 
tion is  made  and  fees  for  services  shall  be  paid  when  due  and  owing. 
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SECTION  808— ENFORCEMENT  OF  ELECTRICAL 
REGULATIONS 

8080.  Violations 

Any  and  all  acts  or  actions  which  are  contrary  to  any  of  the 
provisions  or  requirements  of,  or  any  and  all  failures  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  provisions  or  requirements  of  these  Electrical 
Regulations  or  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Building  Code 
pertaining  to  or  involving  electrical  work  as  provided  in  Chapter 
19  of  this  Code  are  violations  and  subject  to  penalties  as  provided  in 
Paragraph  8081. 

8081.  Penalties  for  Violations 

Any  and  every  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  commits  a  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Code,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $100.00 
or  sentenced  to  not  more  than  six  months  in  jail. 


CHAPTER  81 

GENERAL 

SECTION  810— DEFINITIONS 

8100.     Definitions 

The  following  definitions  apply  to  terms  used  in  Part  VIII  of 
this  Code.  In  addition  to  these,  those  given  in  NEC  Articles  100 
shall  apply. 

Authority  enforcing  this  Code.  The  Buiding  Inspection  Engineer 
of  Baltimore  City. 

Commissioner.  The  Building  Inspection  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City. 

National  Electric  Code,  or  NEC.  The  National  Electric  Code, 
1959,  NFPA  No.  70,  ASA  CI-1959,  as  published  by  the  National 
Fire  Protection  Association,  and  future  revisions  when  approved  by 
the  American  Standards  Association  and  the  Commissioner. 

Practicable,  or  impracticable.    Practicable,  or  impracticable,  in 

the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner. 
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SECTION  811— GENERAL 

8110.  General  Requirements. 

Electrical  Work  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
National  Electrical  Code,  as  denned  in  Paragraph  8100,  subject  to 
the  modifications  given  in  the  following  chapters. 

8111.  References. 

Chapters  82  through  88  of  this  Code  modify  the  requirements  of 
National  Electric  Code  Chapters  2  through  8  respectively. 

Where  a  provision  of  the  NEC  is  modified  by  this  Code,  any 
reference  in  the  NEC  to  that  provision  shall  be  understood  to  in- 
clude the  modification. 

8113.     Required  installations. 

The  electrical  installations  required  for  various  classes  of  oc- 
cupancies are  stated  in  Part  IV  of  this  Code.  These  may  include 
such  installations  as  lighting,  emergency  lighting,  and  fire  alarm 
systems. 


CHAPTER  82 

WIRING  DESIGN  AND  PROTECTION 

SECTION  821— BRANCH  CIRCUITS 

8212.     Circuits  for  Fuel  Burning  Equipment. 

For  fuel  burning  equipment,  such  as  oil  and  gas  burners  and 
stokers,  including  such  auxiliaries  as  fans,  blowers  and  pumps,  an 
individual  branch  circuit  having  disconnecting  means  on  the  line 
side  of  all  equipment  and  devices,  other  than  the  branch  circuit 
fuses,  shall  be  provided.  If  two  or  more  branch  circuits  are  pro- 
vided for  a  fuel  burning  system,  they  shall  be  supplied  through  a 
common  feeder  provided  with  a  disconnecting  means  which  will 
disconnect  all  components  of  the  system. 

SECTION  823— SERVICES 
8230.     General  Requirements. 

Services  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  NEC  Article  230 
except  as  modified  in  Paragraphs  8231  and  8232.  The  fine  print 
recommendation  of  NEC  230  -  44  shall  be  complied  with. 
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8231.    Clearances. 

Individual  open  conductors  used  as  service  entrance  conductors 
shall  maintain  the  clearances  prescribed  in  NEC  230-24  for  service 
drops. 

8232.    Number  of  Switches  Permitted. 

In  dwellings  of  six  families  or  less,  the  service  disconnecting 
means  shall  be  a  single  switch  or  circuit  breaker.  In  other  occupan- 
cies, the  service  disconnecting  means  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
6  switches  or  circuit  breakers.  This  limitation  applies  to  the  total 
number  of  switches  or  circuit  breakers,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
sets  of  service  entrance  conductors,  and  regardless  of  any  arrange- 
ment providing  for  the  opening  of  more  than  one  switch  by  one 
operation  of  the  hand,    (modifies  NEC  230-70g  and  230-75). 

SECTION  824— OVERCURRENT  PROTECTION 

8241.    Special  Conditions. 

In  locations  where  the  conditions  of  grounding  or  the  likelihood 
of  reversal  of  connection  warrants,  the  Commissioner  may  require, 
on  systems  having  a  grounded  neutral  or  one  side  grounded,  that 
the  conductors  of  2  wire  branch  circuits  shall  have  an  overcurrent 
device  in  each  conductor. 

SECTION  825— GROUNDING 

8251.  Prohibited  Grounding  Electrodes. 

Gas  piping,  and  other  metallic  piping  and  tanks  containing 
flammable  liquids,  shall  not  be  used  as  grounding  electrodes 
(modifies  NEC  250.82). 

8252.  Accessibility  of  Point  of  Connection. 

The  point  of  connection  of  a  grounding  conductor  to  a  grounding 
electrode  shall  be  accessible. 
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CHAPTER  83 

WIRING  METHODS  AND  MATERIALS 

SECTION  830-WIRING  METHODS. 
GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS 

8301.     Wiring  in  Hoistways 

Electrical  conductors  shall  not  be  installed  in  elevator  hoistways 
except  as  permitted  in  NEC  620.37. 

SECTION  832— WIRING  METHODS- 
SINGLE  CONDUCTOR  WIRING 

8320.     Open  Wiring  on  Insulators 

Open  wiring  on  insulators  may  be  used  for  temporary  wiring, 
such  as  temporary  work  for  buildings  under  construction,  tempo- 
rary wiring  for  signs  and  carnivals,  and  temporary  decorations  and 
festoon  lighting.  This  method  may  not  be  used  as  a  permanent 
wiring  method  except  in  locations  subject  to  excessive  condensation, 
locations  having  an  atmosphere  corrosive  to  the  materials  of  other 
wiring  methods,  and  similar  locations.  Open  conductors  shall  not 
be  placed  in  hoistways,  in  any  location  where  they  may  be  subjected 
to  mechanical  injury,  nor  in  hazardous  locations  as  defined  in  NEC 
Article  500. 

SECTION  833— WIRING  METHODS— CABLES 

8330.     Mineral  Insulated  Metal  Sheathed  Cable. 

Where  exposed  and  accessible,  mineral  insulated  cable  shall  be 
supported  at  intervals  no  greater  than  3  feet,  and,  if  run  across 
joists,  rafters  or  studs,  shall  be  provided  with  a  running  board, 
(modified  NEC  330.4). 

8334.     Armored  Cable. 

Armored  cable,  types  AC  and  ACT,  may  be  used  only  for  con- 
cealed wiring  and  for  exposed  wiring,  other  than  in  basements, 
located  not  less  than  8  feet  above  an  adjacent  floor,  platform, 
stairway,  landing  or  other  structure  in  ordinary  and  wood  frame 
buildings  not  over  four  stories  high,  of  dwelling,  commercial  or 
office  occupancy  or  a  combination  of  such  occupancies,  and  in 
garages  accommodating  not  more   than  three  vehicles.    Armored 
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cable  may  be  used  also  for  underplaster  extensions,  and  where  an  in- 
tegral part  of  factory-assembled  equipment,  in  lengths  not  over  five 
feet,  secured  to  the  surface  wired  over.  Armored  cable  shall  have 
lead-covered  conductors  (type  ACL)  if  used  where  exposed  to  the 
weather,  to  continuous  moisture,  or  to  oil,  gasoline  or  other 
materials  having  a  deteriorating  effect  on  the  insulation. 

8336.    Non-Metallic  Sheathed  Cable. 

Non-metallic  sheathed  cable  shall  be  of  the  type  containing  a 
grounding  conductor  and  may  be  used  for  concealed  wiring  in  the 
Fourth  Fire  Zone  only,  in  ordinary  and  wood  frame  buildings,  not 
over  four  stories  high,  of  dwelling,  commercial  or  office  occupancy 
or  a  combination  of  such  occupancies,  and  in  garages  accommodat- 
ing not  more  than  three  vehicles. 

8338.  Service  Entrance  Cable. 

Service  entrance  cable,  armored  or  unarmored,  may  be  used  for 
interior  wiring  in  only  such  locations  where  the  use  of  armored 
cable  or  non-metallic  sheathed  cable,  respectively,  is  permitted. 

8339.  Underground  Feeder  and  Branch  Circuit  Cable. 

Underground  feeder  and  branch  circuit  cable  may  be  used  for 
interior  wiring  in  only  such  locations  where  the  use  of  non-metallic 
sheathed  cable  is  permitted. 

SECTION  834— SURFACE  EXTENSIONS 

8342.     Non-Metallic  Surface  Extensions 

The  installation  of  non-metallic  surface  extensions  may  be  made 
only  by  special  permission  of  the  Commissioner. 

SECTION  835— MULTI-OUTLET  ASSEMBLY 

8353.     Multi-Outlet  Assembly. 

Multi-outlet  assembly  of  non-metallic  construction  may  be  in- 
stalled only  by  special  permission  of  the  Commissioner. 

SECTION  836— WIREWAYS 

8362.    Wireways. 

Wireways  shall  not  be  installed  in  hoistways. 
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SECTION  838— SWITCHES,  SWITCHBOARDS  AND 
PANELBOARDS 

8380.     Switches  and  Circuit  Breakers 

Switches  and  circuit  breakers  shall  be  installed  where  they  will 
be  readily  accessible  (modified  NEC  380.8). 


CHAPTER  84 

EQUIPMENT  FOR  GENERAL  USE 

SECTION  843— MOTORS  AND  CONTROLLERS 

8431.  Motor  Running  Overcurrent  Protection 

Replace  fine-print  note  under  Table  430-37  with: 

Three  running  overcurrent  units  shall  be  used  where  three-phase 
motors  are  installed  in  isolated,  inaccessible,  or  unattended  loca- 
tions, unless  the  motor  is  protected  by  other  approved  means. 

8432.  Fuseholder  Size. 

Where  the  Commissioner  is  satisfied  that  the  conditions  of  main- 
tenance and  supervision  provide  that  appropriate  fuses  for  the 
starting  characteristics  of  the  motor  will  be  continually  available, 
fuseholders  of  smaller  size  then  specified  by  NEC  Table  430-146 
may  be  used  (modifies  NEC  430-56  and  430-90). 

8433.  Fuel  Burning  Equipment. 

Fuel  burning  equipment  and  auxiliaries  shall  be  provided  with 
disconnecting  means  as  prescribed  in  Paragraph  8212  (modifies 
NEC  430-101). 

8434.  Controller  Location. 

A  motor  and  its  driven  machinery  shall  be  within  sight  from  the 
controller  location  unless  one  of  the  following  conditions  is  complied 
with: 

a.  Special  permission  is  given  by  the  Commissioner. 

b.  A  manually-operable  switch,  which  will  prevent  the  starting 
of  the  motor,  is  placed  within  sight  from  the  motor  location. 
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This  switch  may  be  placed  in  the  control  circuit  of   the 
magnetic  controller. 

c.    As  otherwise  specified  in  NEC  500-517,  inclusive   (modifies 
NEC  430.86). 

8435.     Omission  of  Grounding. 

Grounding  of  the  frame  of  a  stationary  motor  may  be  omitted  by 
special  permission  of  the  Commissioner  if  none  of  the  conditions 
listed  in  NEC  430-142  exist. 


SECTION  845— TRANSFORMERS  AND 
TRANSFORMER  VAULTS 

(including  secondary  ties) 

8451.  Fuses. 

Potential  transformers  shall  be  protected  by  primary  fuses.  The 
fuse  rating  shall  not  exceed  10  amperes  for  circuits  of  600  volts  or 
less,  and  3  amperes  for  circuits  of  more  than  600  volts.  A  resistor 
shall  be  connected  in  series  with  high  tension  fuses  when  necessary 
to  limit  the  possible  short  circuit  current  to  a  value  within  the  inter- 
rupting capacity  of  the  fuse  (modifies  NEC  450-3c). 

8452.  Omission  of  Fuses. 

Transformers  having  inherent  current  limiting  characteristics 
are  considered  to  be  protected  by  the  branch  circuit  overcurrent 
devices  under  either  of  the  following  conditions: 

1 .  Where  the  transformer  operates  as  part  of  combustion  heat- 
ing equipment  which  is  also  equipped  with  other  safety  controls. 

2.  Where  the  transformer  and  its  entire  secondary  circuit  are 
enclosed  within  an  appliance  of  which  they  are  an  integral  part. 

(Added  to  NEC  450-3). 

8453.  Transformer  Vaults. 

Except  for  dry-type  transformer  installations,  vaults  containing 
more  than  100  KVA  transformer  capacity  shall  be  provided  with  a 
drain  or  other  means  which  will  carry  off  any  accumulation  of  oil 
and  water  in  the  vault.  The  floor  shall  be  pitched  to  the  drain 
(modifies  NEC  450-46). 
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CHAPTER  85 

SPECIAL  OCCUPANCIES 

SECTION  852— THEATRES  AND  ASSEMBLY  HALLS 

8520.  Scope 

The  requirements  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  all  buildings  or 
parts  of  buildings  defined  as  Public  Assembly  Buildings  by  Para- 
graph 4100  of  Part  IV  of  this  Code. 

8521.  General  Requirements. 

The  electrical  installations  of  theatres  and  assembly  halls  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  NEC  Article  520.  Only  such  wiring 
methods  may  be  used  as  are  permitted  by  both  Chapter  83  and 
NEC  520-4. 

8522.  Required  Installations. 

The  electrical  installations  required  for  Public  Assembly  build- 
ings are  stated  in  Section  417  of  Part  IV  of  this  Code.  These 
include  lighting,  emergency  lighting,  and  fire  alarm  systems.  The 
requirement  for  illuminated  exit  signs  is  given  in  Paragraph  4159 
of  Part  IV. 


CHAPTER  86 

SPECIAL  EQUIPMENT 

SECTION  860— ELECTRIC  SIGNS  AND 
OUTLINE  LIGHTING 

8602.     Switch  Location 

Where  a  sign  is  supported  on  the  outside  of  a  building,  the  switch 
required  by  NEC  600-2  shall  be  mounted  adjacent  to  the  sign  on  the 
outside  of  the  building. 
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CHAPTER  87 

SPECIAL  CONDITIONS 

SECTION  870— EMERGENCY  SYSTEMS 

8700.    Scope 

The  provision  of  this  Section  apply  to  the  installation,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  circuits,  systems  and  equipment  intended  to 
supply  illumination  and  power  in  the  event  of  failure  of  the  normal 
supply  or  in  the  event  of  accident  to  elements  of  a  system  supplying 
power  and  illumination  essential  for  safety  to  life  and  property, 
where  such  systems  are  required  by  Part  IV  of  this  Code. 

The  requirements  of  this  Section  do  not  apply  to  emergency 
systems  installed  when  not  required  by  Part  IV. 

8702.    Source  of  Power. 

The  source  of  power  for  an  emergency  system  shall  be  one  of  those 
described  in  NEC  700.6,  except  that  the  connection  described  in 
NEC  700.10  may  only  be  used  where  the  system  is  supplied  from 
an  underground  distribution  system  supplied  from  underground 
transformers. 

SECTION  873— OUTSIDE  BRANCH  CIRCUITS 
AND  FEEDERS 

8730.    Scope. 

This  Section  applies  to  electrical  equipment  or  wiring  located  on 
private  or  public  premises,  attached  to  the  outside  of  or  run 
between  buildings  or  structures,  except  for  such  installations  as  are 
excluded  by  Paragraph  8001. 

8733.    Temporary  Outdoor  Wiring 

The  following  special  provisions  shall  apply  to  temporary  out- 
door wiring  for  carnivals,  outdoor  assemblies  and  the  like: 

1.  Conductors.  All  conductors  used  in  areas  where  the  public 
has  access  shall  be  elevated  to  a  height  of  ten  feet  at  the  lowest 
point  of  spans,  or  shall  be  buried  to  a  depth  of  at  least  six  inches. 
Conductors  shall  be  of  a  type  approved  for  the  purpose. 

2.  Junction  Boxes.  Taps  and  connections  made  within  eight 
feet  of  the  ground  shall  be  made  in  junction  boxes  which  shall 
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be  capable  of  being  locked  and  shall  be  kept  locked  at  all  times 
when  the  public  is  on  the  grounds.  If  junction  boxs  are  of  metal 
they  shall  be  grounded. 

3.  Switches.  Switches  for  control  of  individual  shows,  tents, 
booths,  and  similar  structures  shall  be  of  the  totally  enclosed 
type  and  be  externally  operable.  Switches  shall  be  located  inside 
of  tents,  booths,  and  similar  structures  and  such  switches  shall 
be  mounted  six  feet  above  the  floor  or  grade. 

4.  Equipment  Grounding.  All  rides,  amusements,  booths, 
truck  bodies,  refrigeration  or  heating  equipment  employing 
electricity  for  power  or  lighting  shall  have  all  metal  parts  ade- 
quately grounded  by  one  of  the  standard  forms  of  made  elec- 
trodes. 

5.  Location  of  Equipment.  Rides  such  as  ferris  wheels,  loop- 
a-planes  or  other  high  equipment,  shall  be  not  closer  than  eight 
feet  to  any  overhead  wiring,  either  high  tension  or  secondary,  at 
any  point  of  their  operation.  Transformer  or  generator  wagons 
and  other  such  equipment  shall  be  so  located  and  guarded  as  to 
keep  the  public  safely  away  from  them. 

6.  Electric  Lamps.  Electrical  fixtures  shall  be  so  installed 
that  lamps  are  kept  at  least  eight  inches  away  from  tent  canvas 
or  other  combustible  materials. 

7.  Operation.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  management 
of  the  show  to  examine  and  keep  electrical  installation  in  safe 
repair  before  the  public  is  admitted  to  the  grounds. 


CHAPTER  88 

COMMUNICATION  SYSTEMS 

SECTION  880— COMMUNICATION  CIRCUITS 

8800.     Scope  and  Requirements 

This  Section  applies  to  communication  circuits  and  equipment 
as  described  in  NEC  800-1.  Except  as  noted  in  this  Section,  the 
installation  of  such  circuits  and  equipment  shall  conform  to  the 
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requirements  of  NEC  Article  800.  Fire  alarm  systems  required  by 
Part  IV  of  this  Code  shall  also  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
Section  882. 

8801.    Grounding 

Grounding  of  communication  equipment  shall  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  NEC  800-31,  except  that  gas  piping  shall  not  be 
used  as  a  grounding  electrode. 

SECTION  882— REQUIRED  FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEMS 

8820.  Scope 

The  requirements  of  this  Section  apply  to  such  fire  alarm  systems 
as  are  required  to  be  installed  by  Part  IV  of  this  Code.  These 
requirements  are  in  addition  to  those  of  Section  880.  Fire  alarm 
systems  which  are  not  required  by  Part  IV  need  not  conform  to 
these  requirements,  but,  if  they  do  not,  they  shall  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  NEC  720  and  725. 

8821.  Classification 

Required  fire  alarm  systems  are  classified  as  Class  I  and  Class  II. 

A.  Class  I  Systems.  Class  I  fire  alarm  systems  are  closed  circuit 
systems  provided  with  single  stroke  gongs  and  with  supervisory 
equipment  as  described  in  Paragraph  8822.  Class  I  systems  may 
be  coded  or  non-coded. 

1.  Non-coded  systems.  In  a  non-coded  system  the  signal, 
initiated  from  any  station,  shall  consist  of  four  rounds,  each  of 
three  groups  of  four  strokes. 

2.  Coded  systems.  In  a  coded  system  the  signal  shall  indicate 
the  station  which  initiated  it.  The  signal  shall  be  given  four 
times.  Coded  systems  may  have  presignal  features  or  silent  alarm 
features,  as  follows: 


a.  Pre-Signal  Features.  Where  the  pre-signal  feature  is  re- 
quired the  coded  signal  shall  be  sounded  only  in  the  location 
designated  in  Part  IV  of  this  Code.  Provision  shall  be  made 
so  that  authorized  persons  may  send  subsequent  signals  to  sound 
a  general  alarm. 

b.  Silent  Alarms.  Where  a  silent  alarm  is  required  a  coded 
signal  shall  be  given  on  sounding  devices  of  a  type  and  size 
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approved  by  the  Commissioner  in  only   those  locations  des- 
ignated in  Part  IV. 

B.  Glass  II  Systems.  Class  II  fire  alarm  systems  are  open  circuit 
systems  provided  with  vibrating  gongs,  all  of  which  ring  con- 
tinuously when  any  sending  station  is  operated. 

8822.  Supervision. 

A.  Class  I  Fire  Alarm  systems  shall  operate  under  constant 
electrical  supervision  of  all  sounding  devices,  sending  stations, 
relays,  circuits,  main  power  supply  and  derangement  signal  power 
supply.  The  supervision  shall  be  such  that  a  short  or  open  circuit 
in  any  device  or  circuit  or  a  drop  in  voltage  of  more  than  10  per 
cent  of  either  power  supply  will  cause  the  sounding  of  a  derange- 
ment signal. 

Derangement  signaling  devices  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  sound 
continuously  except  that  silencing  switches  may  be  provided  if, 
upon  the  operation  of  the  switch,  the  derangement  signal  is  posi- 
tively and  automatically  transferred  to  either  a  lamp  or  buzzer 
signal  located  in  the  quarters  of  some  person  in  authority,  and  if, 
when  the  trouble  is  cleared,  the  signal  will  again  sound  continuously 
until  the  silencing  switch  is  returned  to  its  normal  position.  De- 
rangements signals  shall  be  located  where  they  will  be  heard  by 
persons  in  authority. 

B.  Supervision  is  not  required  for  Class  II  systems. 

8823.  Power  Supply 

a.  The  main  power  supply  for  Class  I  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be 
taken  from  the  general  supply  to  the  premises  or  from  storage 
batteries.  Where  the  general  supply  is  used,  either  directly  or 
through  transformers  or  rectifiers,  the  connection  shall  be  made 
between  the  meter  and  the  nearest  switch  or  fuse.  The  fire  alarm 
circuit  shall  have  separate  fuses  which  shall  be  labeled  "Fire  Alarm 
Fuses." 

Where  storage  batteries  are  used,  they  shall  be  of  the  lead-plate 
sealed  glass-jar  type  or  of  the  alkaline  type  specially  designed  for 
such  purpose;  automobile  batteries  shall  not  be  used.  Adequate 
charging  facilities  shall  be  provided  to  maintain  the  batteries  fully 
charged  at  all  times. 
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The  source  of  power  for  the  derangement  signals  shall  be  either 
primary  or  storage  batteries.  Where  lead-plate  storage  batteries  are 
used,  they  shall  be  of  the  type  previously  described. 

b.  The  power  supply  for  Class  II  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be 
taken  from  the  general  supply  to  the  premises,  either  directly  or 
through  transformers.  The  connection  shall  be  made  between  the 
meter  and  the  nearest  switch  or  fuse.  The  fire  alarm  circuit  shall 
have  separate  fuses  which  shall  be  labeled  "Fire  Alarm  Fuses". 


8824.    Sending  Stations. 

Sending  stations  for  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be  so  constructed 
and  housed  that  dirt,  moisture,  vermin,  or  similar  obstructions 
will  not  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the  mechanism.  They 
shall  be  mounted  with  the  lower  edge  of  the  box  not  less  than  4  feet 
6  inches  nor  more  than  6  feet  above  the  floor.  Sending  stations 
shall  be  conspicuously  located,  readily  accessible,  and  in  the  natural 
path  of  escape  from  fire.  A  sufficient  number  of  stations  shall  be 
installed  so  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  travel  more  than  100 
feet  to  reach  a  station.  There  shall  be  at  least  one  station  on  each 
floor. 

When  the  break-glass  type  of  sending  stations  are  used,  they 
shall  be  provided  with  glass-breaking  devices  fastened  directly  to 
the  stations.  The  use  of  chains  for  the  required  fastenings  is 
prohibited. 

All  sending  stations  shall  be  finished  in  a  bright  red  and  shall 
have  directions  for  operating  in  raised  letters  cast  integral  with  the 
housing.   The  lettering  shall  be  finished  with  a  contrasting  color. 

Coded  sending  stations  shall  be  either  of  the  enclosed  pull-lever 
or  the  break-glass-pull-lever  type  having  the  code  number  of  the  sta- 
tion plainly  marked  on  a  metal  plate  permanently  secured  to  the 
front  of  the  station.  They  shall  send  not  less  than  four  rounds  of  a 
definite  code  of  signals  to  indicate  the  station  from  which  the  alarm 
is  sent.  The  mechanism  shall  be  so  designed  that  when  once  started 
the  proper  transmission  of  a  complete  set  of  signals  cannot  be  in- 
terfered with  by  again  manipulating  the  starting  device  of  that 
station.  Non-interference  stations  may  also  be  used. 

Sending  stations  of  the  prewound  type  are  prohibited. 
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8825.  Sounding  Devices 

Sounding  devices  for  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be  so  constructed 
and  housed  that  dirt,  moisture,  vermin,  or  similar  obstructions  will 
not  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the  mechanism.  They  shall  be 
mounted  at  least  8  feet  above  the  floor  where  ceiling  heights  will 
permit  and  in  other  cases  as  near  the  ceiling  as  possible.  They  shall 
be  located  centrally  according  to  the  area  served  and  shall  be 
spaced  not  more  than  200  feet  apart.  There  shall  be  at  least  one 
sounding  device  on  each  floor  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
Commissioner.  Where  necessary,  sounding  devices  shall  be  ade- 
quately protected  from  mechanical  injury. 

Not  more  than  10  sounding  devices  shall  be  connected  on  any  one 
circuit. 

Fire  alarm  sounding  devices  shall  have  a  sound  distinctive  in 
pitch  and  quality  from  all  other  sounding  devices  used  in  the  same 
area. 

On  Class  I  systems,  sounding  devices  for  giving  a  general  alarm 
shall  be  single  stroke  gongs  at  least  10  inches  in  diameter:  where 
conditions  of  occupancy  are  such  that  gongs  are  not  readily  heard, 
sirens  or  howlers  may  be  used.  Only  one  type  of  sounding  device 
shall  be  used  in  a  single  floor  or  isolated  sound  area.  Electro- 
mechanical gongs  shall  not  be  used.  Sounding  devices  for  pre- 
signal  or  silent  alarms  shall  be  of  a  type  and  size  approved  by  the 
Commissioner. 

On  Class  II  systems,  sounding  devices  shall  be  vibrating  gongs 
not  less  than  6  inches  in  diameter,  and  of  a  type  without  make- 
and-break  contacts. 

8826.  Wiring 

Conductors  for  required  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be  not  smaller 
than  No.  14.  They  shall  be  insulated  for  not  less  than  300  volts,  and 
shall  be  of  a  tvpe  suitable  for  the  application  as  shown  in  NEC 
310-2. 

Conductors  for  required  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be  kept  entirely 
independent  of  all  other  wiring  and  equipment,  shall  not  enter  the 
same  raceway,  box,  cabinet,  or  other  enclosure  with  other  wiring, 
and  shall  not  connect  to  any  lamps,  appliances,  or  apparatus  not 
essential  to  nor  a  part  of  the  fire  alarm  equipment. 
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Conductors  for  required  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be  installed  in 
rigid  or  flexible  metal  conduit,  electrical  metallic  tubing  or  surface 
metal  raceway,  or  in  armored  cable  or  non-metallic  sheathed  cable 
in  locations  where  these  wiring  methods  are  permitted. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained  that  this  Ordinance  shall 
shall  take  effect  from  the  first  day  of  June,  1962.

the  ordinance  which  makes  a  one-way  street  of 
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Arlington  Avenue  from  Pratt  Street  to  Lombard 
Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  94  (27a)  of 
Article  38  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion) ,  title  "Traffic  Regulations",  sub-title  "One-Way 
Streets",  as  said  section  was  ordained  by  Ordinance 
No.  1532,  approved  June  25, 1958,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Article,  as  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  711, 
approved  May  21, 1953  and  by  Ordinance  No.  940, 
approved  July  28,  1961,  and  Section  31  of  said 
Article,  as  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  711, 
approved  May  21,  1953,  by  Ordinance  No. 
1288,  approved  December  14,  1954,  and  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  943,  approved  October  9,  1961 ;  and  to 
repeal  Section  13  of  said  Article,  as  last  amended

1960,  and  to  ordain  in  lieu  thereof  a  new  Section

relating  generally  to  non-conforming  uses  of  land, 
buildings,  structures  or  premises,  non-complying 
lots  and  non-complying  buildings,  structures  and 
densities. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  4  of  Article  40 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Zoning",  as  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  711, 
approved  May  21,  1953,  and  by  Ordinance  No.  1286, 
approved  December  14,  1954,  Sections  14,  32  and  43 
of  said  Article,  as  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No. 
711,  approved  May  21,  1953,  and  by  Ordinance  No. 
940,  approved  July  28,  1961,  and  Section  31  of  said 
Article,  as  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  711,  ap- 
proved May  21,  1953,  by  Ordinance  No.  1288, 
approved  December  14,  1 954,  and  by  Ordinance  No. 
943,  approved  October  9,  1961,  be  and  they  are  here- 
by repealed  and  re-ordained,  with  amendments,  to 
read  as  follows: 

4.  Industrial  Use  Districts.  In  an  Industrial 
Use  District,  no  use  of  land  or  building  shall  be  ex- 
cluded, except  that 

(a)  no  land  or  building  shall  be  used; 

(b)  no  building  shall  be  constructed  which  is  ar- 
ranged, intended  or  designed  to  be  used ; 

(c)  no  building  shall  be  extended  where  such  ex- 
tension is  arranged,  intended  or  designed  to 
be  used ; 

(d)  no  building  shall  be  altered  where  such  alter- 
ation is  arranged,  intended  or  designed  to 
change  any  use  into  a  use,  for  — 
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1.  Abattoir 

2.  Ammonia  manufacture 

3.  Animal  or  fish  glue,  gelatine  or  size  manu- 
facture 

4.  Bag-cleaning  establishment 

5.  Boiler  making  or  works 

6.  Chlorine,  or  hydrochloric,  nitric,  picric, 
sulphuric  or  sulphurous  acid  manufacture 

7.  Distillation  of  coal,  wood,  bones  or  tar 

8.  Distillation  of  spirits  of  turpentine  or 
varnish 

9.  Emery  cloth  manufacture 

10.  Fertilizer  manufacture  or  storage,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  storage  and  re- 
tail sale  of  fertilizer  in  sealed  packages 
shall  not  be  excluded  by  this  sub-section 

11.  Fireworks  or  explosive  manufacture  or 
storage 

12.  Grinding,  cooking,  boiling,  rendering  or 
storing  of  slaughter  house  refuse  or 
animal  refuse  or  rancid  fats  or  refuse 
dead  animals 

13.  Hair  factory 

14.  Junk  (scrap  paper,  metals,  bottles,  rags, 
rubber)  yard  or  shop  for  purchase,  sale, 
handling,  bailing  or  storage 

15.  Lime  kiln 

16.  Manufacture  or  refining  of  petroleum,  or 
asphalt,  or  any  of  their  products 
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17.  Plastic    pyroxylene,    including    celluloid, 
manufacture 

18.  Poudrette  works 

19.  Pulverizing  charcoal  or  coal 

20.  Raw   hides   or   skin   storage,   curing   or 
tanning 

21.  Sash  weight  foundry 

22.  Sewage  disposal  plant 

23.  Slaughtering  of  animals 

24.  Smelting  of  iron,  copper,  tin,  lead  or  zinc 
ores  (except  by  electrical  process) 

25.  Soap  manufacturing  which  renders  grease 
or  fats 

26.  Stock  yards 

27.  Tannery 

28.  Tetra-ethyl    lead    precipitate    or    liquid 
manufacture 

29.  Vinegar  manufacture 

30.  Wool  pulling 

unless  by  authority  of  an  ordinance.  Such  authority 
may  be  granted  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  industrial  use  districts  only. 
If  a  use  for  which  an  ordinance  is  required  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  is  changed  to  a  use  for 
which  no  ordinance  is  required  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  it  may  not  thereafter  be  changed  to 
a  use  for  which  an  ordinance  is  required  without 
such  an  ordinance. 

14.  Use  District  Special  Exceptions.  The 
Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  may,  after 
public  notice  and  hearing,  in  its  discretion  in  a  spe- 
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cine  case,  and  subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions, 
guides  and  standards  set  forth  in  Section  35  (j), 
permit,  where  otherwise  excluded  or  limited,  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  two  years,  in  undeveloped  sec- 
tions of  the  city,  temporary  structures  and  uses  in 
contravention  of  the  regulations  prescribed  for  the 
use  district  in  which  such  structures  or  uses  are 
proposed. 

31.  General  Area  Regulations  and  Exceptions. 
The  following  general  area  regulations  and  excep- 
tions shall  apply: 

A.  In  computing  the  percentage  of  area  of  lot  oc- 
cupied by  a  building,  the  area  of  the  horizontal  pro- 
jection of  the  entire  building  shall  be  used,  except 
that  the  area  of  those  portions  of  a  building,  which, 
by  Sub-sections  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  I  and  M  of  this 
Section  31  are  permitted  to  project  into  yards,  shall 
not  be  used  and  except  as  provided  in  Sub-section 
I  of  Section  25. 

B.  Garages  and  accessory  buildings  may  be  con- 
structed in  rear  yards  provided  that  not  more  than 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  area  of  a  rear  yard  (computed 
by  multiplying  the  depth  of  the  required  rear  yard 
by  the  width  of  the  rear  yard)  is  occupied  by  such 
garages  and  accessory  buildings,  and  the  area  of 
the  lot  that  may  be  occupied,  in  the  aggregate,  by 
a  building  and  garages  and  accessory  buildings, 
shall  be  increased  by  ten  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the 
lot  in  addition  to  the  maximum  percentage  of  area 
of  lot  which  may  be  occupied  by  buildings,  as  set 
forth  in  the  table  in  Section  24,  and  further  provided 
that  the  height  of  such  garages  and  accessory  build- 
ings shall  not  exceed  fifteen  feet,  measured  from  the 
ground  floor  of  such  buildings.  In  E  and  F  Area 
Districts  garages  and  accessory  buildings  hereafter 
constructed  shall  be  set  back  not  less  than  ten  feet 
from  all  street  lines. 
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C.  Chimneys  and  flues  may  be  erected  within  a 
rear  yard,  provided  they  do  not  exceed  an  area  of 
ten  square  feet,  in  the  aggregate,  and  do  not  obstruct 
ventilation. 

D.  A  fireproof  outside  stairway  or  solid  floored 
balcony  or  a  fire  tower  may  project  not  more  than 
six  feet  into  a  rear  yard,  and  an  open  or  lattice  en- 
closed iron  fire  escape  may  project  not  more  than 
eight  feet  into  a  rear  yard. 

E.  Ordinary  window  sills,  belt  courses,  eaves, 
cornices,  and  other  ornamental  features  may  project 
into  any  yard.  Fallout  shelter  hatches  not  projecting 
more  than  eighteen  inches  above  grade  and  fallout- 
shelter  air  vents  and  filters  not  projecting  more  than 
six  feet  above  grade  shall  be  permitted  in  any  re- 
quired yard. 

F.  Ornamental  fences  and  walls  shall  be  permitted 
in  all  area  districts  provided  the  height  of  such 
fences  and  walls  shall  not  exceed  three  and  one-half 
feet.  An  ornamental  light  post  not  over  six  feet  in 
height  measured  from  the  ground  level,  and  not 
nearer  than  five  feet  to  the  front  lot  line  and 
equipped  with  a  lamp  of  not  over  one  hundred  watts 
capacity,  shall  be  permitted  in  all  area  districts. 

G.  In  A,  B,  C,  D  and  D-9  Area  Districts,  an  unen- 
closed porch  not  more  than  one  story  in  height  may 
project  not  more  than  eight  feet  into  the  front  yard, 
and  an  enclosed  porch  not  more  than  one  story  in 
height  may  project  not  more  than  eight  feet  into  the 
front  yard,  if  it  is  at  least  three  feet  from  each  side 
line  of  the  lot. 

H.  In  D-Restricted,  E  and  F  Area  Districts,  en- 
closed or  unenclosed  porches  not  more  than  one 
story  in  height  may  project  not  more  than  ten  feet 
into  the  front  yard. 
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I.  In  all  area  districts  an  unenclosed  porch  may 
project  not  more  than  six  feet  into  a  rear  yard, 
steps  for  entrance  to  a  building  may  project  into  any 
yard,  and  a  chimney,  oriel  or  bay  may  project  not 
more  than  three  feet  into  any  yard. 

J.  Notwithstanding  other  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance pertaining  to  the  number  of  families  per  acre, 
a  building  may  be  constructed  for  and  occupied  by 
one  family  on  a  lot,  the  separate  identity  of  which 
was  determined  on  March  30,  1931. 

K.  Notwithstanding  other  area  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  a  garage  for  not  more  than  one  vehicle 
and  not  more  than  240  square  feet  in  area,  may  be 
constructed  in  the  rear  yard  on  any  lot  on  which 
there  is  a  building,  but  not  a  garage,  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

L.  In  determining  the  number  of  families  which 
may  be  housed  on  a  lot  or  tract  of  land  under 
Sub-section  A  of  Section  25  and  in  determining 
whether  or  not  a  tract  of  land  contains  five  acres 
under  Sub-section  N  of  Section  25,  the  area  of  land 
designated  on  an  approved  sub-division  plat  or 
builder's  location  plat  and  thereby  or  thereafter 
given  or  dedicated  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  by  the  owner,  for  the  purpose  of  widening 
a  street  or  alley  abutting  the  lot  or  tract  involved, 
shall  be  included  in  the  area  of  such  lot  or  tract  of 
land. 

M.  In  addition  to  fallout  shelters  permitted  as 
accessory  buildings  under  Sub-section  B  of  this 
Section  31  or  permitted  as  principal  buildings  or 
as  portions  thereof,  a  fallout  shelter  of  fireproof 
construction  may  be  constructed  in  or  may  project 
into  any  required  yard  provided  that  any  above- 
grade  portion  of  a  shelter  constructed  under  this 
provision,  except  a  hatch,  air  vent  or  filter,  is  situ- 
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ated  entirely  beneath  a  porch  as  permitted  under 
Sub-sections  G,  H  or  I  of  this  section  and  pro- 
vided that  no  portion  of  any  fallout  shelter  con- 
structed under  this  provision,  whether  above  or 
below  grade,  shall  be  situated  within  three  feet  of 
any  property  line.  Any  fallout  shelter  permitted 
under  this  Sub-section  M  shall  be  designed  for 
full-time  habitation  by  human  beings  for  temporary 
periods  and  shall  be  constructed  and  furnished  in 
accordance  with  the  standards  recommended  by 
the  United  States  Office  of  Civil  and  Defense 
Mobilization  and  the  Civil  Defense  Organization  of 
Baltimore  City.  Such  fallout  shelter  shall  not  be 
used  in  any  part  for  permanent  living  quarters 
during  periods  when  radio-active  fallout  has  not 
reached  hazardous  levels. 

32.  Special  Area  Exceptions.  The  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  may,  after  public 
notice  and  hearing,  in  its  discretion,  in  a  specific 
case,  and  subject  to  the  provisions,  guides  and 
standards  set  forth  in  Section  35  (j),  and  provided 
front,  side,  rear  yard,  percentage  of  lot  requirements 
and  the  requirements  of  Sub-section  25B  are  com- 
plied with,  permit: 

(a)  In  E  and  F  Area  Districts,  which  are  in  one 
and  one-half  times  height  districts,  an  apartment 
house  with  the  maximum  number  of  families  per- 
mitted in  a  C  Area  District; 

(b)  In  an  E  Area  District,  which  is  in  a  forty- 
foot  height  district,  an  apartment  house,  not  exceed- 
ing four  stories  in  height,  to  house  not  more  than 
forty  families  per  acre,  and  provided  that  any  such 
apartment  house  shall  be  so  situated  as  to  be  not 
less  than  fifty  feet  from  any  line  of  the  lot  on  which 
it  is  proposed  to  be  constructed ; 

(c)  In  an  F  Area  District,  which  is  in  a  forty- 
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foot  height  district,  an  apartment  house,  not  ex- 
ceeding five  stories  in  height,  to  house  not  more 
than  sixteen  families  per  acre,  and  provided  that  any 
such  apartment  house  shall  be  so  situated  as  to  be 
not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  from  any  line  of  the 
lot  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  constructed. 

In  passing  upon  applications  for  permits  under 
this  Section,  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning 
Appeals  shall  give  consideration  to  items  (a)  to  (m) , 
inclusive,  of  Section  22. 

43.  Restoration  of  Buildings.  Nothing  in  this 
ordinance  shall  prevent  the  restoration  of  any  part 
of  a  building  declared  unsafe  by  the  Zoning  Com- 
missioner or  by  a  Board  of  Survey. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Section 
13  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  "Zoning",  as  last  amended  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  711,  approved  May  21,  1953,  and  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  465,  approved  November  22,  1960,  be  and 
it  is  hereby  repealed,  and  there  is  hereby  ordained 
in  lieu  thereof  a  new  Section  13  to  stand  in  place 
of  the  section  so  repealed,  to  read  as  follows : 

13.    NON-CONFORMANCE. 

A.  Statement  of  Purpose  and  Intent.  This 
zoning  ordinance  divides  the  city  into  separate  dis- 
tricts, each  of  which  is  an  appropriate  area  for  the 
location  of  uses,  buildings  and  structures  permitted 
therein.  It  is  necessary  and  consistent  with  the 
establishment  of  these  districts  that  all  uses,  build- 
ings and  structures  incompatible  with  permitted 
uses,  buildings  or  structures  be  regulated  strictly 
and  permitted  only  under  rigid  controls.  Therefore, 
it  is  the  purpose  of  this  Section  to  provide  for  the 
strict  regulation  of  all  types  of  non-conformities 
existing  in  the  various  districts. 
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It  is  herein  the  intent  that,  except  in  certain  rare 
instances  where  because  of  peculiar  and  unusual 
circumstances  a  neighborhood  or  its  potential  re- 
habilitation would  not  be  adversely  affected,  non- 
conformities shall  not  be  extended,  expanded,  en- 
larged upon,  nor  be  used  as  grounds  for  adding 
other  buildings,  structures  or  uses  prohibited  else- 
where in  the  same  district.  A  non-conforming  use 
of  land,  a  non-conforming  use  of  a  building  or  a 
structure,  or  a  non-conforming  use  of  a  building  or 
structure  and  land  shall  not  be  extended  or  en- 
larged after  passage  of  this  ordinance  by  attach- 
ment of  additional  signs  or  other  advertising  de- 
vices to  a  building  or  structure,  or  the  placement  of 
additional  signs  or  display  devices  on  the  land  out- 
side the  building,  or  by  the  addition  of  other  uses, 
if  such  additions  are  of  a  nature  which  would  be 
prohibited  generally  in  the  district  involved. 

Since  non-conformities  substantially  and  adversely 
affect  the  orderly  development,  maintenance  and 
taxable  value  of  other  property  in  the  district,  a 
time  limit  or  tolerance  period  has  been  placed  upon 
the  continuance  of  certain  non-conformities  hav- 
ing serious  blighting  effects  on  adjacent  uses.  In 
such  cases,  the  adoption  of  a  reasonable  amortiza- 
tion program  permits  the  owner  gradually  to  make 
his  plans  during  a  period  when  he  is  allowed  to  con- 
tinue the  use  of  his  property,  thereby  minimizing 
his  loss,  while  at  the  same  time  assuring  the  public 
that  the  district  in  which  the  non-conformity  exists 
will  eventually  benefit  from  a  substantial  uniformity 
of  permitted  uses. 

B.  Definitions.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Ar- 
ticle, with  particular  reference  to  this  section, 
certain  words  are  defined  as  follows,  unless  the 
contrary  clearly  appears  from  the  context:

1.  Non-conforming  Use.  A  "non-conforming 
use"  is  any  legally  existing  use  of  land,  buildings  or 
structures  that  does  not  comply  with  the  regulations 
for  the  use  district  in  which  it  is  established. 

2.  Structural  Alteration.  A  "structural  altera- 
tion" is  any  change  in  the  permanent  physical  mem- 
bers of  a  building  or  structure,  such  as  bearing 
walls,  partitions,  columns,  joists,  rafters,  beams  or 
girders. 

C.  Authority  To  Continue.  Any  non-conform- 
ing use,  building  or  structure,  or  any  non-complying 
building  or  structure,  may  be  continued,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  section. 

D.  Non-conforming  Uses  of  Land.  (Class  I) 
This  sub-section  is  confined  to  the  regulation  of  non- 
conforming uses  of  land  which  uses  shall  be  known 
as  Class  I.  Class  I  non-conforming  uses  shall  in- 
clude: (1)  any  non-conforming  use  of  land  where 
no  building  or  structure  is  located  on  the  land;  or 
(2)  any  non-conforming  use  of  land  where  the  use 
of  a  building  or  structure  is  accessory  to  such  non- 
conforming use;  or  (3)  any  non-conforming  use  of 
land  where  a  building  or  structure  occupies  a  por- 
tion of  the  land  and  the  non-conforming  use  of  land 
is  not  accessory  to  a  use  of  the  building  or  structure. 
Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  sub-section 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  include  the  non-conform- 
ing use  of  land  and  accessory  buildings  and  struc- 
tures used  primarily  for  the  excavation  of  sand, 
gravel,  stone  and  rock. 

1.  Change.  A  Class  I  non-conforming  use  shall 
not  be  changed  to  any  other  use  except  to  a  use 
permitted  in  the  use  district  in  which  the  land  is 
located.  When  an  existing  non-conforming  use  has 
been  changed  to  a  conforming  use,  it  shall  not  there- 
after be  changed  back  to  a  non-conforming  use. 
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2.  Extension.  A  Class  I  non-conforming  use  shall 
not  be  extended,  expanded,  enlarged  or  added  to  in 
any  manner,  nor  shall  any  building  or  structure  be 
erected  or  extended  thereon  unless  the  use  of  the 
land  and  the  use  of  the  building  or  structure  and  the 
building  or  structure  are  made  to  conform  to  the 
regulations  of  the  district  or  districts  in  which  it  is 
located. 

3.  Discontinuance  and  Abandonment.  Whenever 
any  Class  I  non-conforming  use,  or  any  part  thereof, 
has  been  discontinued  for  a  period  of  six  (6)  con- 
secutive months,  such  discontinued  non-conforming 
use,  or  part  thereof,  shall  not  thereafter  be  re-estab- 
lished, and  any  subsequent  use  of  that  land,  building, 
structure  or  part  thereof  shall  conform  to  the  regu- 
lations of  the  district  or  districts  in  which  the  land, 
building  or  structure  is  located.  Such  discontinuance 
of  the  active  and  continuous  operation  of  such  non- 
conforming use,  or  a  part  thereof,  for  such  period 
of  six  (6)  months  shall  constitute  an  abandonment 
of  such  non-conforming  use,  or  part  thereof,  regard- 
less of  any  reservation  of  an  intent  not  to  abandon 
same  or  of  intent  to  resume  active  operations.  If, 
within  a  period  of  less  than  six  (6)  months,  actual 
abandonment  in  fact  is  evidenced  by  removal  of 
buildings,  structures,  machinery,  equipment  or  by 
alterations  indicating  a  change  in  the  use  of  the  land, 
building,  structure  or  part  thereof,  the  abandonment 
shall  be  completed  at  the  time  of  such  event  and  all 
rights  to  re-establish  or  continue  such  non-conform- 
ing use,  or  part  thereof,  shall  terminate  as  of  that 
time. 

4.  Moving.  A  Class  I  non-conforming  use  shall 
not  be  moved  in  whole  or  in  part  to  any  other  location 
on  the  lot. 

5.  Termination.  A  Class  I  non-conforming  use 
located  in  a  Residential  and  Office  Use  District  or  in 
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a  Residential  Use  District  shall  be  discontinued  and 
cease  not  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  paragraph.  Provided,  further, 
that  when  any  district  is  hereafter  reclassified  as 
Residential  and  Office  Use  or  Residential  Use,  any 
Class  I  non-conforming  use  located  in  such  district 
shall  be  discontinued  within  three  (3)  years  after 
the  effective  date  of  the  reclassification. 

E.  Non-conforming  Buildings,  Structures  and 
Uses  Thereof.  (Class  II)  This  sub-section  is  con- 
fined to  the  regulation  of  non-conforming  buildings, 
structures  and  uses  thereof,  which  buildings,  struc- 
tures and  uses  shall  be  known  as  Class  II.  Class  II 
non-conforming  buildings,  structures  and  uses 
thereof  shall  include  any  building  or  structure,  all 
or  substantially  all  of  which  building  or  structure 
is  designed  and  constructed  for  a  use  not  permitted 
in  the  use  district  in  which  it  is  located,  and  the  uses 
thereof,  including  any  non-conforming  use  of  land 
accessory  thereto. 

1.  Repairs  and  Alterations,  A  Class  II  non-con- 
conforming  building,  structure  or  portion  thereof, 
may  be  maintained  or  repaired,  or  may  be  altered 
in  internal  arrangement,  provided: 

(a)  that  no  structural  alterations  shall  be  made 
in  or  to  a  building  or  structure  except  those  required 
by  law  or  except  to  make  the  building  or  structure 
and  use  thereof  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the 
district  or  districts  in  which  it  is  located,  and 

(b)  that  no  such  repair  or  alteration  will  increase 
the  degree  of  non-conformity  of  such  building  or 
structure,  and 

(c)  that  the  non-conforming  use  is  not  extended, 
expanded,  or  enlarged,  and  that  the  non-conforming 
use  is  not  increased  in  intensity. 
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The  repairs  permitted  in  this  sub-section  shall 
include  the  replacement  of  storage  tanks  where  the 
safety  of  operation  of  the  installation  requires  such 
replacement,  and  other  replacement  or  substitutions 
of  machinery  or  equipment  not  involving  structural 
alterations  to  the  building  or  structure,  and  the 
replacement  of  damaged  or  deteriorated  structural 
members. 

Notwithstanding  the  above  provisions  of  this 
Paragraph  1,  however,  the  Board  may  permit  altera- 
tions to  Class  II  non-conforming  uses  in  accord- 
ance with  the  authority  and  procedures  established 
in  Sub- section  I  of  this  section. 

2.  Restoration.  Where  a  Class  II  non-conforming 
building  or  structure  or  portion  thereof  is  destroyed 
or  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty  or  act  of  God, 
no  repairs  or  reconstruction,  except  to  make  the 
building  and  use  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the 
district  or  districts  in  which  it  is  located,  shall  be 
made  unless  a  permit  is  obtained  and  restoration  is 
started  within  one  (1)  year  from  the  date  of  the 
destruction  and  is  diligently  pursued  to  completion. 

3.  Change.  A  Class  II  non-conforming  use  may 
be  changed  to  any  conforming  use. 

A  Class  II  non-conforming  use  shall  not  be 
changed  to  any  other  non-conforming  use,  except, 
that,  if  approved  by  the  Board  in  accordance  with 
the  authority  and  procedures  established  in  Sub- 
section I  of  this  section,  a  Class  II  non-conforming 
use  may  be  changed  to  a  non-conforming  use  of  the 
same  classification,  or  to  a  non-conforming  use  of 
a  higher  classification. 

When  an  existing  non-conforming  use  has  been 
changed  to  a  conforming  use  or  to  a  higher  classifi- 
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cation,  it  shall  not  thereafter  be  changed  back  to  a 
non-conforming  use  or  to  a  lower  classification. 

4.  Extension.  A  Class  II  non-conforming  use  shall 
not  be  extended,  expanded,  enlarged  or  added  to  in 
any  manner,  nor  shall  any  building  or  structure  be 
erected  or  extended  on  any  non-conforming  use  of 
land  unless  the  use  of  the  land  and  the  use  of  the 
building  or  structure  and  the  building  or  structure 
are  made  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  dis- 
trict or  districts  in  which  it  is  located;  notwith- 
standing this  provision,  however,  the  Board  may 
permit  an  extension  of  a  Class  II  non-conforming 
use  in  accordance  with  the  authority  and  procedures 
established  in  Sub-section  I  of  this  section. 

5.  Discontinuance  and  Abandonment.  Whenever 
any  Class  II  non-conforming  use,  or  any  part  there- 
of, has  been  discontinued  for  a  period  of  eighteen 
(18)  consecutive  months,  such  discontinued  non-con- 
forming use,  or  part  thereof,  shall  not  thereafter  be 
re-established,  and  any  subsequent  use  of  that  land, 
building,  structure  or  part  thereof  shall  conform  to 
the  regulations  of  the  district  or  districts  in  which 
the  land,  building  or  structure  is  located.  Such  dis- 
continuance of  the  active  and  continuous  operation 
of  such  non-conforming  use,  or  a  part  thereof,  for 
such  period  of  eighteen  (18)  months  shall  constitute 
an  abandonment  of  such  non-conforming  use,  or 
part  thereof,  regardless  of  any  reservation  of  an 
intent  not  to  abandon  same  or  of  an  intent  to  resume 
active  operations.  If,  within  a  period  of  less  than 
eighteen  (18)  months,  actual  abandonment  in  fact 
is  evidenced  by  removal  of  buildings,  structures, 
machinery,  equipment  or  by  alterations  indicating  a 
change  in  the  use  of  the  land,  building,  structure  or 
part  thereof,  the  abandonment  shall  be  completed  at 
the  time  of  such  event  and  all  rights  to  re-establish 
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or  continue  such  non-conforming  use,  or  part  there- 
of, shall  terminate  as  of  that  time. 

Notwithstanding  this  provision,  however,  the 
Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  extend  the  time  limit 
for  discontinuance  for  an  additional  period  or 
periods  in  accordance  with  the  authority  and  pro- 
cedure established  in  Sub-section  I  of  this  section, 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  total  duration  of  suoh  addi- 
tional period  or  periods  exceed  eighteen  (18) 
months. 

6.  Moving.  A  Class  II  non-conforming  building, 
structure  or  portion  thereof  and  the  use  thereof, 
shall  not  be  moved  in  whole  or  in  part  to  any  other 
location  on  the  lot  unless  such  building,  structure  or 
part  thereof  and  the  use  thereof  is  made  to  conform 
to  the  regulations  of  the  district  or  districts  in  which 
it  is  located. 

7.  Termination,  (a)  Billboards  and  poster  boards 
situated  in  Residential  and  Office  Use  Districts  and 
Residential  Use  Districts  shall  be  removed  by  April 
5,  1955,  provided,  however,  that  when  any  district 
is  hereafter  reclassified  as  Residential  and  Office 
Use  or  Residential  Use,  any  billboards  or  poster 
boards  in  such  districts  shall  be  removed  within  five 
years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance 
reclassifying  the  district. 

(b)  All  other  non-conforming  advertising  signs, 
advertising  structures,  and  other  advertising  de- 
vices located  in  Residential  and  Office  Use  Districts 
or  in  Residential  Use  Districts  except  those  desig- 
nated in  Sub-paragraph  7(a)  of  Sub-section  E  shall 
be  removed  within  three  (3)  years  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  sub-paragraph.  Provided,  further, 
that  when  any  district  is  hereafter  reclassified  as 
Residential  and  Office  Use  or  Residential  Use,  any 
such  non-conforming  advertising  signs,  advertising 
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structures,  or  other  advertising  devices  located  in 
such  districts  shall  be  removed  within  three  (3) 
years  after  the  effective  date  of  the  reclassification. 

The  provisions  of  Sub-paragraph  7(b)  of  Sub- 
section E  shall  not  apply  to  the  following: 

(1)  interior  non-conforming  advertising  signs, 
advertising  structures,  and  other  advertising  de- 
vices which  are  not  visible  from  the  exterior  of  the 
building  or  structure; 

(2)  those  signs  permitted  under  Section  9  (Sub- 
sections 33  and  46e  thereof) ,  Section  11  and  Section 
14 A  of  this  Article  provided,  however,  that  such 
signs  do  not  exceed  the  applicable  limitations  as 
outlined  therein; 

(3)  an  identification  sign  of  a  non-conforming  use 
provided  that  such  sign  shall  be  limited  to  the  life 
of  such  non-conforming  use  and  further  shall  fully 
comply  with  the  following  limitations: 

(a)  that  such  identification  sign  shall  be  non- 
illuminated  and  shall  be  limited  to  the  name  or  de- 
scription of  the  business  or  nature  of  the  non-con- 
forming use; 

(b)  that  only  one  such  identification  sign  shall 
exist  for  each  building  or  structure  devoted  to  a  non- 
conforming use  or  uses  and  shall  not  in  gross  area 
exceed:  one  (1)  foot  times  the  frontage  of  such 
building  or  structure;  or  twenty  (20)  square  feet; 
or  the  gross  area  of  advertising  signs,  advertising 
structures  and  advertising  devices  that  now  legally 
exist,  whichever  is  the  least  in  gross  area;  and 

(c)  that  such  identification  sign  shall  be  located 
flat  against  the  front  of  the  building  or  structure 
devoted  to  a  non-conforming  use  and  project  not 
more  than  twelve  (12)  inches  from  the  building  or 
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structure;  nor  project  higher  than  fifteen  (15)  feet 
above  the  mean  level  of  the  curb,  or  one  (1)  foot 
above  the  floor  level  of  the  second  story,  whichever 
is  lower. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  taken  or  construed  to  au- 
thorize any  enlargement,  extension,  expansion  or 
addition  of  any  kind  to  any  non-conforming  adver- 
tising sign,  advertising  structure,  or  advertising 
device  in  size  or  otherwise  beyond  that  which  now 
legally  exists. 

F.  Non-Conforming  Uses  of  Buildings  Or 
Structures.  (Class  III)  This  sub-section  is  con- 
fined to  the  regulation  of  non-conforming  uses  of 
buildings  or  structures,  which  uses  shall  be  known 
as  Class  III.  Class  III  non-conforming  uses  shall  in- 
clude: (1)  any  non-conforming  use  of  part  or  all  of 
a  building  or  structure,  which  building  or  structure 
is  designed  and  constructed  primarily  for  a  use  per- 
mitted in  the  use  district  in  which  it  is  located,  and 
any  non-conforming  use  of  land  accessory  thereto; 
and  (2)  any  non-conforming  use  of  land,  buildings 
or  structures  not  regulated  as  either  Class  I  or 
Class  II. 

1.  Repairs  and  Alterations.  A  building,  structure 
or  portion  thereof  devoted  to  a  Class  III  non-con- 
forming use  may  be  maintained  or  repaired,  or  may 
be  altered  in  internal  arrangement,  provided: 

(a)  that  no  structural  alterations  shall  be  made 
in  or  to  a  building,  structure  or  portion  thereof, 
which  is  devoted  to  a  non-conforming  use,  except 
those  required  by  law  or  except  to  make  the  build- 
ing or  structure  and  use  thereof  conform  to  the  reg- 
ulations of  the  district  or  districts  in  which  it  is  lo- 
cated, and 

(b)  that  no  such  repair  or  alteration  will  increase 
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the  degree  of  non-conformity  of  such  building  or 
structure,  and 

(c)  that  the  non-conforming  use  is  not  extended, 
expanded  or  enlarged,  and  that  the  non-conforming 
use  is  not  increased  in  intensity. 

The  repairs  permitted  in  this  sub-section  shall  in- 
clude the  replacement  of  storage  tanks  where  the 
safety  of  operation  of  the  installation  requires  such 
replacement,  and  other  replacement  or  substitutions 
of  machinery  or  equipment  not  involving  structural 
alterations  to  the  building  or  structure,  and  the 
replacement  of  damaged  or  deteriorated  structural 
members. 

Notwithstanding  the  above  provisions  of  this 
Paragraph  1,  however,  the  Board  may  permit  al- 
terations to  Class  III  non-conforming  uses  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  authority  and  procedures  estab- 
lished in  Sub-section  I  of  this  section. 

2.  Restoration.  Where  a  building,  structure  or 
portion  thereof  devoted  to  a  Class  III  non-conform- 
ing use  is  destroyed  or  damaged  by  fire  or  other 
casualty  or  act  of  God,  no  repairs  or  reconstruction, 
except  to  make  the  building  and  use  conform  to  the 
regulations  of  the  district  or  districts  in  which  it  is 
located,  shall  be  made  unless  a  permit  is  obtained 
and  restoration  is  started  within  one  (1)  year  from 
the  date  of  the  destruction  and  is  diligently  pursued 
to  completion. 

3.  Change.  A  Class  III  non-conforming  use  may 
be  changed  to  any  conforming  use. 

A  Class  III  non-conforming  use  shall  not  be 
changed  to  any  other  non-conforming  use,  except 
that,  if  approved  by  the  Board  in  accordance  with 
the  authority  and  procedures  established  in  Sub- 
section I  of  this  section,  a  Class  III  non-conforming 
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use  of  the  Restricted  First  Commercial  or  lower 
classification  may  be  changed  to  any  one  of  the 
following  retail  or  personal-service  uses,  each  such 
use  including  uses  accessory  thereto: 

(1)  Bakery  or  bakery  outlet,  where  all  products 
are  sold  at  retail  on  the  premises 

(2)  Barber  shop 

(3)  Beauty  shop 

(4)  Confectionery  store  or  ice  cream  or  snack 
bar 

(5)  Delicatessen 

(6)  Drug  store 

(7)  Food  store,  general  or  specialty,  with  no  ani- 
mal or  fowl  killing  or  live  storing  on  the  premises 

(8)  Gift  shop 

(9)  Hardware  store 

(10)  Laundry,  launderette,  laundry  and  dry-clean- 
ing collection  and  distribution  station,  or  dry-clean- 
ing and  pressing  establishment  using  only  non- 
flammable solvents;  however,  the  gross  floor  area 
devoted  to  any  use  permitted  by  the  Board  pursuant 
to  this  Item  (10)  shall  not  exceed  1500  square  feet 
even  though  the  gross  floor  area  devoted  to  the  pre- 
vious use  exceed  this  amount 

(11)  Notions  store 

(12)  Office,  provided  that  no  such  office  shall  ex- 
ceed the  restrictions  imposed  upon  offices  in  Resi- 
dential and  Office  Use  Districts  (this  provision 
shall  not,  however,  be  construed  so  as  to  lessen  any 
restriction  imposed  by  this  Section  13) 

(13)  Shoe  or  hat  repair  shop 
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(14)   Tailor    or   dress-making   shop,    for   custom 
work  or  repairs. 

However,  no  non-conforming  check-cashing,  money- 
changing  or  similar  type  of  agency  may  be  changed 
to  any  other  non-conforming  use,  but  shall  be  termi- 
nated completely  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Paragraph  7  of  this  Sub-section  F. 

When  an  existing  Class  III  non-conforming  use 
has  been  changed  to  one  of  the  above-listed  uses, 
it  shall  not  thereafter  be  changed  to  any  non-con- 
forming use  not  listed  above.  When  an  existing 
Class  III  non-conforming  use  has  been  changed  to 
a  conforming  use,  it  shall  not  thereafter  be  changed 
back  to  a  non-conforming  use. 

4.  Extension.  A  Class  III  non-conforming  use 
shall  not  be  extended,  expanded,  enlarged  or  added 
to  in  any  manner,  nor  shall  any  building  or  structure 
be  erected  or  extended  on  any  non-conforming  use 
of  land  unless  the  use  of  the  land  and  the  use  of  the 
building  or  structure  and  the  building  or  structure 
are  made  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  dis- 
trict or  districts  in  which  it  is  located;  notwith- 
standing this  provision,  however,  the  Board  may 
permit  an  extension  of  a  Class  III  non-conforming 
use  in  accordance  with  the  authority  and  procedures 
established  in  Sub-section  I  of  this  section. 

5.  Discontinuance  and  Abandonment.  Whenever 
any  Class  III  non-conforming  use,  or  any  part  there- 
of, has  been  discontinued  for  a  period  of  twelve  (12) 
consecutive  months,  such  discontinued  non-conform- 
ing use,  or  part  thereof,  shall  not  thereafter  be  re- 
established, and  any  subsequent  use  of  that  land, 
building,  structure  or  part  thereof  shall  conform  to 
the  regulations  of  the  district  or  districts  in  which 
the  land,  building  or  structure  is  located.  Such  dis- 
continuance of  the  active  and  continuous  operation 
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of  such  non-conforming  use,  or  a  part  thereof,  for 
such  period  of  twelve  (12)  months  shall  constitute 
an  abandonment  of  such  non-conforming  use,  or  part 
thereof,  regardless  of  any  reservation  of  an  intent 
not  to  abandon  same  or  of  an  intent  to  resume  ac- 
tive operations.  If,  within  a  period  of  less  than 
twelve  (12)  months,  actual  abandonment  in  fact  is 
evidenced  by  removal  of  buildings,  structures, 
machinery,  equipment  or  by  alterations  indicating 
a  change  in  the  use  of  the  land,  building,  structure 
or  part  thereof,  the  abandonment  shall  be  completed 
at  the  time  of  such  event  and  all  rights  to  re-estab- 
lish or  continue  such  non-conforming  use,  or  part 
thereof,  shall  terminate  as  of  that  time. 

Notwithstanding  this  provision,  however,  the 
Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  extend  the  time  limit 
for  discontinuance  for  an  additional  period  or  per- 
iods in  accordance  with  the  authority  and  procedure 
established  in  Sub-section  I  of  this  section,  but  in 
no  case  shall  the  total  duration  of  such  additional 
period  or  periods  exceed  twelve  (12)  months. 

6.  Moving.  A  Class  III  non-conforming  use  shall 
not  be  moved  in  whole  or  in  part  to  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  building  or  structure  or  to  any  other  loca- 
tion on  the  lot. 

7.  Termination.  Check-cashing,  money-changing 
and  similar  types  of  agencies  operated  primarily  for 
the  cashing  of  checks  or  changing  of  money  and 
situated  in  Residential  and  Office  Use  Districts  and 
Residential  Use  Districts  shall  be  discontinued  and 
cease  not  later  than  June  1,  1962.  Provided,  further, 
that  when  any  district  is  hereafter  reclassified  as 
Residential  and  Office  Use  or  Residential  Use,  any 
such  check-cashing,  money-changing  or  similar  type 
of  agency  situated  in  such  reclassified  district  shall 
be   discontinued   and   cease  not  later  than  twelve 
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months  after  the  effective  date  of  the  ordinance 
reclassifying  the  district. 

G.  Non-complying  Buildings  or  Structures. 
This  sub-section  is  confined  to  the  regulation  of  any 
legally  existing  building  or  structure  which  does  not 
comply  with  the  regulations  for  the  height  or  area 
district  in  which  it  is  established. 

Where  a  building  or  structure  is  both  non-com- 
plying as  aforesaid  and  is  devoted  in  whole  or  in 
part  to  a  non-conforming  use,  such  building  or  struc- 
ture shall  be  subject  to  both  the  provisions  of  the 
sub-sections  of  this  Article  pertaining  or  relating  to 
non-conforming  uses  and  the  provisions  of  this  Sub- 
section G,  and  in  the  event  of  any  conflict  or  in- 
consistency between  the  provisions  pertaining  to 
non-conforming  uses  and  the  provisions  of  this  Sub- 
section G,  then  the  provisions  of  the  sub-sections 
relating  to  non-conforming  uses  shall  be  controlling. 

1.  Repairs  and  Alterations.  A  non-complying 
building  or  structure  may  be  maintained  or  repaired 
or  structurally  altered,  provided  that  alterations 
creating  extensions  or  enlargements  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  3  of  this  Sub-sec- 
tion G. 

2.  Restoration.  A  non-complying  building  or 
structure  or  portion  thereof  which  is  destroyed  or 
damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty  or  act  of  God, 
may  be  restored  if  a  permit  is  obtained  and  restora- 
tion is  started  within  one  (1)  year  from  the  date 
of  the  destruction  and  is  diligently  pursued  to  com- 
pletion. 

3.  Extension.  A  non-complying  building  or  struc- 
ture may  be  extended  or  enlarged  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Article,  provided  that  no  ex- 
tension or  enlargement  shall  be  permitted  which 
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would  either  create  a  new  non-compliance  or  increase 
the  degree  of  non-compliance  of  any  portion  of  the 
building  or  structure. 

4.  Moving.  A  non-complying  building  or  struc- 
ture, or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  not  be  moved  in 
whole  or  in  part  to  any  other  location  on  the  lot 
unless  such  building,  structure  or  part  thereof  is 
made  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  districts 
or  district  in  which  it  is  located. 

5.  Buildings  Non-complying  as  to  Lot-Area-per- 
Dicclling-Unit  Regulations,  (a)  Discontinuance  and 
Abandonment.  Whenever  a  dwelling  unit  in  a  build- 
ing or  structure  non-complying  as  to  the  family-per- 
acre  requirements  of  Sections  24  and  25A  of  this 
Article,  which  building  or  structure  has  been  con- 
verted for  four  or  more  dwelling  units,  has  been 
discontinued  and  vacated  for  a  period  of  twelve  (12) 
consecutive  months,  the  number  of  dwelling  units 
in  such  building  or  structure  shall  be  thereafter 
reduced  by  one.  Such  discontinuance  of  the  active 
and  continuous  use  of  such  dwelling  unit  for  such 
period  of  twelve  (12)  months  shall  constitute  an 
abandonment  of  such  dwelling  unit,  regardless  of 
any  reservation  of  an  intent  not  to  abandon  same 
or  of  an  intent  to  resume  active  use  or  re-occupy  the 
unit.  If,  within  a  period  of  less  than  twelve  (12) 
months,  actual  abandonment  in  fact  is  evidenced  by 
removal  of  plumbing  or  kitchen  facilities  or  by  alter- 
ations indicating  abandonment,  including  consoli- 
dation with  another  dwelling  unit  or  by  the  issuance 
of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  for  a  lesser  number  of 
dwelling  units,  such  abandonment  shall  be  completed 
at  the  time  of  such  event  and  all  rights  to  re- 
establish or  retain  the  previous  non-complying  num- 
ber of  dwelling  units  shall  terminate  as  of  that 
time.  Each  such  abandonment  of  a  dwelling  unit 
shall   decrease  the  permitted  number  of  dwelling 
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units  in  a  non-complying  building  or  structure  by 
one. 

(b)  Termination.  The  number  of  dwelling  units 
in  a  building  or  structure  non-complying  as  to  the 
family-per-acre  requirements  of  Sections  24  and 
25A  of  this  Article,  which  building  or  structure  is 
located  in  a  B  or  C  Area  District  and  has  been  con- 
verted for  four  or  more  dwelling  units,  shall  be 
reduced  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  afore- 
said Sections  24  and  25 A  not  later  than  five  (5) 
years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  Sub- paragraph 
5(b)  of  Sub-section  G.  Provided,  further,  that  when 
any  district  is  hereafter  reclassified  to  a  B  or  C  Area 
District,  the  number  of  dwelling  units  in  any  build- 
ing or  structure  non-complying  as  to  the  family- 
per-acre  requirements  of  Sections  24  and  25A,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  reduced  and  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  Sections  24  and  25A  within 
five  (5)  years  from  the  effective  date  of  the  reclassi- 
fication. 

(c)  Sub-paragraphs  5  (a)  and  5  (b)  of  this  Sub- 
section G  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  non- 
complying  building  or  structure  which  is  designed, 
constructed  and  used  for  less  than  four  dwelling 
units,  nor  shall  this  Paragraph  5  apply  to  any  non- 
complying  building  or  structure  which  was  original- 
ly and  initially  designed  and  constructed  in  compli- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  this  Article  or  prior  to 
the  adoption  of  this  Article  as  a  multiple  dwelling 
for  more  than  three  dwelling  units  as  evidenced  by 
permits  issued  by,  or  records  of,  departments  or 
agencies  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
provided  that  such  building  or  structure  has  not 
been  altered,  added  to,  or  subdivided  in  any  manner 
so  as  to  increase  the  number  of  dwelling  units  in 
excess  of  the  maximum  number  permitted  under 
Sections  24  and  25A  of  this  Article.  In  a  case  where 
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the  number  of  dwelling  units  in  a  multiple  dwelling 
originally  containing  more  than  three  dwelling 
units  has  been  increased  in  excess  of  the  original 
number  of  dwelling  units,  such  multiple  dwelling 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Paragraph 
5  of  Sub-section  G  unless  the  number  of  dwelling 
units  is  decreased  to  the  original  number. 

H.  Non-conforming  Status  of  Certain  Uses 

1.  Notwithstanding  other  provisions  of  this  Ar- 
ticle, any  building  or  structure  all  or  substantially 
all  of  which  is  designed  and  constructed  for  the  stor- 
age or  parking  of  privately  owned  passenger  auto- 
mobiles in  a  Residential  and  Office  Use  District  or 
in  a  Residential  Use  District,  may  be  continued  for 
such  use,  and  such  use  shall  not  have  the  status  of  a 
non-conforming  use,  and  further,  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  change  of  such  use 
to  any  non-conforming  use.  Where  such  building, 
structure  or  portion  thereof  is  devoted  to  a  use  other 
than  the  storage  or  parking  of  privately  owned  pas- 
senger automobiles  and  the  use  is  non-conforming, 
such  non-conforming  use  may  be  continued  subject, 
however,  to  the  following  provisions: 

(a)  that  such  building,  structure  or  portion  there- 
of shall  not  be  altered  in  internal  arrangement  and 
no  structural  alterations  shall  be  allowed  in  or  to 
such  building  or  structure  for  a  use  other  than  the 
storage  or  parking  of  privately  owned  passenger 
automobiles,  except  those  required  by  law; 

(b)  that  such  non-conforming  use  shall  not  be 
changed  to  any  other  use  except  to  the  storage  or 
parking  of  privately  owned  passenger  automobiles; 

(c)  that  such  non-conforming  use  shall  not  be 
extended,  expanded,  enlarged  or  added  to  in  any 
manner ; 
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(d)  that  whenever  such  non-conforming  use,  or 
any  part  thereof,  has  been  discontinued  for  a  period 
of  six  (6)  consecutive  months,  such  discontinued 
non-conforming  use,  or  part  thereof,  shall  not  there- 
after be  re-established,  and  any  subsequent  use  of 
that  building,  structure  or  part  thereof  shall  not 
be  changed  to  any  other  use  except  to  the  storage 
or  parking  of  privately  owned  passenger  auto- 
mobiles. Such  discontinuance  of  the  active  and 
continuous  operation  of  such  non-conforming  use, 
or  a  part  thereof,  for  such  period  of  six  (6)  months 
shall  constitute  an  abandonment  of  such  non-con- 
forming use,  or  part  thereof,  regardless  of  any 
reservation  of  an  intent  not  to  abandon  same  or 
of  an  intent  to  resume  active  operations.  If,  with- 
in a  period  of  less  than  six  (6)  months,  actual 
abandonment  in  fact  is  evidenced  by  removal  of  build- 
ings, structures,  machinery,  equipment  or  by  altera- 
tions indicating  a  change  in  the  use  of  the  building, 
structure  or  part  thereof,  the  abandonment  shall  be 
completed  at  the  time  of  such  event  and  all  rights 
to  re-establish  or  continue  such  non-conforming  use, 
or  part  thereof,  shall  terminate  as  of  that  time ; 

(e)  that  such  building,  structure  or  portion  there- 
of, and  such  use  thereof  shall  not  be  moved  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  any  other  location  on  the  lot;  and 

(f)  that  such  non-conforming  use  shall  be  dis- 
continued and  cease  not  later  than  three  (3)  years 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  sub-paragraph ;  there- 
after such  building  or  structure  shall  be  used  only 
for  the  storage  or  parking  of  privately  owned  pas- 
senger automobiles.  Provided,  further,  that  when 
any  district  is  hereafter  reclassified  as  Residential 
and  Office  Use  or  Residential  Use,  any  such  non- 
conforming use  located  in  such  district  shall  be  dis- 
continued within  three  (3)  years  after  the  effective 
date  of  the  reclassification. 
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These  provisions  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  accessory  use  of  such  building  or  structure  to 
a  building  on  the  same  lot,  as  permitted  under  Sec- 
tions 11  and  15  of  this  Article. 

2.  The  use  of  land  for  the  parking  of  privately- 
owned  passenger  automobiles  in  a  Residential  and 
Office  Use  District  or  in  a  Residential  Use 
District  authorized  by  any  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  be 
continued  for  such  use  but  shall  not  have  the  status 
of  a  non-conforming  use,  and  further,  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  change  of  any  such 
use  to  any  non-conforming  use.  Any  structure,  sign 
or  accessory  building  or  use  authorized  in  conjunc- 
tion with  parking  areas  authorized  as  aforesaid 
shall  not  acquire  a  non-conforming  status  and  all 
such  structures,  signs  and  accessories  shall  be  re- 
moved within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  use  of  such 
lot  for  parking  purposes  has  been  discontinued. 

3.  Any  Special  Exception  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 14A  of  this  Article  shall  not  be  impressed  with 
the  status  of  a  non-conforming  use. 

4.  Any  use  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  Board  of  Municipal  and 
Zoning  Appeals  under  Section  4,  37  or  37A  of  this 
Article  shall  not  be  impressed  with  the  status  of  a 
non-conforming  use. 

5.  Notwithstanding  Paragraphs  2  and  5  of  Sub- 
section E  of  this  section,  a  building  all  or  sub- 
stantially all  of  which  is  designed  and  constructed 
for  residential  use  in  any  Industrial  Use  District 
and  contains  a  non-conforming  residential  use,  may 
be  continued  for  non-conforming  residential  use  pur- 
poses. 
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I.  The  Exercise  of  Authority  By  the  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals.  In  exercising  the 
authority  granted  under  this  section  and  subject  to 
the  limitations,  guides  and  standards  provided  in 
Section  39,  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Ap- 
peals shall  have  the  following  powers  with  respect 
to  non-conformities: 

1.  To  authorize  a  change  of  a  Class  II  non-con- 
forming use  to  a  non-conforming  use  of  the  same 
classification,  or  to  a  non-conforming  use  of  a  higher 
classification,  as  stated  in  Paragraph  3  of  Sub-section 
E  of  this  section,  or  to  authorize  a  change  of  a  Class 
III  non-conforming  use  of  the  Restricted  First  Com- 
mercial or  lower  classification  to  another  non-con- 
forming use  as  listed  in  Paragraph  3  of  Sub-section 
F  of  this  section,  provided  that  the  Board  shall  first 
find  in  each  case  that : 

(a)  any  emission  of  odors,  dust,  smoke,  gas, 
fumes,  glare,  vibration  or  noise  resulting  from  the 
proposed  use  would  be  no  greater  than  those  of  the 
existing  or  last  use  of  the  property;  and 

(b)  the  new  use  will  not  generate  a  greater 
volume  of  traffic  than  the  existing  or  last  use  of 
the  property;  and 

(c)  the  new  use  shall  not  be  more  detrimental 
to  the  health,  safety,  morals  or  general  welfare  of 
the  community  than  the  existing  or  last  use  of  the 
property. 

The  Board  shall  also  give  consideration  to: 
aa.  the  general  character  of  uses,  buildings  and 
structures   within   a  minimum   of   three   hundred 
(300)  feet  in  all  directions  from  the  boundary  lines 
of  the  property  under  consideration; 

bb.  the  site  plan,  arrangement,  design  and  archi- 
tectural features  of  all  existing  and  proposed  build- 
ings or  structures  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood : 
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cc.  the  type,  nature  of  illumination,  and  design  of 
any  existing  signs; 

dd.  the  amount  of  noise,  traffic,  vibration  and  any 
other  deleterious  external  effect  which  the  non-con- 
forming use  can  reasonably  be  anticipated  to  gen- 
erate or  create; 

ee.  the  nature  of  any  protective  screening,  device, 
and  other  safeguard  designed  to  shield  the  neigh- 
borhood from  any  adverse  effect;  and 

ff.  the  amount  and  nature  of  off-street  parking 
and  loading  facilities  available  or  to  be  provided  in 
conjunction  with  the  proposed  use. 

In  authorizing  a  change  of  a  Class  II  or  Class  III 
non-conforming  use  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the 
Board  may  require  such  changes,  modifications  or 
amendments  in  any  design  or  plan  of  any  existing 
building  or  structure  or  any  alteration  thereof,  and 
may  impose  such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  to 
screening  or  fencing,  type  of  lighting,  nature  of  any 
sign,  circulation  of  vehicles  and  pedestrians,  parking, 
hours  of  operation,  and  any  other  restriction  or 
safeguard  desirable  or  necessary  to  protect  the 
value,  utilization,  or  enjoyment  of  property  in  the 
neighborhood.  No  condition,  restriction  or  limita- 
tion imposed  by  the  Board  as  provided  herein  shall 
thereafter  be  changed  until  an  additional  public 
hearing  has  been  held  in  connection  with  an  applica- 
tion for  any  such  change. 

2.  To  authorize  the  alteration  of  the  exterior  wall 
in  front  of  a  Class  II  or  Class  III  non-conforming 
use  provided  that  the  Board  shall  first  find  in  each 
case  that: 

(a)  the  use  is  legally  located  adjacent  to  such 
wall  and  the  length  or  width  of  building  wall  being 
altered  does  not  extend  beyond  the  length  or  width 
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of  that  portion  of  the  building  actually  occupied  by 
the  non-conforming  use;  and 

(b)  the  alteration  will  not  include  the  enlarge- 
ment of  any  display  window ;  and 

(c)  such  alteration  will  result  in  greater  archi- 
tectural harmony  with  adjacent  buildings  in  the  use 
district  in  which  the  non-conforming  use  is  located 
and  will  result  in  a  facade  more  in  keeping  with  uses 
permitted  in  such  use  district,  relative  to  the  previous 
design  and  treatment  of  the  building  wall. 

The  Board  shall  also  give  consideration  to  those 
items  listed  as  Sub-paragraphs  (aa),  (bb),  (cc)  and 
(ee)  in  Paragraph  1  of  this  Sub-section  I,  and  to 
any  possible  external  effect  not  mentioned  which 
would  be  deleterious  to  the  values  of  adjacent  prop- 
erties. 

In  authorizing  the  alteration  of  the  exterior  wall 
in  front  of  a  Class  II  or  Class  III  non-conforming 
use  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  Board  may  require 
such  changes,  modifications  or  amendments  in  the 
design  or  plan  of  the  existing  building  or  structure 
or  any  alteration  thereof,  and  may  impose  such  con- 
ditions and  restrictions  as  to  screening  or  fencing, 
type  of  lighting,  nature  of  any  sign,  and  any  other 
restriction  or  safeguard  desirable  or  necessary  to 
protect  the  value,  utilization,  or  enjoyment  of  prop- 
erty in  the  neighborhood.  No  condition,  restriction 
or  limitation  imposed  by  the  Board  as  provided 
herein  shall  thereafter  be  changed  until  an  additional 
public  hearing  has  been  held  in  connection  with  an 
application  for  any  such  change. 

3.  To  authorize  no  more  than  one  extension  of 
the  floor  area  devoted  to  a  Class  II  or  Class  III  non- 
conforming use  provided  that  the  Board  shall  first 
find  in  each  case  that : 
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(a)  the  extension  will  not  cause  an  expansion  of 
business  which  will  result  in  a  greater  volume  of 
traffic  than  that  generated  before  the  extension;  and 

(b)  the  extension  will  not  increase  the  floor  area 
devoted  to  the  use  by  more  than  25  per  cent  or  1000 
square  feet,  whichever  is  less ;  and 

(c)  the  extension  shall  be  limited  to  the  same 
floor  or  level  as  the  existing  non-conforming  use, 
except  that  a  non-conforming  use  located  on  the  first 
floor  of  a  building  may  be  extended  to  the  basement ; 
and 

(d)  if  the  use  to  be  extended  is  a  Class  III  non- 
conforming use,  the  extension  shall  not  exceed  the 
limits  of  its  building  as  such  building  existed  on  the 
date  that  the  use  became  non-conforming;  and 

(e)  the  use,  or  any  non-conforming  use  previously 
occupying  the  space  occupied  by  the  use,  has  not 
been  extended  since  the  date  that  such  use  or  pre- 
vious use  became  non-conforming,  whether  such  ex- 
tension was  performed  under  Ordinance  No.  1247, 
approved  March  30,  1931,  under  repealed  provisions 
of  this  Article,  or  under  this  Paragraph  3 ;  and 

(f)  the  extended  use  shall  not  be  more  detri- 
mental to  the  health,  safety,  morals  or  general  wel- 
fare of  the  community  than  the  use  as  existing. 

The  Board  shall  also  give  consideration  to  those 
items  listed  as  Sub-paragraphs  (aa),  (bb),  (cc), 
(dd)  and  (ee)  in  Paragraph  1  of  this  Sub-section  I. 

In  authorizing  an  extension  of  the  floor  area  de- 
voted to  a  Class  II  or  Class  III  non-conforming  use 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  Board  may  require 
such  changes,  modifications  or  amendments  in  the 
design  or  plan  of  any  existing  building  or  structure 
or  any  alteration  thereof,  and  may  impose  such  con- 
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ditions  and  restrictions  as  to  screening  or  fencing, 
type  of  lighting,  nature  of  any  sign,  circulation  of 
vehicles  and  pedestrians,  parking,  hours  of  opera- 
tion, and  any  other  restriction  or  safeguard  desir- 
able or  necessary  to  protect  the  value,  utilization,  or 
enjoyment  of  property  in  the  neighborhood.  No  con- 
dition, restriction  or  limitation  imposed  by  the  Board 
as  provided  herein  shall  thereafter  be  changed  until 
an  additional  public  hearing  has  been  held  in  con- 
nection with   an   application   for   such   change. 

4.  To  authorize  a  period  or  periods  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  time  limit  to  the  specified  discon- 
tinuance period  of  a  Class  II  or  a  Class  III  non-con- 
forming use  but  in  no  case  shall  the  total  duration 
of  such  additional  period  or  periods  exceed  eighteen 
(18)  months  or  twelve  (12)  months  respectively,  as 
stated  in  Paragraph  5  of  Sub-section  E  and  Para- 
graph 5  of  Sub-section  F  of  this  section,  provided 
that  written  application  shall  have  been  duly  made 
by  the  property  owner  to  the  Board  prior  to  the 
lapsing  of  such  specified  discontinuance  period,  and 
further,  provided  that  the  Board  shall  find  in  each 
case  that: 

(a)  actual  abandonment  of  the  non-conforming 
use  has  not  in  fact  taken  place;  and 

(b)  discontinuance  of  the  use  has  been  beyond 
the  control  of  the  owner;  and 

(c)  the  owner  has  made  all  reasonable  efforts  to 
rent,  lease,  sell  or  continue  the  use  of  the  property; 
and 

(d)  the  literal  enforcement  of  such  time  limit 
would  result  in  peculiar  and  exceptional  practical 
difficulties  or  exceptional  and  undue  hardship  upon 
the  owner  or  lessee  of  such  property,  which  difficul- 
ties or  hardships  are  not  created  by,  or  result  from 
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any  action  or  lack  of  action  by  any  person  or  cor- 
poration having  an  interest  in  the  property,  or  the 
result  of  disregard  for  or  ignorance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

In  considering  such  time  limit  extension  to  the 
discontinuance  period,  the  Board  shall  give  due  re- 
gard to  the  age  and  condition  of  the  building  or 
structure  and  the  practicability  of  its  adaption  or 
conversion  to  a  conforming  use.  Any  relief  granted 
shall  be  only  that  reasonably  required  to  effect  sub- 
stantial justice,  shall  not  be  granted  on  an  arbitrary 
or  discriminatory  basis,  and  shall  be  granted  with 
due  consideration  for  its  effect  on  the  value,  utiliza- 
tion, enjoyment  and  ultimate  development  of  the 
neighborhood  and  zoning  district. 

5.  Whether  a  non-conforming  use,  non-complying 
density,  or  other  form  of  non-conformity  exists  shall 
be  a  question  of  fact  and  shall  be  decided  by  the 
Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  after  public 
notice  and  hearing  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
of  the  Board.  However,  where  records,  permits, 
ordinances  or  the  Police  Survey  of  1931,  all  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Zoning  Commissioner,  document  the 
existence  of  a  bona  fide  non-conforming  use,  non- 
complying  density  or  other  non-conformance  and 
clearly  show  the  continued  and  uninterrupted  use 
thereof  to  the  date  of  inquiry  or  application,  and  a 
field  inspection  confirms  said  records  by  virtue  of 
the  construction,  design  and  arrangement  of  the 
building,  structure  or  use  in  question,  the  Zoning 
Commissioner  may  issue  a  certificate  of  occupancy 
without  referring  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Munic- 
ipal and  Zoning  Appeals. 

Any  casual,  temporary  or  illegal  use  of  any  land, 
building  or  structure  shall  not  establish  or  be  con- 
strued to  establish  any  non-conforming  use,  non- 
complying  density,  or  other  form  of  non-conformity. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement,  dated 
October  30,  1961,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Baltimore  County,  and 
the  State  Roads  Commission  of  Maryland  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  said 
Agreement  being  as  follows : 

"This  Agreement,  executed  in  duplicate,  made  and 
entered  into  this  30th  day  of  October,  1961,  by  and 
between  the  State  Roads  Commission  of  Maryland, 
acting  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  hereinafter  some- 
times called  the  'Commission,'  party  of  the  first 
part,  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  acting  through  its  County  Executive, 
hereinafter  sometimes  called  'County*,  part  of  the 
second  part,  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  hereinafter  sometimes  called  the  'City/ 
party  of  the  third  part,  witnesseth : 

"Whereas,  sections  of  the  Dulaney  Valley  Road, 
in  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  from  the  proposed 
Baltimore  County  Beltway  to  Jarrettsville  Pike,  and 
Jarrettsville  Pike,  from  Dulaney  Valley  Road 
northerly  about  6000  feet,  are  now  owned  and  main- 
tained by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
Baltimore  County,  and  the  State  Roads  Commis- 
sion of  Maryland;  and 
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'Whereas,  said  portions  of  Dulaney  Valley  Road 
and  Jarrettsville  Pike  were  originally  designed, 
constructed,  and  have  been  maintained  as  roads,  to 
serve  an  area  of  Baltimore  County  used  for  agri- 
cultural purposes  and  as  a  watershed  and  raw  water 
reservoir  for  the  Metropolitan  Area  of  Baltimore 
City :  and 

"Whereas,  this  section  of  Baltimore  County  in 
recent  years  has  been  extensively  developed  for 
residential  purposes,  with  such  a  resultant  increase 
in  population  density  and  vehicular  traffic  movement 

to  make  it  an  urban  area ;  and 

"Whereas,  said  portions  of  the  Dulaney  Valley 
Road  and  Jarrettsville  Pike,  due  to  their  narrow 
width,  poor  grade  and  alignment,  and  deteriorated 
paving,  have  become  obsolete  and  constitute  a  serious 
hazard  to  traffic  now  using  said  highways;  and 

"Whereas,  it  has  been  agreed  between  the  Com- 
mission, the  County  and  the  City  that  said  sections 
of  Dulaney  Valley  Road  and  Jarrettsville  Pike  should 
be  taken  over  and  maintained  by  the  Commission 
as  State  highways,  subject,  however,  to  certain 
conditions  hereinafter  set  forth ;  and 

"Whereas,  the  parties  herein  desire  to  enter  into 
this  agreement  in  order  to  state  more  effectually 
their  respective  rights  and  obligations  with  res: 
to  the  proposed  transfer  from  Baltimore  County  and 
City  to  Commission  of  said  sections  of  the  Dulaney 
Valley  Road  and  Jarrettsville  Pike,  for  the  purpose 
of  reconstructing  and  maintaining  said  roads 
State  highways. 

'X  v.  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth 
that,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  mutual 
covenants  and  provisions  herein  set  forth  to  be 
observed,  kept,  and  performed  by  each  party  hereto, 
it  is  mutually  agreed  as  follows : 
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"Article  I.  City  shall  retain  ownership  of  and 
the  maintenance  obligation  for  the  bridge  (known 
as  No.  2  or  Matthews  Bridge)  over  the  Loch  Raven 
Reservoir,  as  shown  colored  in  yellow  on  the  draw- 
ing entitled  'Adhesive  Overlay  by  Bureau  of  Survey, 
City  of  Baltimore  on  Towson  Quadrangle  to  Illus- 
trate Proposed  Agreement  between  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  State  Roads  Commission 
of  Maryland  Concerning  Dulaney  Valley  Road  from 
Baltimore  County  Beltway  to  Jarrettsville  Pike  and 
Jarrettsville  Pike  from  Dulaney  Valley  Road 
Northerly  About  6000  Feet,'  dated  September  9, 
1960,  attached  hereto  and  made,  in  all  respects,  a 
part  hereof. 

"Article  II.  In  accordance  with  the  effective  date 
and  the  conditions  hereinafter  stated,  the  County 
hereby  transfers  to  the  Commission  and  the  Com- 
mission accepts  from  the  County  that  portion  of 
Dulaney  Valley  Road  now  owned  by  the  County 
extending  from  the  Baltimore  County  Beltway  to 
Pot  Spring  Road,  a  distance  of  0.72  mile,  the  same 
being  shown  by  a  blue  broken  line  on  the  aforesaid 
plat  attached  hereto.  The  change  in  the  status  of 
this  section  of  County  Road  is  authorized  under 
the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  effective  date  of  transfer  shall  be  July 
1,  1962. 

2.  The  mileage  respecting  the  aforesaid  section 
of  County  Road  will  be  excluded  from  the  inventory 
as  of  December  1,  1961. 

3.  The  basis  for  the  allocation  of  funds  will  ex- 
clude 0.72  miles  of  County  Road  mileage  in  the  al- 
location to  Baltimore  County  beginning  July  1,  1962. 

4.  Such  transfer  and  acceptance  is  made  on  an 
'As-Is-Basis'  pertaining  to  the  existing  condition  of 
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the  road  involved  and  will  include  all  appurtenances 
and  bridge  structures. 

"Article  III.  In  consideration  of  the  payment  of 
the  sum  of  $75,000.00  by  the  City  to  the  Commission, 
the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged,  the  City 
hereby  transfers  to  the  Commission  and  the  Com- 
mission hereby  accepts  title  to  that  portion  of  Du- 
laney  Valley  Road  extending  from  Pot  Spring  Road 
northerly  to  the  south  end  of  the  aforesaid  bridge 
(known  as  No.  2  or  Matthews  Bridge)  over  Loch 
Raven  Reservoir,  as  shown  by  the  black  broken  line 
on  the  aforesaid  plat  attached  hereto,  the  same  to 
be  hereafter  maintained  as  a  State  Highway.  In 
connection  with  this  conveyance  and  transfer  of 
title  to  said  portion  of  Dulaney  Valley  Road  the 
City  will  when  requested  by  the  Commission  convey 
to  the  Commission  a  minimum  110-foot  width  right 
of  way,  with  necessary  slope  easements  over  any 
land  owned  or  controlled  by  the  City,  the  said  right 
of  way  and  slope  easements  to  be  based  upon  an 
alignment  which  will  provide  reasonable  grades  and 
alignment  conforming  to  usual  Commission  stand- 
ards for  a  road  of  this  type.  In  this  connection,  as 
and  when  such  future  transfer  is  accomplished  and 
a  relocation  of  a  portion  of  said  Dulaney  Valley 
Road  is  effected,  the  County  and  the  City  agree  to 
cooperate  with  the  Commission  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  closing  of  that  portion 
of  the  present  Dulaney  Valley  Road  which  will  be 
abandoned  for  further  road  use  and  /or  the  provid- 
ing of  such  access  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  re- 
located section  of  Dulaney  Valley  Road. 

"Article  IV.  It  is  Understood  and  Agreed,  that  the 
transfers  hereby  effected  or  contemplated  from  the 
County  and  the  City  to  the  Commission  include  any 
and  all  rights,  easements,  reservations,  widening 
strips  and  appurtenances  now  held  or  owned  by  the 
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County  and  the  City  or  to  which  they  may  be  en- 
titled, except  the  right  and/or  easement  to  maintain 
and  operate  the  existing  water  supply  mains  and 
sanitary  sewerage  lines  in  said  Dulaney  Valley  Road 
and  necessary  reinforcements  thereto. 

"Article  V.  It  is  Understood  and  Agreed,  that  the 
ownership  of  the  sections  of  existing  Dulaney  Valley 
Road  and  Jarrettsville  Pike  from  the  north  end  of 
said  bridge  (known  as  No.  2  or  Matthews  Bridge) 
to  a  point  about  6000  feet  north  of  the  intersection 
of  Dulaney  Valley  Road  and  Jarrettsville  Pike  now 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County,  the  City  and
